and rude vnderſtandynges. Certaynly 


ſome of the aunciente phtloſcphters, 
I ſpeake of the moſte auncicnte , as 


well Caldees as Breekes, who firſte 
lykted theim ſelfes to regarde the ſter⸗ 
res eftheheauen , and ſurmounted the 
highe mounte of Olympius, there to 
' contemplate and regarde the inſtuen⸗ 
tes ofthe planettes in the henen:F dare 
well ſave, that they haue rather meri⸗ 
ted pardon by theyꝛ ignoꝛaunces, than 
pꝛayſyng £2 grate by their wyſedome. 
Theſe were the kirſte that woulde ſerch 
the trouthe of the elementes of the he⸗ 
nen, and vet they were the firſte that 


dpd ſowe errours in thynges natural 


'of the earthe , Homere in hys Jiliade 
| | ſaied

fafde theſe wooꝛdes in ſpeakyng of phi⸗ 
loſophers: N pꝛayſe nothing the know⸗ 
lage of mine anceſters, but q can them 
greatte thanke and pꝛapſe, in that th 
deſpꝛed knowlage . This was we 
ſapd of Homer. Foꝛ if — theauna 
u 


cient men had not reigned luche igno⸗ 
raunce, there had not bene ſo many ſe⸗ 
ttes ot parcialitees in euery ſchole. Ds 
that hath redde the aunciente antiquſs 
tiesof the philoſophers, ſhall notdenp 
me the pꝛeſumpcion of the knowlage, 
and ignoꝛaunte of that they deſpꝛed to 


knobe, the whiche is chiele cauſe that 


ſcience is not all one. Ther is greatta 
nombze of parcialitees, Cinitiens, Las 
toniens, Peripaticiens, Academiens , 
and Spicuriens, who were as contrary 
in their opinions, as diuers in their na⸗ 
taralitees. I wyll not that my penne 
bee ſo diſmeaſured to repꝛoue ſo muche 
the aunctente men, that the gloꝛie all 
onely ſhoulde abyde with theim that be 
pꝛeſente. Truelp if he merpte guerdon 
and p2ayſe, that ſheweth me the waye, 
Yhereby I thinke to paſſe, yet no leſſe 
merpteth he, that ſheweth and adup⸗ 


eth me of the wape, whereby J maye 


fayle, The ignozaunce of the aunciente

men hath bene but as a gupde fo aduiſe 
and aduertyſe all other, and becaulſe 
they erred, wee haue founde ſith the 
wape, to theyꝛ great pꝛeyſe, and to 
our great ſhame. Jſate, that if wee 
that be nowe pꝛeſente had beene than, 
we had knowen leſle then they dpdde. 
And if they that were than were nowe 
at this ho wꝛe, they ſhould ſurmount vs 
in knowlage. Ind that this is trewe it 
appereth well . Foꝛ the auncient ſages, 
with their diligence to know the trouth 
by they? cloſe t᷑ ferme made the waies: 
But wee by ourſlouth folowe not the 
open wates . Than to the purpoſe that 
will cate. we that be now pꝛeſent, can 
not complapne of theim that haue bene, 
but that the trouth (the whiche accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to Aul. gel. is doughter of the time 
in this tyme of the wo:lde declareth to 
vs the errours, that wee ought to flee, 
and the trouth ol the doctryne that wee 
ought to folo we. But as nowe the hu⸗ 
mapne malyte is fo expert, and the vn⸗ 
derſtandynge ol moꝛtall men is ſo dull, of 
that in tyme of neede, in goodneſſe . af 
wit we fayle,+ in all ill we know moe the 
than we _ to knowe. In ſuch wyſe ſac 

that ſome with one parte ol the mer

and ſome withleſle, all pꝛeſume to wyn 
the game. And though this be true, vet 
it is but a ſmall thyng to that we abide 
fo: : There is lo muche that weought ta 
knowe. Fo: the moſte that we know is 
the leaſte parte of that we be ignoꝛante 
ok, as the thinges natural, accoꝛdyng to 
the variety ol the tyme, like maner doth 
the operations of the elemetes. In ſem⸗ 
blabe wyſe in thinges moꝛtall, as the 
ages hath ſucteded, ſo are diſcoueres 
the —— Foz certavne all the kalle 
tometh not together. Whan one kaile 

an other begynneth to enter in ſeaſon 
Jwill ſaie, that neyther all doctours a⸗ 
monge chziſten men, noꝛ all the philoſo⸗ 
phiers amonge the gentples were ton⸗ 


turrant in one tyme, but after the death 


of one good, an other tame better. The 
high and ſupꝛeme wyſedome, the whi⸗ 
che all meane thynges gouernethe by 
Juſtice, and rteth it actoꝛdynge 
to his bountee, will not that at one time 
the woꝛlde ſhulde want oꝛ bee deſtitute 
of ſage men, noꝛ at an other tyme want 
& ſymple perſonnes : ſome deſpꝛynge 
the kruite, and ſome the leaues. In 
au ah bree. * 
upe ol that o ere ump a 
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This aunctente. woꝛlde that ranne in 


Saturnus daies, the which otherwyſe 
was called the Bolden woꝛlde, the 
whiche was ſo eſteemed of thetm that 


ſawe it, and fo muche p2apſed of theim 


that herde the wꝛzytynge thereof, ano ſg 


muche deſpzed of theim that fclte na 


parte thereof, was not golde by the ſa⸗ 
ges that dyd gylte it: but becauſe that 
there was none yll that did vngilte it. 
This our age nowe ts of pꝛon: it is 
not called ot pꝛon, fo2 faute of ſages, 
but bycauſe the maliciouſe people furs 
mounte. Itonkeſſe one thynge,and I 
thynke J ſhall haue many wylle fa- 
uoure me in the ſame, that there was 
neuer inthe wozloe ſo muche people 
teachyng vertue, andſofewe folowpng 
the ſame.Aul. Gele ſaicth inhisbooke, 
that the auncient — were holden in 
reputation, bycaule there were fewe 
teachers and many lerners: and at this 
houre it iscontrary, there bee but fewe 
learncrs,- and many teachers. The 
ſmall eſteeme that the ſages bee in at 
this tyme, male bee ſeene by greatfs 
veneracion that the philoſophers were 
hetoen in es than, the whiche thynge 
was true; Homer among the 1

Salomon amonge the Debzewes, Ly⸗ 
gurge amonge the Lacedemontens, Li⸗ 
ute amonge the Komapnes, Cicero as 
monge the Latines, Apolonins Thia- 
neus amonge all the barbarike nacf- 
ons. J delire to haue bene in all theſe 
ages, whan the woꝛlde was ſo riche ol 
ſage perſonnes, and ſo pooꝛe of ſymple 
_ » whan they aſſembled oute of 

erre countreys , and of dyuers reals 
mes and ſtraunge nacions: not al ones 
lie to haue herde their doctrines, but 
alſo to haue ſene their perſons. thinke 
Nam not begyledin the Hiſtoꝛies. Foz 
whan Nome in his moſte pꝛoſperitee, 
was higheſt in triu » Titus Liuts 
us doeth wꝛite in his hiſtoꝛies, and the 
Aouſe ſapncte Hierome affy2meth it 
n the pꝛologue of the Byble, that moe 
people came to Rome to ſe the eloquen⸗ 
ces of the bokes, moꝛe than to ioy anye 
Romatne triumphe. Whan Olimpias 
was delyuered of hir childe the greate 
Alexander, Philip hir huſbande, and 
father to the yonge childe, wꝛote a let⸗ 


ter to Ariſtotle, wherin he ſated: I geue 


ue graces to the goddis, not all ones 
te that they haue gynen vnto me a 
ſonne, but bycauſe 6 giuen jive

to me in the tyme that thou maielt ber 
his maiſter, and be thy diſciple. Marc 
Aurelie the emperour , of whom this. 
pꝛeſent booke tntreateth, heſpeakynge 
ol him ſelfe wꝛote to Polion theſe woz- 
des: Frende J wyll thou know, that X 
am not made emperour by reaſon k 
the bloud of my pꝛedeteſlours, noz pet 
fo2 the fauour of my lynage nowe pꝛe⸗ 
lente, but it was becauſe Jhauebeene 
alwaies a freende and loner of the ſage 
people,andenemy to them that haue no 
good knowlage. Ryght happpe was 
Kome to chooſe ſo valiant anemperour, 
and right foztunate was that emperour 
to come to ſuche an empire, not by pa⸗ 
trimonie, but by ſagenes. And if that 
age was gloꝛiouſe in ioyinge of his per⸗ 
ſone, no leſſe it is to vs to iope of his do⸗ 
ctrines. J wpll intitle this booke the 
Golden boke. It may bee called golden, 
bycauſe in ſo high eſtimacion it holdeth 
the vextuoule , diſconerynge in theyꝛ 
time this booke with the ſentences, as 
thefe pzinces holdeth their mpnes of 
golde in their Indees. But I ſape that 
at this houre there bee moo hertes 
baniſſhed into the Indees of golde', 
thanne to emploie theym —

wooꝛkes of this boke. Saluſte ſaieth, 
that there ought great gloꝛie bee geuen 
to theim that haue doone veray hygh 
and great actes: And that there ought 
no leſſe fame and renowme be geuen to 
thoſe that in a good ſtyle haue wꝛytten 
theym. In this caſe J confeſſs to de⸗ 
ſerue no merytes foꝛ my traduction oz 
any kame: but Jdemaunde pardon of 
all theim that bee ſage, foz the fautes 
that they ſhall fyide therin. Foz except 
the diuine letters, there is nothpnge ſo 
well wꝛytten, but that there mate beg 
foundeneceſſitee of coꝛrection, line, and 
ſenſure. This ſeemed to be true, by that 
Socrates was repꝛoued of Plato, and 
Plato of Ariſtotle, Ariſtotle of Aben⸗ 
ruyz, Scilio of Sulpice, Lely ol Uarro, 
Marinus of Tome, Enio of Dozace, 
Senec of Aule Gele, Eſtratocles of 
Strabo, Teſato of Galene, Harma- 
goze of Cicero, Ozigen of ſainct Je⸗ 
rome, ſainct Jerom of Ruffin, and 
Ruffin of Donate : Sythe that in 
theim and in their woꝛkes there hathe 
beene coꝛrection, who were menne of 
blghe knowlage, it is no reaſon that 
I ſhoulde bes in their fraternitee , ſee⸗ 


png that Jknowe ſo little as J dodoe, to 


the 
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the examination of wyſe and vertnong 
men. To theim J ſubmit this pꝛeſente 
warke, and to theym that haue beene 
ſuche, I them require to be contente to 
be the reders, and not iudges therof. 


It were no pacience toſuffre, noꝛ law 


to permitte, that a thynge that a ſage 

erfonne with greats maturitee and 

eliberation hath witten, to bee diſ⸗ 
pꝛayſed by a ſpmple perſone. Foꝛ ones 
readynge , oftentpmes the auctoures 
and waiters arediſp2ayſed,not of thent 
that canne tradute and compoſe woꝛ⸗ 
kes: but of theym that can not vn⸗ 
derſtande theym, and pet leſle reade 
them. Jſape further of aduauntage, 
that dpuers haue wzitten of the tyme 

of the ſayde Marke Aureleo Empe⸗ 
rour, as Herodian w2ote lyttell, Eu⸗ 
tropio leſſe, Iampꝛidio pet leſſe, Julius 
Capitolin ſomewhat moꝛe. The wꝛi⸗ 
tynges of theym, and of other ſeemeth 
rather epitomes, than hiſtoꝛies. There 
is difference betwene this waren 5 
. and that they wꝛote by hering ſay:but 
they, by whome a haue compoſed this 

teſent woꝛke, they were witneſſe by 
ight,and not by hearyng of other, but 


they wꝛete what they ſaw theim ſelfe: 
That 
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Thatisto ſafe, amonge the maiſters, 
wholearned the ſapde emperour 
ſcientes, there were thꝛee.that is toſap, 
Junio Raſtico, Cina Latule, and Ser⸗ 
to Cheronꝛnſe, neue we to the greatte 
Plutarcke. Theſe bene they that haue 
waitte this pꝛeſent hiſtozie. Sexto Che⸗ 
ronenſe in greke, and the other two in 
latine. I thynkeof this hictozie is but 
ſmall notice, bycauſe vnto this howꝛt 
it hath not be ſeene impꝛinted. Whan 
J departed from the colledge ot —— 
dy, and went to pꝛeache in the palaies. 
where J ſa we ſo many newe noueltees 
in the courtes, J dcliuered my ſelfe 
with greatte deſyze to knowe thyn⸗ 

es, and gaue mp ſelfe toſearche and 
knowe thynges auncyent. And the caſe 
foꝛtuned on a daie, readyng an hiſtozie⸗ 
I founde therein matter to be noted in 
à piſtell, and it ſeemed to me ſo good, 
that J put all mine humapne foꝛtes to 
ſerchefarther. and after in reuoluynge 
diuers bokes, ſerchyng in dyuers libꝛa⸗ 
ies, and alſo ſpeakvng with diuers las 
ges of diuers realmes, finaliy q founde 
this treatile in Flozence, among the bo⸗ 
Res lefte there by Coſme de Medicis, a 
man of good memo2y. J haue vſed *

this wzptpnge, the whiche is humane, 
that that dyuers tymes hath bene vſed 
in diuinitee, that is to reduce,not woꝛde 
foꝛ woꝛd, but ſentence foꝛ ſentence, We 
other interpꝛetours are not bounde to 
geue foꝛ the meane the woꝛdes, it ſuffi- 
ceth to gene foꝛ the weight the ſentence: 
As the hiſtoꝛiographers, ot whom there 
were dpuers, and the hiſtoꝛy that they 
made was all but one thyng, J wil not 
deny, but J haue lefte out ſome wordes, 
which were not mete, noꝛ well fittyng, 
rude, t leaſt ot᷑ valure, and J haue meds 
led it with other moꝛe ſwete and p2ofi- 
table. I thynke that euery wiſe man af- 
ter he hath read this boke, will not ſaie 
that J am the pꝛyncipall auctour of this 
wozke, noꝛ pet to fudge me ſo ignoꝛant 
toercinde me cleane from it, fozſo high 
ſentences are not fonnde at thisp:eſent 
time, noꝛ toſohigh a ſtyle they of tyme 
paſt neuer attayned,

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Fo? the occaſion whereof, the hiſtoꝛies 
diuers tpmes call hum Marke Antho- 
ny Nero. True it is, that Jdztane the 
emperour called him Veriſlimus, by⸗ 
caulc in him was neuer founte no lies, 
noꝛ neuer fayled the trouth. Thele A⸗ 
nius U:res was a lignage, that auan- 
ced theim to bee deſcended of Numa 
Dompilio, and of Quintus Curtius 
the famous Komayn : which foꝛ to de⸗ 
wuer the to wne of Rome from pervll, 
and to geue his perſone perpetuall mes 
moꝛie, ot his owne good free will he 
peided hym ſelke to the ſame vozage, 
that as than was ſeene in Rome. The 
mother of this Emperour was called 
Domitiade, as Lyne hiſtoꝛien retoun⸗ 
teth in the bookes of the lynages of 
Nome. The Camilles were perlonnes 
in that tyme greatly eſteemed, bycauſe 
they were accompted to be deſcended of 
Lamilie the kamouſe and aunciente ca⸗ 
pitayne Komapne, whiche delpuered 
Nome frem the Baulles, that hadde 
wonne it. The men that deſcended of 
that lygnage were called Camilli, 

fo: the remembꝛaunce ot Camille, and 
the women were lykewyſe called Ca⸗ 
milles, in the remembꝛance oł a _ 
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ter of the ſayde Camille, that was cats 
led Lamillia. 
¶ There was an auncient lawe , that 
all Komaines ſhould haue a particular 
pꝛiuilege in the ſame plate, where their 
p2edeceſſours had doen to the Romayne 
people any greate ſeruice Foz this 
aunciente cuſtome they had pzinilege, 
ſo that all they of the lygnage of 
Camplle, were kepte and mayntep⸗ 
ned in the high capitoll. Ind though the 
varietee of the time „the multitude 
of tyzantes, the ebulicton and mouing 
of ciuill warres were cauſe of thedy⸗ 
miniſhynge of the auncient Policie of 
Rome, and introduced in maner a lyfe 
not very good: pet fo2 all that we rede 
not, that the pꝛeeminentes of the Ko- 
mapnes were bꝛoken, but if it were in 
the tyme of Hylla, whan he made the 
vniuerſail pꝛoſcripcion agaynſte the 
Warians. After the deathe of thys 
cruell Splla, in exaltynge of hym ſelfe, 
Julius Lxſar the pitifull, made dfc- 
tatour of Nome, and chiefe of the Ma⸗ 
rians, adnulicd and vndidde all that 
Sylla had made, and bꝛought agayne 
into the aunciente eſtate the common 
wealthe.

What hath bene the condicions, the 
eſtate, pouertee,richeſſe,fauour, o2 diſ⸗ 
fauour of the anceftours of this Marke 
Aurelye Emperoure, we kynde not in 
the aunciente hiſtoꝛies, and pet it hath 
bene diligently ſerched foz, The aun- 
cient Romaine hiſtoꝛiens were not ac- 
cuſtomed to wꝛpte the lvues of the Em⸗ 
perours fathers, namely whan they be 
made monarches, but the merptes and 
graces that thevꝛ chyldꝛen had, as foz 
the auctoꝛites that they had inherytyn 
thevꝛ fathers. Trouth it is, as ſaiet 
Julius Capitolin, the father of Marke 
Aurelpe themperour, had bene pꝛetour 
in exerciſes, and capytayne in the kron⸗ 
tiers, in the tyme of Traian the good, 
and Ad2yane the wyſe, a nd Anthonys 
the meeke emperours. This is con 
med by that the ſame Marc Aurelpe 


waok (bepng at Rhodes) to a freende ok 


his called Polion , that was at Rome, 
ſaipng thus: Many thinges haue I felt 
eknowen frend Polion, by the abſence 
of Rome, namely of that Jſeemy ſelfe

keth a ſtranger naturall, and vice tour⸗ 
neth naturall to a ſtraunger: and as I 
haue bene. x. peres here at or”

Here was 
capitayne ag avnſt the Barbariens to 
mp loꝛde Adꝛian, Anthony my father 
in lawe, the ſpace of. ry. veres.

I) * 
wolde haue reade philolophie as longe 
as my father had beens at Nodes in 
warre, but I map not: foꝛ adꝛian mp 
loꝛde tommaundeth me to go and kepe 
reſidence at Rome, how be it euerv ma 
reioyſeth to ſee his naturall countrev. 
¶ So by tze woꝛdes ok thys letter it is 
to be beleued, that Anio Uero, father to 
this emperour Marke, hadde applicd 
the moſte parte of hys lyfe in warre. It 
was not the cuſtome lyghtip to truſte a 
perſone, to haue the offite of a gouer⸗ 
nour on the frontiers, wythout he had 
bene wel ererctſed in the feates of war. 


And as all the glozy of the Kemaynes 
was ko leaue after theym good renows 
me, the ſayde Marke certapnelte was 
Ren koz the moſte 2 — 
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de greatteſt kreendes in the Senate, 
hereby he truſted on the congueſte of 
the moſte cruell enemies: * 

as the ſayde Serto Cheronenſe hiſtoꝛi⸗ 
en ſayeth. The Komapnes all thongh 
thep hadde in their handes moſte peril⸗ 
lous warres, pet they hadde in foure 
partes ot the empire ſtronge and entier 
garriſons. That is to — in Btzance, 
the whiche is now Lonfcantinople, by 
reaſon of them of the oꝛiente: Ind En⸗ 
ades , the whiche now is called Ca⸗ 
Ur a citee of Spayne, fo2 loue of theym 
\, of the weſte: In the riuer of Khodans, 
whiche is now the ryner of Kyne, fo; 
the Germaines: And in Lolloſſe, which 
nowe is called the Khodes , By cauſe 
aol the Barbariens . In thekalendes of 
-Januarie , whan the ſenate' deuided 
the offices, beynge pourueped of a dic- 
tatour,andoftwoconſules yerely, In, p 
continente in the thirde place they pz / ci 
uided foꝛ foure moſte excellent baron? g 
to dekende the ſaid foure Frontiers: e u

This we 
ſap bycauſe that Anto Gero father to 
Marc Aurelie emperour, had bene pꝛo⸗ 
uoſt and pꝛetour in the offices, and ont 
of the tapitaines of the Frontiers, whi⸗ 
che ought to be in Rome one of the pers 
ſones moſt eſtemed.

Cæſar in his ponge age, to 
ſhewe to pꝛynces to tome, howe it was 
a great ambpcion, that They had to at⸗ 
tayne to the monarchp, and but of ſmall p 
witte and maturitee to kepe them ſelfe tl 
therin. It is no ne we thynge,that men u 
gape fo high and fraple thynges. Ind it 
the moꝛe higher the magnificence is, n 
the moꝛe lower they fecle foztune. Ind ti 
whan they were dyligent ts accompliſh he 
they: deſpꝛe, as much thought had they ii 
to conſerue their quietneſſe and reſt.

1 this 
excellent baron learned diuexs ſcientes, 
lo he had diuers maiſters to teache him.

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amed Euphoꝛion, muſike with an o⸗ 
named Semino Lomode, eloquece 
with Alexander a Greke, in naturall

Plutarke. Alſa he ſtudied in The las 
wes, and Uoluſto Meciano was his 
mapſter. This Emperour eſtemed ta 
haue che knowlage ol payntyng. and to 
graue in wodde and mettall, in earthe, 
and other ſculptures, in whiche art his 
maiſter was Diogenito, in his time a 
famouſe aud rens wmed paynter. De 
trauapled alſo to knowe, and ſerche 
what extended to the acte of Mych20- 
mancy. By occaſion whereofhe wente 
openly to here Apolonio. And to then⸗ 
tent that there ſhould be nothynge vn- 
lerned of him, he aboueallſclences (et 
his minde to Colmography.in the whi⸗ 
che loz his maiſter, he tooke Junio Ro⸗ 
ſkico, that ſith wꝛote his lyfe, and Ci⸗ 
na Catule, the which wꝛot of his death. 
and the life of Comode his ſonne, Ol 
theſe noble and excellent barons, that

e an policle of Rome, 
dytauſe that he ſa we greate loſſe in the 
common welth than pꝛeſent, ſaipng in 


his ihetoꝛik, that the ancient Romap⸗ 


nes had al wap regarde to that part, 
where they thought moſte damage and 
pertil ſhould grewe. There were. v. 

nges amoͤnge all other in Rome, 
wher vnto they hadde euer a vigplante 
teſpecte, the whiche the Senate neded 
not to cate foꝛ, noꝛ no law diſpenſed fo 


theym: and theſe bene they, the pꝛieſtes 


were honeſt, and the virgins Ueſtales;

All coꝛpoꝛall domages, that chaunce to 
moꝛtall men, are by medicines healed, 
oz by reaſon remedied, oꝛ by length of 
time cured , oꝛ els by death ended: The 
onely vnderſtandyng, which is duſked 
in errours, depꝛaued in malices, can 
not be healed by medicines, noꝛ redꝛel⸗ 
ſcd by reaſon, noꝛ holpe by counſell. The 
aunctent Philoſophiers, in the ſayde 
happy golden woꝛlde, and golden age, 
did not al only lerne one thing, wherby 
they might ſuſtepne their lyte, and en⸗ 
creaſe good fame: But they trauapled, 
to knowe all that was to bee knowen, 
and vet euer ſought to know moꝛe. 
In the. lxrv. of the Olimpiade, as 
dyuers perſonnes were aſſembled in 
the high mountapne Olymptus , to te⸗ 
lebꝛate the plapes, by foꝛtune thvther 
tame a philoſopher ot Thebes, whiche 
had made ali that euer he bꝛought with 
him. De made his ſhowes, his cote, and 
ſowed his ſherte, and had witten hys 
bookes, and ſo of al other thinges. They 
that were there aſſembled, were aba⸗ 
ſhed, and meruapled greatly, that — 
m 
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man coulde do it, De was diners tymes 
aſked, wher he lerned ſo many thinges. 


And he aunfwered and ſayd: che ſloy 


of man is the cauſe, that one arte is di⸗ 


nided into diners artes. Foz he that 
knoweth all artes together, muſfe 


needes know one alone —4 5 phyloſo⸗ 
pher anſwered highly. and lurely they 
that hearde hym , ought to haue bene 
as greatly aſhamed ok his woꝛdes, as 
the philoſopher was of the vaynegloꝛie 
of his apparell. Leteuery man remem⸗ 
berhymlelfe,and let no man blame the 
thoztneſſe of the tyme, noꝛ wekenelle of 
our nature.

erpled, And as I ſape of theſe ewe in 

nombꝛe, I might ſap of many other. 
Foꝛ certapynely the wiſe men were not 
thus entreated in the time ol this good 
erour Marcus:and that this is true 
it th by diuers extellente barons, 
well learned in diuers ſciences , that 
flouryſhed in his time: Julius to⸗ 
lin retounteth of them as foloweth : 9s 
lexander a Breke , Traſion, Polion, 
Euticias, Anius Macrion , Caninius, 
Lrodfaticus,Fozntus, Coznelius, Apo⸗ 
lonius, Nius,Sertus Lheronenſe, Ju- 
nius Raſticus, Claudius Maximus, Ci⸗ 
na Catulus, Claudius Seuerus, and 
therenoumed Diogenitus painter. and 
the well learned la wier Uolufine Mer⸗ 
tianus. All theſe were in this emperoꝛs 
palays, and reſidente in his pꝛelence: 
d pet fo2 all that, he had diuers other 
Wiſe perſonnes in Rome, and a bꝛode, 
in Italy. It was no meruaile, to ſet in 
thoſe dates, the multitude of men that 
flouriſhed in wyſedoine , There was 
no father, but if he had twoſonnes,he 
would ſet one of them to ſtudie, and the 
other acco2dyng ts the Remane tawe,

And as 
D v much 
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muche was the death bewapled, as the 
life deſircd. It was greate pitie. Fo2 
the ſenate by reaſon therof ſaw not the 
emperour, noꝛ the olde emperour fo2 ſos 
row ſaw not the ſenate of a long ſpace. 
Nome was right heauy, and the ſenate 
withdꝛew theym to the heyght of the 
tapitoll dyuers daies. And as the mi⸗ 
tes and wyndes cauſe the leaues to 
fall, that were greene in Sommer, and 
the deedes of honour conſtraine vs to 
fozget the miſhappes of foꝛtune, t as a 
man or high linage, and ok ſtronge cou 
rage, though that ſozow remapne in 
his hearte, and abide locked therein, 
determineth to clenſe the bꝛaunches ol

hope, and ſome with giftes and pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes were diſpatched , ſo that they 
wer all pleaſed. Aud ik this doyng was 
renowmed by the repoꝛt ot the wiſe me 
it was no leſſe vertuous by the wiſdom 
and woꝛthineſle of themperour, to ſend 
them home ſo well content. Foꝛ he ſente 
them away as well ſatiſfied that were 
ouercome,as thei were confented that 
ouercame theim « Ind certaynelp they 


. had allreaſor;,fo2 ſome bare the ſweete 


woꝛdes and ſatiffipnge of the father: 
and ſome abode there charged with —

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enterpꝛiſe of the ſonne. Vet the good 
emperouc , not beynge contented with 
this, commaunded that theſe, maiſters 
ſhuld be lodged in his palais and cate 
in his pꝛeſence, and accompany his per- 
ſone, to ſec if their life were tomkoꝛma⸗ 
ble to their ſcience, and whether their 
pleſant and well touched woꝛdes, agre⸗ 
ed in eflect with their wozkes.

But woꝛthy wpſe men ought to thinke 
on that is paſſed, and alſo to oꝛdein fo 
that that is pzeſent, and with great ſtu⸗ 
dye fo pꝛouide foꝛ the tyme to tome. J 
thynke on enery day in the pere, and ol 
the day that the goddes haue gyuen me, 
and of the day that J giue vnto pou, 
The goddes to me, and J to pou dooe 
g vue him moꝛtall to be as a man, and 
than you to me, and J to the goddes do 
render him immoꝛtall to be wyſe.

Of the gouernaunte ot Italy, which is 
pour countrep. And aboue all thynges 
of the peace and tranquillitee of our co- 
mon wealth. Than he that is put in 
truſte with ſuche adminiſtracion of o⸗ 
ther, hath ns cauſe to ſleape. Nowe 
let vs come to moꝛe particular thinges. 
Regard as now, what thynge is moſte 
conuenable foꝛ my ſonne, whiche as a 
ponge colte would go play in the grene 
meadowes, and noyſom ſhalbe the ke- 
er to hym, and a thyng peinful tokepe 
im therfro.

rage endureth vnto death. J recoms 
mende to vou my chylde, though he bee 


ponge, make hym ſadde and moderate. 


Certapnlp it is not ſo great a gloꝛy vn⸗ 
to a pꝛinte to haue the crowne on his 
head, noꝛ achapne of golde aboute hys 
ſhoulders, noꝛ the ſceptre in his hande, 
noꝛ the greate coinpany and garde that 
he hath aboute him, as to ſhewe ſad⸗ 
neſſe from his pouth . The open hone⸗ 
ſtie ſupplieth many fautes and debily- 
ties. Spare not to taſt on him a ſtrong 
chavne, and to tie him faſte, that he goe 
not to delites and vanities, Fo2 an ef- 
keminate perſon neuer hath ſpirite to 
any high oꝛ noble dedes . Jam greatly 
latiſfied with that the teacher of Ne- 
ro ſaid to his diſciple, Though J wyſte 
that god woulde pardon me, and that 
men knew no miſſe of me , yet foꝛ the 
vyllany of the fieſh , J would not ſinne 
in thetteſh . Surely they were good 
wozdes, and vll bozne away of * 
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Let not yet goe the reine. Foꝛ ifhe fee | 
the yonge mares, he will neigh oz bzay, 
if he (ee time. The vice ok the flelche 
in all times, in all ages, and in all eſtas ' 
tes holdeth his ſeaſon o2 courſe , pf it 
paſſe not in the greene age ofchildehod, 
caſtyng of the reine ot reaſon, and ſtri⸗ 
kyng with the ſpurres ok the kleſhe, and 
blowpng with the trope of ſenſualitee.

We commaunde as 
kynges, and pꝛay as men, that al thin 
be fozgiuen to theim that be olde

nt zen. In good ſothe theſe were good 
„ Wozdesſpoken of ſuche aperfon, and

Fo2 it is reaſon that the 
hoꝛſe, that hath runne and paſſed his 
courſe of carpage, ſhoulde reſte him. 
And who that haue paſſed rightuouſlp, 
it is Juſtice, that he be ſuffered in r 
And the childe that will paſſe reaſon , 
onght to be refozmed.

Foz if the vnderſtandpng be dullcd, and 
the body ſlouthfull in ſuche age, with 
great difficultce wyl they dꝛaw to thin⸗ 
ges that be ſtraunge to theyꝛ delectati⸗ 
ons, bicauſe that the lightneſſe is in ths 
bead, and reaſon vnder the eies.

ptre. A very philoſophier after the lawe 
of linnage, ought to bane ſpech at place 
and time conuenient, to fight in the feld 
and to ſpeake in the ſenate . If myne 
owne remembꝛauntce le me not, a⸗ 
mog mine antiquities N haue bꝛought 
a ſtone out of Grete, the which Pytha; 
goꝛas the philoſophier held at the gates 
of his ſchole, wherin was wzitten with 
bis own handes, thele woꝛdes: De that 
knoweth not that he ought to know, is 
a bzute beaſt among men: he that kno⸗ 
weth no moze, than he hath nede of, 1s 
a man amonge bꝛute beaſtes: De that 
knoweth all, that may be knowen , is 
a god amonge men. O moſt high woꝛ⸗ 
des, Gloꝛious is the hande that wꝛote 
theim, the whiche not at the gates, as 


they wer — —— | 


within mens bꝛeaſtes they ſhoulde bee 
paynted and grauen. Our foꝛefathers 
tooke the laſte ſentence of this philolo⸗ 
hier, and the fyꝛſt rebuke'/abpdeth t 
their laſt childꝛen. Foz a 
mo 
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monge the Grekes and Lacedemoniens 
was attepned as muche fame by theyꝛ 
philoſophers and conqueſtes, as bi their 
waitpnges, whiche they haue lelt vs. 
And our foꝛmer emperours gat no leffe 
loue in their empire by their pzofounde 
eloquence, than they fered al the woꝛld 
by their noble triumphes. Foz ap2oufe 
wherof, beholde Julius Lzſar , whiche 
_ the middel of his campe, with 
his lite hande would holde his ſpeare, 
and his penne in his right hand. Ne he 
neuer let ot his armour, but kurthwith 
he toke his bookes. We muſte not lay 
ertules, ſaping with them that be igno⸗ 
raunt , that the liberall artes are to 
hie, and the tyme that wee haue very 
ſhozte , Foz certayne the diligence of 
men in times paſt repꝛoueth our ilouth 
at this day. One thynge J dos ſee, that 
in a ſhoꝛt while we learne all pll, but in 
à long ſeaſd we cannot learn goodnes. 
Will ye ſee, what is our foztunes and 
deſtinies, and in what thought the god 
des do kepe vs, that foꝛ to doo one good 
dede we lacke tyme, and foz to do many 
whewde tournes, wee haue to muche 
kyme. J wyll ſay no moꝛe, but that N 
woulde , my chylde ſhould be nourvſ⸗ 
. Fili the 
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Hed in ſuche wyſe, that he ſhould learn

fo2 to goe, and pꝛoteſt to the high capis 


toll, where my bones ſhalbe bꝛent, that 


neyther Rome now in mp lyfe , noz the 
beauen intymes tocome ſhall curſeme 
after my death, if by pll lyupnge my ſon 
ſhould leeſe the common wealth, pk by 
pour ſinall chaſtiſement pe ſhalbe tau 
of the loſle of the empyꝛe. 


How the Emperonr Marcus 
nouriſſhed the pꝛinceſſe his 
doughters. Lap» x. 


ED Artus Aurelius the 
7 , 6 Emperqur had twe 
1 b dncs, that is to wit 

* the pꝛince Commode 
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res of the ampire. This emperour was 
ercedyng diligente fo2 to nouryſſhe his 
doughters. as ſoone as anpe of theim 
were bozne,fozthwith they were put to 
nours into ſome ferme without Rome: 
De woulde neuer ſuffre any of his chil⸗ 
dꝛene, ſonnes noꝛ doughters to be nous 
rithed within the walles of Rome. Nox 
conſent , that they ſhulde ſucke the bꝛe⸗ 
ſtes ot delicate women . De hated dely⸗ 
cate and gape nourſes, and that 
were labazous homelp and holſome he 
loued, and to theim and none other he 
betoke his childzen ta nouryſhe, and he 
wolde neuer agree, that they ſhoulde be 
bzonght home to his houſe, 
De was wonte to ſaie in his ſpoꝛ⸗ 
tyng, J haue moꝛe a doe to content theſs 
nouriſſes, than to marpe mp dough⸗ 
ters. Domere ſheweth, that in Grete 
there died Arthemto, that was kyngs 
efIrgtue, without any ſonne to inhe⸗ 
ryte: and the nourſe, that had nouriſ⸗ 
ſhedhim, with all hir myght demaun⸗ 
ded the realme koꝛ a ſonne or hirs, why⸗ 
che had ſucked of the ſame mylke, that 
the ſapd kynge had done, alleging, that 
lith they were both non togy? 
ther, and ſucked one milke, that they 
litt both 
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both ſhould inherite one realme. This 
ſaied Bomere , to repzoue the nourſſes 
of Brece , which tooke moze pꝛeſump⸗ 
cion foꝛ nouriſſhynge of pztnces', than 
queenes did in bearyng ol theim. Ther⸗ 
_ foze this noble Martus Aurelius em⸗ 
perour, woulde not that his doughters 
alonly ſhould ſucke groſſe t rude milke, 
but he would not agree, that any reue⸗ 
rence,honour,o2 ſeruice ſhould be done 
vngo theim, as it belongeth to the chil⸗ 


dzen of ſo highe pꝛinces to be dooen, 


and as the cuſtome is to be doen. On a 
day as the ſaid emperoz was at ſupper, 
a foole named Galindo, at whole woꝛ⸗ 
des the emperour often tooke pleaſure, 
ſapde: Sp; , peſterdap I came from 
Salon, and fro the gateofHoſtic, and 
there J ſawe the emperours childꝛenne 

oe like labourers, and J ſe here in thy 
houſe labourers childꝛen go like empe⸗ 
rours: Tell me whp dooe pe diſlimule 
as a wiſe manne, foꝛ I that am but a 
foole vnderſtandeth it not. The empe⸗ 
rour aunſwered: O Salindo, bycauſe 
that pet at this time „Nome is not 
Nome, all though thꝛough al the woꝛld 


it be renoumed ome. In my ſelfe 1“ 


finds far mozeaſſurance, that my — 
| — 
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dꝛen beginne like pooze labourers, and 
ende as ryche Euperours , than to 
begyn as ryche emperours, and ende as 
pooꝛe ſquiers. Dooeſt not thou know 

hy Italy is now loſte? They woulde 
haue their childꝛen to be wantonly and 
delicately nouriſhed, and will not ſuffre 
theim to liue in trauayle, and to leaue 
their heires pooꝛe and nede, and theim 
ſelfe to ende in great perpll. This aun⸗ 
ſwere was ſo excellent in kame, that it 
was euer take foꝛ a pꝛouerbe in Rome. 
Whan this emperours doughters wer 
of two pere olde, incontinent he pꝛoui⸗ 
ded women and maiſtreſſes foꝛ to tea⸗ 
che theim. Sextus Cheronenſe ſaieth, 
that he ſearched amonge the aunciente 
matrones of Rome, whiche were clea⸗ 
neſt of life, moſt eſteemed of good fame 
ofnoblcneſſe of bloud, of ſadde witte, 
and that had ben moſt vſed in bzinging 
vp ol pꝛinces childꝛen. This emperour 
was lo thoughtful in the oꝛderynge and 
teachyng ol his childzen, that he would 
haue no woman, but if ſhe were ok. l. 
pere of age at the leaſte, and. x. pere a 
wydowe, and that ſhe had nouri a 
C. childzen,doughters of ſenatours. 
Amagiuyng, that the that had 2 
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in ſo many thinges of other mens, ſhul 
not be ignoꝛant in hir owne. After that 
he had pꝛouided theſe matiſtreſſes , he 
cauſed his douabters to be bzenght to 
their houſes, and theregane theim their 
charge. And frem the byꝛth of any of 
bis doughters,he weulde neuer conſent 
that they ſhoulde come into his palaps, 
tyll they ſhould haue huſbandes. It 
channced , that fauſtyne the Empzeſſe 
childed a doughter, and ſhe beyng ter⸗ 
tified , that it was lyke hir, and verpe 
fapꝛe, mcued with a ſoft heart of wo⸗ 
man head, and with a motherlp affecti⸗ 
on p2atcd the emperour, that the ſayde 
childe might bee nouriiſhed in hir pꝛe⸗ 
fence, ſith every man ſaide, the childg 
was ſo fayze and ſo like vnto theim. 
The emperour atinſwercd and ſapde. 
Fauſtin, foꝛ thoſe thinges that all other 
haue ſaied to pou, deoth it beſeme you, 
to demand this of me? But I that haue 
red in this caſe, and in other caſes haut 
ſeene, in no maner Fought to condif- 
tende therto, Doo peu not know, that 
the tyme, that the doughter is nouryſ⸗ 
ſhed in the Houſe, the father is charged 
with thought, the mother with wan 


ton klatterpnges, enup in the way 
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boldneſſe in the doughter, and foly in 
the nourice. N would witte of pon, if 
tHe were nouriſhed in the houſe , what 
zokiteth it, if hir maiſtreſſe teache hir 
dneſle and honeſtee with hir woꝛdes: 
and we entice hir to lewdeneſſe, wyth 
our wozkes and deedes 2 what pꝛofi⸗ 
teth it, if the doughter deſerue chaſtiſe⸗ 
ment,and the mother flatterand maks 
hir wanton 2 Moꝛe reaſon it were, that 
— dvughter ſhoulde folo w the good 
oynges ol pou, that are hir mother, 
than the woꝛdes of the ſtrange widow, 
that is hir maiſters. Marke well Fau⸗ 
ſtyne, if ye ought to reiopſe at hir chil⸗ 
diſſhe toies . Kemembze that the plea⸗ 
ſure of yonge childꝛen is but childes 
kriftes, But if vou nouriſhed them not 
wel, as the pleaſures wer ioyful whan 
they were ponge, ſo whan thei be old, to 
refrapne them, ſhal be greater diſplea⸗ 
ſure. Therkoꝛe, it pou be vertuous, with 
dꝛa we their iapyng triftes,as now foz 
theim that ſhall be vertuous. J wyll 
tell you one thyng, J would rather my 
doughters in myne abſence, ſhould be 
diſciples tu vertues, tha to be maiſtreſ⸗ 
les in lewdeneſſe in mypꝛeſence.

And as in mariages all the error is to 
couet goodes that be in the purſe , and 
not to examyne the perſonne that is 
bought to the houſe , De regardpnge 
this , married not his doughters to 
ſtraunge kynges, but to natural bozne 
Senatonrs: not to ſuche as diſcended 
from high lynnage, as were the Scipi⸗ 
ons, Fabꝛicians, and To2quates : but 
do ſuche that with their vertues reyſed 
newly good lynnages; Noz he —_—

them not to ſuche as were pꝛeſumptu⸗ 
dus ot the pꝛowes and deedes of theyz 
p2edeceſſours, but to them that reſplen⸗ 
diſſhed by the deedes of their owne per⸗ 
ſons. Noz of trouthe he choſe none that 
were veryriche,but ſuche as were ver⸗ 
tuouſe:noꝛ ſuche as were ſoone moued, 
but ſuche as were quiete: not the hygh 
mynded: but the moderate, that were 
no boſters, but ſhamefaſt: no bablers, 
but (mall ſpeakers; no quarellers, but 
ſufferers: not to pꝛeſumptuous, but 
them that wer meeke: not to haſty men 
but theim that were paciente : not 
theim that were eſteemed amonge the 
commons, but theym that delerued 
laude amonge wyſc men. In thys mas 
ner he truſted no perſon, foz he maricd 
not his doughters to ſuch as wer pꝛap⸗ 
ſed a karre ot᷑: but to them thot oflongs 
tyme had hen pꝛoued nere hande. In 
good faith herein his reaſon was good. 

oꝛ in the thyng that toucheth a mans 
onoure, he that is wyſe ought not to 
truſt in the only infoꝛmacion of ſtraun⸗ 
gers. No! he is not wiſe, that is ſo har⸗ 
dy to do al thinges by his owne ſeming 
and opinion. And he is but a ſimple per- 

ſon, that wyil dove all thynge a * — 
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opinion of ſtraungers . And in theſe 
poyntes the emperour Marcus hadde a 
ood reſpecte to kepe theim: In wal⸗ 
png good reſt, In ſpeakyng great elo⸗ 
quence, in eatynge good temperaunce: 
In aunſwering great ſubtilitee, In his 
ſentences and determinatiõs great gras 
uitee. And therekoꝛe in this taſe of ma⸗ 
riage he was ful of grauitee, till he was 
therein determined . And this onelp 
tame not ot him but ok other, whan thei 
tame to pꝛap him. It befell that in a 
fealte of the god Janus, the Emperour 
prong to the campe of Mars, vpon a 
oꝛſe fierſe and flingpng. he met 
ſo rudelp with a trupettour, that cours 
ſed as a knyght vpon a hoꝛſe, that with 
the ſtroke of metpnge, the trumpettour 
was ouerthꝛo wen with his hoꝛſe fo that 
was ſlapne, and the emperours hoꝛſe 
gge bꝛoken, and his owne feste hurt, 

and his arme out of ioynt, So greatl 
encreaſed his hurt, that he was in peril, 
Italy in heaupneſſe,and all Rome was 

in doubt of his lyfe. 

And bicauſe a ewe dates afoze that he 
had cõmunicacion ot a mariage foꝛ his 


thirde doughter named Matrina, foz 
thedeterminacion that be ſhoulde bans

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made the ſame date, greate ſuſte was 
made to him. But foꝛ the great peine 
of his arme, and the bloudde that was 
congeled in his body, and the anguyſhe 
that was at his hearte, as fo the de- 
maunde that was offered him, he dif;

The ſacred pꝛieſtes flamines dlales, 
would haue bꝛought thither theſe min⸗ 
{trelles iugglers and ieſters, foz to re⸗ 
toyſe the feaſte, and contrary wyſe the 
holy nunnes veſtales would haue done 
the lame, ſo that variance fell betwene 
theym, ſome with fozce, and ſome with 
reſtſtence, and ſome rannc thither in fa- 


uourynge of bothe parties, and not a 


few, to departethem. The cruell and 
great noyſeofflaughter amonge them, 
was ſuche, that it tourned the feaſte to 
weepynges, the pleaſures into ſoꝛowes 
and their ſonges into waylynges. 
This good emperour laboured to peace 
this furie of the people, and to ſet peace 
amonge the neighbours of Rome. 
Whan all was doen, he made curtouſe 
diligence to ſearche out all the platers, 
ſugters , and ieſtours oł Nome, and in 
al the circuite of Jtaly,that thei, might 
bee chaſtiſed , and Rome delyuered of 
theim. And fo: example of al the wozld, 
be (ent theim to the gate ol Boſtie, and 
tommaunded to ſette theim in Galies, 
and to baniſſhe K 
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-plesof Heliſpont : whiche was accoin- 


liſhed , as the emperour commauns 
ed. And kro that date was neuer ſcene 


at Rome, iuggler oꝛ geſter, as longe as 


the emperour liued. But it paſſed not 
two peres after his death, but they re⸗ 
tourned, whan his ſonne had the rule. 
And except the bones do lie, there was 
in Rome greatter noumbze of faole 
than of wple men, |

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chat be good, as the vice and diſhoneſty 
ok euill kolkes, is in euill thynges, 

what greatter cozrupcion in this wozld 
mate bee, than a vertuous perſone, foꝛ 
one wozke of vertue, can not fynd one to 
helpe hym to wozke it, and whan he a- 
lone hath wꝛought it, there commeth 
tenne thouſand to gaineſaie hym 2 The 
greteſt goodnes of all goodnes is whan 
tyꝛannies are put vader by vertues ac- 
quired : o2 tofynde remedy agaynſt at⸗ 
cuſtomed vyces, with good inclynacy- 
ons. And the greatteſt cuill of allenyls, 
is whan a perſone foꝛgetteth that he is 
à man, puttynge reaſon vnder foote, 
ſtraining his hande againſt vertue, and 
leatteth vyce rule the bꝛydel. This em⸗ 
-perour Mar. Aurel. ſuſteined in his lyte 
great gloꝛp, in the eſchew inge the villa⸗ 
ny of vyllapnes:no lefſe meryted he im⸗ 
mo2tal memoꝛv, in ſuſfering dyuers di⸗ 
ſhoneſties in the execucion of his ver⸗ 
ties, An vnkallible rule it is, amonge 
the childꝛen of vanitee, to child the vi⸗ 
ces of theim that be viciouſe. Ind the 
vertues wel incoꝛpoꝛate, nourifhe ma⸗ 
ny enuious. They that be ill, bene al- 
wates double ill, bytauſe they beare 
armour defenſiuc, to defend — 
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puels: and armes offenſfue , to aſlaple 
the — maners of other. The trouthe 
is, i good men be diligent to ſeke orher 
that be good, nolefſe ought they koꝛ to 
hide them from them that be pll: foꝛ a 
good man with one finger, hath power 
duer all them that be vertuous , but fox 
to withſtande one yll perſon, he hath 


neede of handes feete and freendes. 


And though koꝛtune be yll to good ment, 
their owne pꝛopꝛe kame ſhalbe ſpent as 
of ſtraungiers. This good Emperour 
was ſtrong in vertue, meke in woꝛdes, 
attemperate in his ererciſes , homely 
with euery man, ſad among ſad men, 
haſti among haſty men, merp with mes 
ry men, and wiſe among wyſe men, as 
{t is couenable foꝛ a curtious Pꝛince to 
be. And whan theſe are appꝛoued in the 
lame of good menne, by cleare vnder⸗ 
ſtandyng. as well ſhal they be tondem⸗ 
ned by theym that haue yll intencions. 
Than as the coles can not be in the em⸗ 
bes withoute ſparkes, no2 coꝛruptton 
of the carion without ſtenche, no moꝛe 
ran he that hath a hole and clere hearte 


be, without enkoꝛcyng him to vtter lo⸗ 


uynge woꝛdes: Ind he that hath an vll 
heart, alwaies oucrcometh other with 
| Du Wwoz- 
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woꝛdes of malice. Foꝛ it is certein , fo2 
a ſmall ſeaſon the louer mate abſteigne 
his loue: and pet leſſe time the payne ol 
him, that is payned with loue hidde. 

The ſoꝛowfull lighes, ſhewe the hurte 
of the herte, and the malicious weoꝛdes 
diſcouer the pll ot the harte. We haue 
ſaied all this, becauſe that the bountce 
ok this good E mperour Marcus Aure⸗ 
lius, ſet all his ioy and gladnes in them 
that wer good, and be wailed them that 
wer pll. And as in ſemblable thynges 
the wooꝛthy men ſhew their wozthy- 
neſſe, and wiſemen their wildome, be⸗ 


png vertiicus in woꝛkpng, and wiſe in 
U 


knowlageyng, were verp wile in diſſi⸗ 

muling. One cf the vertues, that a wiſe 
man ought to haue ( wherin he (hall be 
kno wen as wyſe) is that he can ſuffre 
well. Foꝛ a man that can ſufire well, 
was neuer but wile and wel manered, 
and there with to ſuffre the vertue of pil 
buſinc ſſe, is a thynge reatonable , of all 
reaſonable beaſtes, and of them that be 
good, very good. and by contrary wle, 
the man that can not wel ſuffre, though 
it be in very iuſt tbinges, hopeth not to 
bc well treated. Andlikewyſe as this 
Emperour Marcus in all bertnes e 

en 
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beeneegall with all che Emperours of 
Nome, that haue beene , in this vertue 
of ſufferaunce, he hath ſurmounted all 
them of the woꝛlde. He was woonte to 
ſay many tymes, F haue not atteigned 
to the Emppꝛe, by the ſciences that J 
haue learned of the philoſophiers, but 
by the pacience, that J haue had with 
them that wer kroward and not lerned. 
And this ſeemeth to be true, foꝛ oftenti⸗ 
mes this emperour:beyng with the Se⸗ 
nate at Colliſee, oꝛ the Senate with him 
in the highe Capitoll, he ſceyng in hys 
pꝛeſente diuers that pꝛeiſed him, and o⸗ 


ther, that in his abſence among the peo⸗ 


le blamed him, and rebuked him, 
1s attemperance per was ſogreat, 
and ſhewed himleifc ſo iuſt with 
one and other, that neither his 
kreendes, that agreeth with 
him, were ſozow7 all, ns; 
his ennemies, foꝛ any 
diſfauour , mente 
away complay- 
nynge and 
angrie.

+ 2F.cient Komapns had 
| 7 2 inucnted was one of 
the god Janus, kept 
W— e the Iprit dape of the 
„ vere, which as now 
Als the fir{ day of Ja⸗ 
nfuer:De was peincted with two face. 
to ſhewe, that it was the laſt day ol the 
pere paſſed, and the beginnynge of the 
newe pere. To this God, was dedicate 
a ſumptuous temple in Keme : whiche 
temple Numa Pompilius, called it the 
temple of peace. And excepte the tem⸗ 
ple of Jupiter, it was hoiden in moſte 
reuerente of all other. Whan the Ro/ 
main emperour went oꝛ came to Nome 
to viſite the highe Capitoll, and the ve⸗ 
ſtall virgins, fooꝛ thwith they went fo 
p2ay, woꝛſhip, and to offer at the tem⸗ 
yle of Janus. The daye ok cclebzacton 
pi the ſapde fealte, all Rome wn 
a 


5\ feaſtes, that the an⸗ 
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and put on theim the beſfeclothes tha 
thei hadde, bzennyng great lightes in 
uerp houſe, and made many plates of 
enterludes, of geſtes and iuglyng, and 
watched all night in the temples, and 
deliuered all the pꝛyſoners that were in 
pꝛiſon foz det, and paled the debtes with 
the common treaſure. They had tables 
with meate bekoꝛe their dooꝛes, in ſuch 
aboundaunce, that moꝛe was left than 
eaten, wher with all the pooꝛe folkes in 
Nome were releued. TheKomaines 
thought, that what ſo euer they ſpente 
that daie, that the god Jano (whiche 
— oftymes) wold reward theim 
double. The Romaines ſaied, that this 
god Janus was not vnkinde noꝛ no ni⸗ 
garde, foz yf they ſpente a lyttell, he 
wolde recompence theim with a greate 
deale. At this feaſt was made great 

zoceſſions,cuery ſoꝛt ot people by them 
elfe, the ſenate went a parte, the pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes a parte. The Cenſoꝛes aparte, the 
Plebeines aparte, The matrones and 
vounge maides by theim ſelfe, and the 
ambaſadours went in p2oceſſion with 
all the captines and pꝛiſoners. Thus 
they went euer two and two: the ende 
dl one companp, was or begynnyng — 
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an other, And thus out of the temple- 
Janus, they wente about all the tems. 


les of Nome, and ſo out of Pozte la⸗ 
tine, into the fieldes, and rouude about 
the walles of Nome. And bycauſe the 
circuite of Kome was great, the pꝛoteſ⸗ 
ſions went but from one gate to an o⸗ 
ther, ſo that towarde night, all the pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſions of Rome had gone cuerych one 
in their company about : and that done 
thei retourned all into the temple , that 
theycame out of, and there offered eche 
one as they might. And in the ſayde pꝛo⸗ 
teſſions it was of cuſtome, that the em- 
—.— wente accompanied with the 
natonrs: But this good emperour 
was ſo familiar, that he would honour 
and accompany euery man. It was ac⸗ 
cuſtomed in Rome, that the ſayde daie 
the emperour ſhoulde were on his robe, 
and mantell imperiall. And all pzyſo- 
ners and captiues that might touche 
him with their hande, were deliuered, 
and al treſpaſſours were pardoned, and 
banyched kolke were foꝛgeuen, and cal- 
led againe. And thts emperour to vis 
his clemency, and to leaue after hym 
perpetuall memoꝛie, left the pꝛoteſſion 
of ſenatours, and without anp = 
12 en 
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went the p2oceſſion with pꝛiſoners and 
taptiues. The whiche doyng was oc⸗ 
taſion to leaue behinde him perpetuall 
memozy of him ſelfe, and great eraum- 
ple ol clemencie and lowlypneſſeto the 
pꝛinces foꝛ to come. Dowe be it there 
is nothynge ſo well doone of theim that 
be good, but foꝛth with it ſhall bee con⸗ 
traryed of theim that bee ill: And ther⸗ 
foꝛe this example was ſo much diſpꝛai⸗ 
ſed of theim that were yll, as pꝛayſed 
and allowed of theim that were good, 
And in lykewyſe as amonge theim that 
be good, there is one noted to bee pure 
good, ſo amonge thepm that be ill, there 
is one noted to bee right pll. And that 
woꝛſe is, that the vertuouſe perſon eſte⸗ 
meth not the glozp of his vertue ſo gret, 
as the malicious perſon by his malice 
is ſhamed, This is ſaied, bicauſe there 
was a ſenatour in the ſenate, named 
Fuluius, which was as blacke by his 
malyce, as whyte by his heares. De 
laboured ſoꝛe in the dates of Adzian to 
haue bene emperour, and had Marcus 
alwaies as competitour. And as it is 
'anaturall thyng to theim that haue pll 
heartes, to ſhew their malice in ſmall 
thynges, ſo thisemperour dyd neuer — 

goo 


qood thyngeopenly. but this Fuluf 
nge openly, but this Fuluius 
woulde grudge thereat ſecretely. And 
though this Emperour was greattely 
pꝛailed foꝛ the delyueryng of pꝛyſoners, 
pet the ſaied Senatour coulde not haue 
the pꝛudente to ſuffre it, and ſo parte 
in mockery, and parte in erneſt, he ſaid 
theſe woꝛdes to the emperour in the ſe⸗ 
nate: Why geueſt thou thy ſelle to all 
men ? 


C How Marcustheernpcrour 
aunſwered aſenatour in 
the ſenate. Lap. xvii. 


=== He emperour Marcus au 
>? reliushering what the ſe⸗ 
natour had ſaid to him, in 

the pꝛeſente of the ſena- 

| tors, that is to wit, wher- 
cine he gaue him to al me, 
e anſwered, Freende, J geue me to all 
men, becauſe al men geue theim to me, 
t are glad of me. Beleue me, that ouer 
great rigour in a pꝛince cauſeth hatred 
ofthe people. The goddes will not, noꝛ 
the lawes permit not, noꝛ the agrement 
ok the comon welth will not ſuffre, that 
pꝛintes be lozdes ouer many, and to ac- 
| company 
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company but with a a few. J haue red 
in bokes, and haue pꝛoued it by my ſelf, 
that the loue of ſubiectes, the luertie of 
the pꝛince, the dignitie of the Emppꝛe, 
and the honour of the Senate, doo con⸗ 
ſerue the pzince, not with rigour, but 
with gentle conuerſacton . The fiſſher 
goeth not to take dyuers fyſſhes of the 
riuer with one bapte: noꝛ the Mariner 
with one nette entreth into the ſea. J 

2ompyſe pou the depenelle of good wil⸗ 

es oughtto be wonne with the depe- 
noſſe of the hert, ſome with giftes,ſome 
with woꝛdes, ſome with pꝛomiſes, and 
ſome with fauoures. The inſaciate co⸗ 
uetous men are neuer content, noꝛ wil 
open their affection , but locke vp theyz 
treaſures . And ſuche as feructh foz 
loue, are leſſe contente with openyng 
of their treaſure, than lockyng vp theyꝛ 
willes . It is an olde pꝛouerbe of Pp⸗ 
thagoꝛas: Loue is payed with other 
loue. O how yll foꝛtune it is to a p2ince 
and how vnhappy it is to a common 
welth, whan the people ſerue not their 
Loꝛdes, but foz rewardes, and the loz⸗ 
des to kepe and maintein theim, but foꝛ 
they: ſeruice, With d iuers ſtoanes and 
one cyment, buildynge is reiſed, — ol 
: iuers 


MARCVS 
diuers men, and one loꝛde, is compoſed 
a common welth. And if Geometrie be⸗ 
evle me not, the moꝛter that iopgneth 
one ſtone with an other, ought not to be 
medled with ſande and ſlecked lyme by 
reaſon. Separate the ſtoanes, and the 
wall openeth, and let the ciment kaple, 
and the edifice kalleth. De that ts wile, 
map wel vnderſtand me.Louebetwene 
neighboures ſuffereth to bee mitigate 
with water: but it is requiſite, that the 
lone of the pꝛince and his people bee 
pure. Diners troubles, and at dpuers 
times, J haue ſeen among the common 
people of Rome in one day moued and 
appeaſed: but one diſcoꝛde reyſed be- 
twene the loꝛd and the common welth, 
vnto the death, is neuer accoꝛded. It is 
a difficile thing to make appoynctment 
of many with man, and moze difficle, 
to acco2d one with an other. But with⸗ 
out compariſon, moꝛe harder it is, to a⸗ 
poinct diuers with one, than one with 
diuers. And in this caſe J will not ſave 
the pꝛince, noꝛ leaue the people vncon⸗ 
demned. Fro whence (as pe thinke) co- 
meth it now a daies, that loꝛdes wyth 
annotance commaunde vniuſt thynges 
and in iuſt thinges the ſubiectes are — 
dbe⸗ 
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obediente 2 Now here me, and J ſhall 
teilyou . The pꝛince doyng a thyng in 
deede and not of right will conkounde 


the wyll ofcuerp man, and belecue his 
pwne vnderſtandynge , and dꝛawe of 


him ſelfe and all other his onelp wyll. 
Contrarpwyſe, the multitude of the 
people dilp2ayſpnge their lozdes vnder⸗ 
ſtandyng, do as they will, not as al wil 
but as euer man deſireth him lelfe. 
¶ Ok trouth it is a greuous thynge, al⸗ 
though it bee greately accuſtomed, to 
will, that all gounes ſhould be mete foꝛ 
one man, and that one mannes harneis 
ſhouid be mete to all men. Than what 
ſhall we doo, that our fathers haue left 
thus in the woꝛlde, and alſo wee holde 
that wee be their childzen, and that 
woꝛſe is, we leaue the lame to our hey⸗ 
res: O how many pꝛintes ot my pꝛede⸗ 
ceſours haue J red of, that haue beene 
loſt in ſhewyng them ſeik ouerſtrange, 
and beloued of none: J wyll tell you of 
ſome of them koꝛ exraumples, that J 
haue red in my bookes, to the entente 
that pꝛinces may ſee what they winne 
bi amiable conuerſacion,and What thet 
loſe by euermach ſtraungeneſſe. In the 
realme of Alliriens, greatter in 2 
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than the Caldeens, and leſſe in aduaun⸗ 
tage and antiquitie than the Alliriens: 
One maner fozme of kinges endured a- 
mong theim two hundzed and twentie 
peres, by reaſon they were of lowable 


conuerſacion. And a nother fourme and 


maner (as Homer ſaieth) laſted but. xl. 
peres,becauſe their kynges were of an 
yll condition. And the.ir.Epiphanesof 
the Egipciens was vnniibzed and put 
downe, becauſe there was a lawe, that 
eche one ſhould be bare legged in the te- 
ples vpon the holy dates. And this kyng 
ona day ridynge came bekoꝛe the Sod 
Apis, god ol the Egipciens, the whiche 
thyng was not ſuffered, fo2 beſide that 
he was put out of this realme, he was 
chaltiſcd. Alſo the. vi. Arfacidauell the 
inuincible kunge ok Parthes, not ene- 
ly was depꝛiued, but alſo baniſſhed out 
of his realme, becauſe he dined at a 
knightes b2ydale, and weulde not cate 
at the bꝛidale cf a tommuner. Pet alſo 
though the realme of Jtaly was ſcant, 
their heartes were greate: fo2 becauſe 
one of their Marranes, foz ſo were 
their kynges called, had ſhutte his ga- 
tes by nighte, foꝛ to ſleepe the ſuerlier, 
he was depziued or his realme: — 
_ ala 
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. la we was made, that no pꝛinte ſhould 


ſhette his gates night noꝛ daie: foꝛ they 
ſaied, they had made him kynge koꝛ to 
dzyueawate their ennemies, and not 
to be daintily nouriſſhed. Tarqupne 
the laſt kyng of the Romaines was vn⸗ 
kynde to his father in la we, diffamed 
his blood and kynrede, was a traytour 
to his countrei, cruel of his perſon, and 
aduoutrer with Lucrece : but foz all 
that he was not called vngentill, noz 
infamed, noꝛ traitour, noꝛ cruell, noꝛ 
aduoutrer, but he was named Tarquin 
the pꝛoude, bycauſe he was of ill con- 
dicions and complexions . And pet by 
the laweof good men, J ſweare to you, 
that yf the ſaide vnhappie Tarqupne 
had had good will in Rome, foꝛ the ad- 
uoutrie of Lucrete he had not be put out 
of his realme, foz as muche as other 
eatter and moꝛe greuous harmes had 
ene done befoꝛe his time, and alſo mu⸗ 
che woꝛſe ſithen by aged emperours in 
the empyꝛe, the whiche crymes by them 
commytted were ſuche, that the offence 
of this fraple yonge man was but ſmall 
in eſtimacion. Foz thvng certayne theſe 
pꝛinces holde, that if they geue diuers 
gecaſions foʒ their ill will, pet 1 
vng 
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wynge ſuffiſeth if he chew, that the hate Þ 


that he hath is foꝛ none ill will: but the 
hate that the ſubiect hath to the lozde, 
bytauſe he hath no power. 

¶ Julius £xſar, the laſt dictatour and 
fyzit emperour, becauſe he foꝛgat to bee 
a man among men, but thinking to be 
a god among gods, being a laudable tu⸗ 
ſtome, that the ſenate ſhould ſalute the 
emperour on theyꝛ knees, and the empe⸗ 


| 


rour to riſe curtetſly againſt theim: bi⸗ 


cauſe ofa pꝛeſumptuous mind, he wold 
not kepe theceremonye, he mcrited to 
leſe his life with. rrtit , ſtrokes of pen» 
knyues. And as J ſaye ot theſe ſo few 
a numbꝛe, J mate ſaie at many other. 

The phiſicions with a littell Nubarbe 
purge many humours of the body, and 
theemeprour with a little bencuolence 
taketh many greues fro the ſtomackes 
ok his ſubiectes. The people owe obe⸗ 
dience to the p2pnce, and to do his pers 
ſon great reuerente, and fulfil his com- 
maundementes, and the pꝛince oweth 
egal iuſtice to euery man, and meke ton⸗ 
uerſacion to all men. 1 
¶ Marcus Mortius ſaide diuers times 
in Rome: That the publike welthe is 
there perpetuall and withontany = 
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daine fall, where the pzynce fyndeth 
obedience, and all the people fyndeth 
loue with the pzynce . Foz of the loue 
of the loꝛd, bzedeth the good obedpence 
of the ſubiecte, and of the obedience 
the ſubiect, bꝛeedeth the good loue of 
the loꝛde. The emperour of Rome is 
like to af , that is in the myddes 
ol hir webbe. Foz if the ſayde cop webbs 
be touched with the — à nedell, 
koꝛthwith the ſpider feleth it. J means 
that all the wooꝛkes of the emperour n 
Rome ben ſtreight waie knowen in al 


the earth. J beleene that this date N 


haue ben indged of humain malice, fo3 
accompanipng the p2oceſſton of the cap⸗ 
tines, and that J (uffered them to tou⸗ 
che me, that they might enioy the pꝛy⸗ 
niledgeof lybertee. pelde and gene 
t graces to my goddes of mp good 
appe, becauſe they haue made me pi⸗ 
tifullfoz to deliuer pꝛiſoners, and not 
truell as a tyꝛaunte foꝛ to make thevm 
bonde that be free. The pꝛouerbe ſaieth: 
One ſnare mate take two byꝛdes: S0 
it hach bene this date, foz that benefyte 
rebounded onely to the miſerable p2y- 
ſoners, but the fauour, to all thefr na- 
flons, Inddoge ye 7 know; that by 
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the taking away of their pꝛons, J haue 
dzawen to me the heartes of all their 
realmes ⁊ tountreis: Finally it is moꝛe 
ſure ts a pꝛince to be ſerued with freher- 
tes, loue ot them that be at libertee, thã 
of ſubiectes conſtrained with feare.

Jt 
is reaſo now to ſhew, how this eperour 
by his gret pꝛudence compalled a diſpat- 
ched tie great and huge buſineſſes of the 
empire, the particularitees of his houl⸗ 
hold, the recreacion of his perſon, the ex⸗ 
ertiſe of his ſtudies, the infinite reaſo⸗ 
ning with one an other, with luch peyn 
takynge, 
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takyng,and in ſo ſhoꝛt time. De was ſo 
apte and wel aduiſed, that by him there 
was no time ill ſpent, noꝛ neuer fapled 
to diſpatche the buſineſſe of the A 
And becauſe the tyme is gloꝛious ot him 
that gloꝛiouſelp ſpendeth it, and the 
tyme is atcurſed, that to our dom 
and without pꝛokite to other pa 
leauynge vs ignoꝛant as bꝛute beaſtes: 
De departed the tyme by tymes, the oꝛ⸗ 
der whereof was thus . Seven hous 
res he llept in the night, and reſted one 
— in the dap: At diner and ſupper 

e waſted but only twohow2es : he de⸗ 
ted two howꝛes foz the mattiers of 
ie: Other two howꝛes foz the buiſp⸗ 

nes ot Europe and Affrike : and in con⸗ 
uerſacion of his houſe, and with hys 
wife and childꝛen ſeruauntes and fren- 
des that came to ſe him, he ſpent other 
two howꝛes: Ind foꝛ the outwarde by- 
ſynes, as to here the complayntes of 
them that were greeued. The ſuites ol 
poze men wanting iuſtice to widowes, 
the robberies and pickers, of mychers, 
and vacaboundes, he deputed an other 
houre. All the reſt of the day and night 
readyng of bookes,to wꝛite wozkes, to 
make meters, to ſtudy antiquities: to 

Ali pꝛac⸗ 
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pꝛactiſe with wile men, to dpſpute a- 
mong Philoſophiers, he paſſed thus oꝛ⸗ 
dinately in wynter: And in ſommer il 
cruell warres leatted him not, oz that 
he were troubled with greate and hey⸗ 
nous matters, he went euer to bedde at 
ix.ot the clocke, andawoke at. iiii. It 
was of cuſtome, that Emperours had 
euer lightes bꝛennyng in their chaum⸗ 
ber. And thcrfoze when he a woke , be- 
catſehe would not be pdle, he had euer 
a booke at his beddes hed, Ind thus in 
readyng he ſpent the reſt of the nyght, 
tyll it was day. De aroſe at.vi. of the 
clocke, and made him ready openly,not 
angrely, but merelie: he would demade 
ot theim that were pꝛeſente, how they 
had ſpent all the night time. And there 
he woulde reherſe what he had red that 
night. Whan he was readie, he woulde 
waſhe his handes with very well ſme 
lyng waters: foꝛ he was a greate louer 
of allſwete odours. De had a goed and 
a quicke ſmellynge. Than in the moꝛ⸗ 
nyng befozeeucry man, he would take 
(ii. oꝛ.iiii.moꝛſelles ot elettuarie of ſti⸗ 
cados, and two dꝛaughtes of Aqua vite. 
After that in ſommer he woulde gooe 
foozthwith a foote to the riuer ſide, ther 
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there paſſe the tyme the ſpace of fas 
howꝛes. And aſſooneas the heate came, 
he would go to the highe Capitoll to the 
Senate. That doen he wente to the col⸗ 


ledge, where as all the pꝛocurous and 


ambaſſadours of all ÞP2ouynces were, 
and there he wold be a great part of the 
dale, and heare enerp nacton by it ſelfe, 
accoꝛdyng to the tyme that was depu⸗ 
ted by oꝛder. And to warde the euenyng 
he would goe to the Temple of the vpz- 
gins Ueſtales. De eate but ones a date, 
and that was ſomewhat late, and than 
he wouldemake a good meale , + but of 
fewe meates. De had a cuſtome euery 
weeke in Rome, oꝛ other cities, where 
as he was, that two dates late in the e⸗ 
uenyng he would walke in the ſtreetes 
withoute his garde oz knightes, onely 
with. x. oꝛ xii. pages, to ſee tf any per⸗ 
ſon woulde ſpeake with him, oꝛ com⸗ 
layne ot any officer of his courte and 
ouſe, and this he cauſed to be demaun⸗ 
ded of other men. This good emperour 
woulde oftentimes ſay: A good p2ynce 
that wyll rule and gouerne well, r not 
to be a tyꝛaunt, ought to do thus: That 
is, that he be not couetous of tributes, 
no2 pꝛoude in his commaundementes;, 
iii Noz 
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noꝛ bnkind to ſeruites, noꝛ bolde in 

ä— — defe to here layntes. 
In kulkillynge hereof he ſhall haue the 
goddes in his handes, and the heartes 
of men ſhal be his. All the while that 
this Marke was emperour , he had ne⸗ 
ner poꝛter at his chambꝛe doꝛe, but if it 
were the two howꝛes that he was with 
Fauſtyne his wyfe. This good empe- 
rour had in his houſe a ſecret cloſet loc⸗ 
ked with a key that he bare hym ſelfe, 
and neuer truſted none other ther with 
to the houre ol his death. And than he 
commannded to deliuer it to Pompeta- 
no, a pꝛudent auncient baron that was 
maried to his boughter: In the whiche 
cloſed he had diuers bookes wꝛittẽ in al 
languages, as Sreke, Debzew, Latine 
and Caldee, and other antike hiſtoꝛies.

Foꝛ I ſhall die with the childe in my bc- 
dy. and moꝛe ouer I think in my mind, 
that pe haue lome other louer within 
pour ſtudy.

muche , and ſheweth to knowe but lyt⸗ 
tell: 3nd among the ſymple, he is moſt 
ſymple, that knoweth but Ipttle, and 
ſheweth hym ſelle to Rnowe muche, 

They that are — though they are 
demaunded , ſap nothyng: but ſymple 
folke will ſpeake ynough without afs 
kyng of any queſtion. This J ſaie Fau⸗ 
ſtine, becauſe thy wepeng bath ſohurt 
me: and thy vaine ſpeche ſo tourmented 
me, that I can not declare that J feele, 
no2 thou canſt not feele that that Jſay, 
Diuerſe aduertiſementes haue thei wt 
ten, that haue wꝛytten of mariage, vet 
haue they not wꝛytten, ho we many tra- 


uailes that one woman cauſeth hir hul⸗ 


bande to ſuffer in one daie. Ok a ſuretie, 

it is a ioptull thynge to reioyte in the 

childhode of childꝛen, but it is a ryght 

cruell thyng to ſuffre the impoꝛtunitees 

of their mothers. The childerne do now 

and then a thyng that turneth vs _ 
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re, but ye women do nothing but gene 
vs diſpleaſure, J ſhall agree with all 
marved men to pardon theyz chiidzens 
pleaſures, fo2 the annopaunce that the 
mothers geue to theim. One thynge I 
haueſeen, the which neuer begyled me, 
that the iuſte goddes do geue to the vn- 
iuſte men, that all che puels that they 
do in this wozld, ſhalbe remitted to the 


furtes of the other woꝛlde: But if they 


do commit anp ſinne fo2 the pleaſure of 
any woman, the goddes commaunde, 
that by the handes ot the ſame woman, 
we ſhall receiue payne in this woꝛlde, 
and not in the other. There is not ſo fi⸗ 
ers oꝛ perillous an enemp to a man, as 


is his wyfe. And though a man can not 


lyue with hir as a man. A neuer ſawe 
none ſo light, being with a vycious wo⸗ 
man, in doing vice, but that by the ſame 
woman at the laſte he receyued ſhame 
and chaſtiſement: Ot one thynge J am 
ſure, and J ſate it notbecauſe I] haue 
ſeneit,buterperimeted in my ſelfe, that 
though the huſband do al that his wyfe 
wyll, vet will ſhee doe nothing that hir 
huſbande wolde hauedone. Great crus 
eltee is among the Barbariens to holde 
their wines as ſclaues: And no leile 
madnelle 
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d sisit Kuen a f kepe them 
mavne tor Romains, to 
as ladies. Fleſſhe ought not to bee ſq 
Icane, that it abhozre :no2 ſo fatte that 
it clote the ſtomacke: but meane and en- 
terlarded, to the ende that it be ſauoꝛp: 
I ſaie that a wyſe man cannot geue ſo 
ſtrong a bꝛydel to his wyke, that ſhe wil 
obep as an hand mavden: noꝛ geue hir 
ſo littell of the bꝛydell, but ſhe willer⸗ 
alte hir ſelfe as maiſtreſle and ruler, 
Beholde Fauſtine howe ve women are 
ſo extreme in all headlong extremitees, 
that with a littellfanour pe wyll eralt, 
augment,and grow into great p2yde: : 
with a little diſfauour, ve recouer great 
hatred. There is no pertecte loue, Where 
is no egalitee betwene the louers. And 
as pe and other are vnperfyte,ſo is your 
loue vnperkite. J wot wel pe vndcrſtad 
me not. Therefo2e vnderſtand Fauſtine, 
that I ſaie moꝛe than pe wene. There 
is no woman, that with hir will wolde 
ſuſſre any greatter than hir ſelfe : noꝛ to 
be tontente to haue an other egall with 
hir. Foz though ſhe haue a . M. li. rent, 
pet ſhe hath. x. M. folies in hir heade. 
And that woꝛſe is, though it chaunte 
hir huſbande to die, and the leſe all hir 
rent, pet endech not hir foliſhnes. 1 
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ken to me, and I ſhall tell to you moꝛe. 
All women woulde ſpeake, and haue al 
other to be ſtill: they woulde gouerne, 
and be gouerned of none other. One 
thyng they deſy2e,thatis to ſee, and to 
be ſeene. And ſuche as be light in folos 
wyng their lightnes, they hold as their 
tectes and laues, and ſuche as be 
wyſe, and repꝛoue their appetites, they 
erſue as ennemies . In the annales 
ompeiens, I haue found a thyng woꝛ 
thy foz to be kno wen, and that is: w han 
Gnee Pompeie paſſed into the oziente 
on the mountaynes Kifees,he kounde a 
maner ok people, called Maſagetes, 
whiche had a la we, that euery inhabi⸗ 
taunt oꝛ dweller ſhould haue two ton⸗ 
nes, oꝛ fattes, becauſe there was lacke 
ol houſes in the ſayd mountaynes: In 
one was the houſbande, the ſonnes and 
men ſeruantes:and in the other the wife 

the doughters and mapdens. | 
¶ On the holpe dates they dyd eate to- 
gether, and ones in the weeke they lay 
together. Whan greate Pompep had 
ueſtioned the cauſe of their lyuynge in 
at maner , fo2 that he neuer ſaw noz 
knew a mozeertreme thynge in all the 
wozlde, One of them pm" * 
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eie beholde, the goddes haue ginen vs 

ut a ſhoꝛt life, foꝛ none of vs may lyue 
aboue. lr.yeare at the moſte, and thoſe 
peares we trauaile to liue in peace. 
And in hauyng our wiues with vs ſtill 
in tompanie, we ſhould line euer dy⸗ 
—— we should paſſe the nightes in 


caring their cõplaintes:and the daies 


in ſufferyng their bzawlinges and chi⸗ 
dynges. In kepynge theym this wiſe 
from vs a parte, they nouriſh their chil- 
dꝛen mo2epeaſtiblie,eſchewyng the noi⸗ 
ſes that ſleeth the fathers. 

CI tell thee Fauſtine, that though wee 
call the Maſagetes barbariens, in thys 
caſe they be wyſer than the Romapnes. 
One thyng J wil tel pou Fauſtine, and 


I p2ay you marke it well. If thebeaſt- 


ly moupnge of the fleſh enfozced not the 


will of man to doo his luſt, and that he 


world not deſre women, J doubt whe⸗ 
ther women woulde ſuffre it oꝛ lone it 
the leſle. Of trouthe if the Boddes had 
made this lone voluntarie, as it is na- 
turall, that is, as we would we might, 
and not as we wold and may not: with 
greate petne a man might be ſatiſficd,

enute not the liaynge goddes, noz the 
men that be dead, but foꝛ two thynges, 
and they been theſe: The goddes pus 
withoute feare of theim that be malici⸗ 
ous, and they that be dead are in peace 
without nede of women. The ayꝛe is ſo 
toꝛrupte, that it coꝛrupteth euery man 
with two peltilet plages ſo deadly, that 
the lleſh and the heart endeth. O Fau⸗ 
ſtine, is the loue of the fleſh ſo naturall 
that whan the fleſhe fleeth ſcoꝛnekullie, 
we ſhould leaue the true heart as cap⸗ 
tine?

matrones did offre their riche and faire 
iewelles in the capitoll; ther was gran⸗ 
ted vnto theim fpue maner of thynges 
in the Senate: The firſte, that at theyz 
deathes the oꝛatours ſhould pꝛeach, pu⸗ 
bliche, and ſhe w their good liuyng: The 
ſeconde, that they ſhould ſit in the tem⸗ 
ples, wher as befoze they were wont to 
ſtande : The thyꝛde, that they ſhoulde 
merefurred and lyned gounes, where 
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as befo2e they ware none but ſyngle: 

The fourt! , that in their diſeaſes they 
might dꝛinke wine, where as bekoꝛe on 
their liues they durſt dzinke none but 
water: The. v. that the Matrones of 
Rome great with childe, ſhould not bee 
refuſcd of any thyng that thep deſpꝛed. 
Theſe fiue thynges foꝛ certapne were 
iuſtly and wyllyngly graunted by the 
ſenate. And why this lawe that com- 


maundeth to denap nothynge to a wo⸗ 


man with child was made, J wpll tell 
thee the occaſion that moued the ſenate 
ſo to do, Fuluius Toꝛquate beyng coſull 
in the warre agaynſt the Uolſeos, the 
knightes of Mauritapne brought to 
Kome a wylde man, that had but one 
eye, that they had taken in huntyng in 
the deſertes of Egypt. And the matro⸗ 
nes of Nome were at this tyme as ſad 
and honeſt, as they be now bolde and 
light. So was the wyke of the ſayd Toꝛ⸗ 
quate, that was nigh the tyme of hy: 
delfueraunce, greate with childe , of 
trouth a woman ſo honeſt, that fo2 the 
ſobꝛe ſslitarines that ſhe kept in Rome 
ſhe had no leſſe gloꝛy than had hir hul⸗ 
bande in the warres fo2 his woꝛthines, 
the which was well pꝛoued. Foꝛ $9 
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rlili. pere that Toꝛquate hir houſbande 
was in Iſte a warre kare, the firſt time 
that he wẽt thither, ſhe was neuer (ene 
at the wyndowe lokyng out, and ſhes 
was not al onely regarded foz that, but 
in all the ſaide. xiiii. yeres neuer man 
thilde noꝛ man aboue the aege of. viii.

The intention of the fathers, whan they 
bzing their childꝛen to the court of pꝛin⸗ 
tes, is to put theim from dalyaunce ok 
their friendes, and banyſhe theim from 
the wantonneſſle of their mothers. And 
me ſemeth it is well done, foz the chil⸗ 
den from their pouth oughte to geue 
theym ſelfe to trauavle, whereby they 
ought to lyue and reſiſte the diſfausur 
and falles ot foꝛtune. Je are not come 
from pour countreis to learne the vices 
of Rome, but to learne many good may 
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ners that are in Name, and leane the yll 
maners of your Tandes. All that doe not 
this, and foꝛſake trauayle: geue then 
Felfe to very ydeineſſe. The miſerablg 
Rome hath moze nede oflaubourersfoz 
to labour, than of loꝛdes and habitan⸗ 
tes, Patriciens, that wil paſſe the tym 
in reſt and pleaſures. Iſweare to pou, 
that not foꝛ wearynge the armes with 
the craft ot weauynge, and the 

with — e boꝛdell houſes now 
à daies are fuller of ydell women, than 
the churches of good pꝛieſtes. And J 
ſweare agapne, that eaſilier mate bee 
founde , x . 99. pill women in Nome to 
ſerue in pleaſure of vices, than. x. . 
good men to ſerue in the churches, I 
pꝛate you, whoſleath the marchauntes 
in hye wates 2 Who diſpoileth watefa- 
tyng men and pilgrimes on the moun⸗ 
tains z who pyketh the lockes and bꝛe / 
keth honeſte mens dooꝛes and wyndo⸗ 
wes: who robbe by ſtrengthe the chur⸗ 
ches? but theſe lewtryng theues, why- 
che will not labour bp date , but diſpoſe 
them to rob by nyght. © Rome, what 
harmes tome to the fo2 one onely euyll: 
Who hath filled Jtalpe ſo fall ol loſte 
people, the palaisſofull of mo 
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fans, the mountaines ſo full of thenes, 
the tauernes ſs full of women, and eue⸗ 
ry plate ſo full of vacabundes ? but one, 
the canker of ydelneſle and ſlouth, whi⸗ 
che deſtroieth the good cuſtomes moꝛe 
than the windes and waters thine olde 
woꝛne walles. Beleue me one thynge, 
fo: I mote that I ſafe trouth therein , 
that the craft of weaupng , wherin all 
the naughtie vilantes are wouen and 
wꝛought, and the ſeede of all vnhappy 
vices, the ſlidpnge of all goodneſle, the 
kallyng of all theim that be euill , and 
the awakpnge and pꝛouokynge of all 
theſe, is but this foule vice of ſlouth 
and idelneſſe. And moꝛe quer J ſate , 
that there is no vyte amonge all vpces, 
that bꝛedeth ſo greatte a fyze, and caus 
ſeth ſa continuall a ſickeneſſe ofſleepe 
amonge aeged folke, and that putteth 
| — folke in ſo great peryll, and dooth 

muche domage to them that be eupll, 
asdoth ydelne lle. Who is it, that cau⸗ 
ſeth ſedicion amonge the people, and 
ſclaunder in Kealmes , but they that 
reſte and dooe nothynge: becauſe they 
woulde eate the foode gotten by ſweat 
of theim that labour? who is it, that 
lyndeth news innencions of A 
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andfozaine eractions, but pdell men; 
the whiche becauſe they will not wo:ke 
with their handes, finde p:ofpte with 
infinice exactions 2 who maketh dyſ- 
cencion betwene nepghbours but pdell 
folke : they deupde they? pll amonge 
their neighbours , becauſe they occy- 
pie not their fo:ces in good wozkes,noz 
refrapne thep2 tounges to clatter of o⸗ 
ther mens lyues : who imagpneth in 
theſe dales ſo many malices in Rome, 
the whiche was neuer harde of our fas 
chers, noꝛ redde in our bokes: but va⸗ 
cabundes , that neither applie no: ſette 
their wittes aboute nothpnge els, but 
thynke howe to endomage other The 
emperour ttzat coulde baniſhe all theſe 
dell perſons out of his empyꝛe, might 
well auaunt him ſclfe to haue opp: 

all the vyces of the woꝛlde. J woulde it 
pleaſed the immoꝛtall goddes, that of 
ſo many triumphes, that J haue hadde 
of ſtraungers, accupied in good exerti⸗ 
ſes, that I had ſcene one of the vacabun- 
des of Rome dꝛiuen out of all honſes , 
There was an auncient lawe, none 
mighte be taken and receined fo2 a cl- 
tiſen in Nome, but he were firſt exami⸗ 
ned by the Lenſoze . In the y_ 
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Cato Cenſoꝛius, whan any woulde be & 
citezen ol Rome, this erxaminacion was 
made ofhym : De was not demaun⸗ 
ded, of whens he was , noz what he 
was, noz whens he came, noꝛ wherfo2e 
he came, noz of what kinne oz auncient 
ſtocke he tams: but onely they tooke his 
bandes betwene theirs, and it they felte 
theim ſolte and (mothe , fozthwith as 
an pdell vacabunde man; they diſpat⸗ 
ched and ſente him awap: and if they 
found his handes harde and ful of harde 
knottes, by and by they admitted hym 
atitezen and dweller in Rome. Alſo 
whan any officers tooke anp yll doers, 
and put theim in pꝛiſon, that was tal⸗ 
led Marmotine, in ſtede of infozmact- 

or , Was thepz Ss, e 
had bene as a labourers handes, anda 
woꝛke man, though his crime were gre 
nous, pet his chaſtiſemente was miti⸗ 
ate, and moꝛe eaſie: and pk the vn⸗ 
Happp p2iſoner chaunced to haue pdell 
ndes, foz a lyttell faute, he ſhoulde 
haue ſharpe punichment. It hath ben 
an olde ſaipnge: De that hath good 
handes, muſt nedes haue good cuſtome.

tommpng in, renne to their bookes, $9 
whan Cato wente though the ſtreetes 
of Rome, enecy bodpe wente to they 
wooꝛke. O right happy daron,befoze 
whom the people feared moꝛe to bee ys 
dell, than to be pll befoꝛe any other. 
Than beholde pe at this houre, what 
koꝛce vertue hath, and how valiaunte 
a vertuous man is, ſeenge that all the 
woꝛld feared Rome onely, fo: hir wo# 
thynes in armes: and all Rome feared 
Cato, onelp foꝛ his bertues . The ad- 
uenturesof men are ſo diuors, and the 
ſuſpect foztane geueth ſo many oner- 
thwart turnes,that afcer that a greate 
ſpace ſhe hath geuen greate pleaſures, 
incontinent we are cyted to hir ſubtyll 
trauailes of repentaunte. O happie 
Cato Cenſoꝛine, who with ſuche as 
haue folowed his waies, are now ſure 
kro the abatementes of foꝛtune. Than 
he that will haue glozye in thisIyfe, 
and attapne glozie after death, ves 

ke 
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deloued of many , and feared of all: let 
m be vertuous in doyng of good woꝛ⸗ 
es, and detelue no man with vapne 
wozdes. l weare vnto vou by the law 
of a man of wozſhip , that it the goddes 
woulde accompliſhe my diſpꝛe, 3i had 
rather to be Cato with the vertuoas pa⸗ 
licies that he vſed in Rome, than to 
be Scipio, with the abundante ol blond 
that he ſhedde in Affricke : all wee 
know well that Scipio hadde a greate

Lo my 
freendes,theſe woꝛdes J haue ſaid, by⸗ 
cauſs pee maye ſee, that our pꝛedeteſ⸗ 
ſours, ſome in theyz owne landes, o⸗ 
ther in ſtraungs landes, ſome beynge 
onge, and ſome olde, in theyꝛ tymes 
ad gloꝛp in thepz perſones, foꝛ theim 
ſelle: and foz the wozlde to come haue

And 
Where as we are ſette in diuers pleaſu⸗ 
res by our vice, we fall hourely to dy⸗ 
ners myſeries, and are noted into oure 
cat? inkamv. Dy the whiche occas 
pon the tuft goddes koꝛ our vniuſt wot 
kes. geuvng iuſt ſentence,commaunde, 
that we liue with luſpection, die with 
chame, and to be hurted with foꝛgetful⸗ 
nes neuer to be had in memoꝛie. 
Than pon of m courts take good hede, 
and pꝛynte well mp wooꝛdes in pour 
myndes: foꝛ who ſo euer I ſee oꝛ finds 
dell from hens foꝛth, — 1 — 
ut ot my ſerupce . pe that be lea 
may wꝛite and rede, pe that be men of 
armes and knightes, exerciſe pon in 
feates of warre, ve that be officers,oc- 
cupte vou in your offices. And take 
this fo2 certapne, that if pe take not 
this foꝛ a warnyng and monicion, that 
N haue geuen pou bet wene pou and me 
the pnniſhementes, that I ſhall gens 
bnto pon, ſhall beopenly.

This was 
a tuſte laws: Foꝛ many tymes is made 
ſtedlaſt appoyntmentes bet wene great 
enemles, and not all only foz the auncf-

Than 
as all the people were withdza wen into 
their houſes about ſupper tyme , koꝛ it

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touered, he ſatte on a chariot with. lil.

ned together befoze , and two beares 
behynde: and it coulde not be determi⸗ 
ned, whereof the chakvotte was made 
but there was no difference in facy- 
on thercon , and other that were vſed 
commonlpe: In the nyddes of the 
ſaide charpotte was a caud2on lyke a 
table with two eares, wherin the lapde 
monſter was: and therefoze it was ſene 
but fro the gyꝛdelſtede bp warde. He 
went about in the citee fro gate to gate 
a long ſpate caſtyng out ſpercles of tyze, 
The feare was ſo greatte, that dyuers 
women with chylde were delpuered 
with great perpll, and other that were 
weake harted fell in a ſowne. Ind all 
the people greatte and ſmall, leCeand 
moꝛe, ranne to the temples of Juppter, 
Mars, and Phebus, makyng impeztu⸗ 
nate tries and clamours. And the ſame 
ſeaſons all the ſaied Pyꝛates were lod⸗ 
ged in the gouernours palapes named 
Solpn. De was ok the nacyon of Capue, 
and there was all the rychecſie. kept. 

And whan this monſter had bene auer 
all the citce with his charyot, than the 
lyons and beares bought hym 1 4 
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—— the Pyꝛates were, ant 
eynge verp nigh to the gates that wer 
faft cloſed, the monſtre cutte an eare of 
one ofthe Lyons , and with the bloudg 
therofhe w2ote theſe letters. N. A.. 
B. J. B. Theſe letters were a p2oofe to 
all theim of high ſpirite, to geue declay 
ration of them: and there were ms de⸗ 
claracions than there were letters. But 
finally a woman diuinereſſe, oꝛ contra 
rie, a ſoothſater, that was had in greate

Whiche all together is to ſay: Nender 
that perteigneth to other, if that pe wil 
in peace poſſeſſe your owne.Surelp the 
ppꝛates were ſoze afraped of that dread 
full ommaundement : and the woman 
was greatly pꝛapſed foꝛ hir high decla⸗ 
og mn fozthwith the ſame night 
the Monſter went into a high moun⸗ 
fapne called as than Janicta, and there 
by the ſpace of thꝛee dates was in the 
ſyght of all the citee: and in that ſeaſon 
the lions made great roʒing t howling, 
and the beares 4 monſter caſf out great

After the thꝛee dates paſ- 
ſed ſodenly appered acloud blacke and 
darke vpon the earthe, and it began to 
thunder and lighten, with a great erth⸗ 
quake, ſo that many houſes fell in the 
citee,and many of the dwellers and ti⸗ 
teſyns died. And than ſodeinlp there 
came a flame ot fyꝛe from the monſter,

Of the 
whiche temple themperour Zlexander 
hauing warre with them of the reaime 
made a ſtronge caftell, what

and not his ſonnes. The occaſion was, 
there was an ancient laudable cuſtome 
ſith Qnintus Cinſinnatus dictatour, 
that twoof the aunciet ſenatours —— 
ther ſhould go with the cenſoꝛe newlye 
treated, ⁊ the olde, in the month of De- 
tember, foꝛ to viſite all Rome: x they to 
tall euery Komapn a part alone, ſhe w⸗ 
yng him the. rii. tables of their lawes, 
t particuler decres ot the ſenate, demam 
ding or them, if they knew any neigh⸗ 
boar in their quarter, that had bzoken 
theſe la wes. And if they did, it ſhould be 
intoꝛmed to the ſenat. and there al fogi- 
ther to oꝛdayne —— 
| 
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to the dinerſtter of the fautes that they 
had committed. But the fautescom- 
mitted that pꝛeſent pere, they myght 
not chaſtice, but to aduertiſe them to az 
mend after warde. And all ſuche as wer 
ones warned, and in the next viſitacts 
on founde ſtyll vnamended, to be gre⸗ 
nouſly puniſſhed, and ſometime bant- 
thed. Theſe were the woꝛdes of the law 
in the. v. table and thirde capiter: It 
is oꝛdeigned by the holy Senate, by con⸗ 
ſent of bliſfull men, receyupng the aun⸗ 
cient colonies, that if men vepnge men 
in one yere do treſpas, the men as men 
foꝛ the ſaid pere ſhall diſſimule and foz- 
beare : but yf they that be yll as plldoss 
not amende,they that be good, as good 
tall chaſtiſe them. Alſo the ſayde lawe 
ſaieth, the firſt lautes are ſuffered, be⸗ 
cauſe they are committed with weaks 
ignoꝛaunte:but if they continue them, 

at they be chaſtyſed becauſe their yll 
commeth of ſiouth and malice, This in⸗ 
quiſicion was euer made in the mo⸗ 
neth of December , becauſe that ſcone 
after in the moneth of Jantuer the ol⸗ 
fices of Rome were denvded . And it 
was reaſon, that they ſhould know, to 
whom they ſhoulde gyue oz deny — 
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dignitees, to thentent that good chulde 
not be choſen in ſtede of pil, noꝛ the pl in 
ſtede of good. The particuler cauſe why 
they banyſſhed the man and his wyfe , 
with their doughter was this: Theſes 
conde empergur of Rome Auguſt oꝛdei⸗ 
ned, that none ſhoulde beſo hardy to pis 
at any doꝛes of ths temples: and Cali⸗ 

la the. iiii. emperour commannded , 

t no woman ſhuld geue any cedules 


- tohangeaboute the peoples necke, to 


heale thefeuer quartayne. And Cato 
tenſoꝛine made a la we, that no pounge 
man noꝛ pong maiden ſhulde ſpeake ta⸗ 
gether at the tonduites oꝛ welles, where 
they fetched water, noꝛ at the ryuer, 
wher they waſhed thevꝛ clothes, noꝛ at 
the onens, where they baked bꝛeade, by⸗ 
cauſe all the ponge people of Rome that 
were wpld and wanton, ran euer thp⸗ 
ther, So it befell, that as the cenſours 
and conſules viſited the quarter called 
mount Celio, there was a dweller na⸗ 
med Antigonus accuſed, that he was 
ſene pyllynge agaypnlt the temple wall 

of Mars: and his wife was accuſed, 

that ſhe had ſold cedulesfoz feuer quar⸗ 
taines: and likewyſe his doughter was 

accuſed, that ſhe was ſcene at he _ 

= unite 
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duſtſes,ryuers,and ouens, ſpeking and 
laughpng with yong men ol Kome, The 
whiche was a great ſhame to the mai⸗ 
dens of Nome. Than the tenſours ſeyng 
the pll o2der, that they had found in the 
houſe of the ſayd Anthigone by the rege- 
ſters, by due examinacion, beyng war- 
ned afo2e, they were bantſſhed into the 
plesof Cycill, foz as longe as it ſhoulde 
pleaſe the ſenate, And like as in edifi- 
ces, ſumptuouſe and of greatte eſty⸗ 
macton,one ſtone is not detayde 02 w2ts 
thed out without ſhakynge o2 mouyng 
of an other: euen lykewyſe is it in the 
chances of men, Foꝛ commonly one vn- 
happines chaunceth not, but an other 
foloweth, And J ſay this becauſe Anthi⸗ 
| — not _ his honoꝛ and welth, 

ut alſo he was banyſhed, and beſpdg 
thatbp the tremblyng of the earth his 
houſe fel do wne, and ſlew a welbeloued 
daughter ok his. And all the whple that 
this was doen at Rome, and that that 
befell of the monſter in Cicile , Marke 
themperour was in the warres againſt 
the Arrogons, and there he recepued a 
letter from Inthigone, wherin was re⸗ 
herſed his bamiſſhpng, wherol the Em⸗ 
perour had great compaſlion , _ 1 
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comfozthym, ſent hym an other letter.

This moꝛtalitee 
dured the ſpace of. if. yeres, and it was 
bniuerſall thzough out all Italy, to the 
great domage and feare of all the Kos 
maines : foz they thought the goddes 
wold haue deſtroied them, loꝛ ſome diſs 
pleſure that thei had done — them. 
Chere died ſo manp, as well of great e⸗ 
ſtate, as ryche and pooze, greatte and 
ſmall, vong and olde, that the wzyters 
had les trauail to wzite the ſmall num⸗ 
bꝛe ol them that were left a lyue, than 
en ee 
Apke as whan a grea pnge 
will fall, firſte there falleth ſome ſtone 2 
Jn lykewyſs the Komains neuer — 
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no gret peſtilence in their time, but firff 
thet were thꝛetned with ſome toke ſigne 
92 pꝛodigie fro heauen. Two pere be⸗ 
fo:e that Maniball entred into Italp, in 
an * whan the mether was clere 
and kapꝛe, lodeinly it rapned bludde and 
milke in Rome. Ind it was declared by 
a woman, that the blud betokened cru- 
ell warre, and the mylke a moztal pe- 
ftilence . Whan Scylla retourned from 
Lhampayn, to put Marius his enemie 
out of Ronie, his men of warre« knigh- 
tes ſawe in a night a fountain that ran 
blud, and who ſo euer was bathed ther⸗ 
in, ſemed to be poyſoned with venime, 
Ok the whiche pꝛodigie folowed, that 
ok. ii. C. and. l. M. dwellers in Rome, 
what with theim that dyed wyth the 
ſwerde, and other conſumed by peiti⸗ 
lence, were conſumed with Scilla, and 
of them that kled with Marius, ol the 
ſa ied gret multitude of Romapns, there 
abode alyue no mo but. xl. £9. perſones. 
Certainlp Rome neuer receiued ſo great 
domage tn. vi. C. peres befoze, as they 
didde by their owne pꝛopze people. 
All the tyꝛantes were neuer ſo cruell a⸗ 
avnft ſtrange landes, as the Romain 
ere than agaynſte their ore ; 
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landes. And this ſemeth to be true, be⸗ 
cauſe the ſame dave that Scilla paſſed 
thzough Nome with his — 2 — 
a tapitain ot᷑ his ſapd tua him: Spꝛ Scil⸗ 
la, it weſlea them that beare armour in 
the feeldes, and them that beare no ar⸗ 
mour in their houſes, with whom ſhall 
ws liue? I toniure thee by the hie God⸗ 
des, ſith we be bozne of women, lette vs 
not ſlea the women:and ſith we be men 
lette vs not ſlea the men. Thou thyn# 
keſt that in ſleayng all the Komapnes, 
to make a common welth of beaſtes of 
the mountaynes. Thou entreſt with a 
trie to defende the common wealth, and 
to put out the tirantes that deſtroy the 
common welth,and we do remayne ty⸗ 
rauntes our ſelues. To mine vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng, that capitapne merited as — 
gloꝛp fo the good woꝛdes that he Tpake, 
as Scilla did merite chaſtiſemente foz 
the crueitee that he did. This we haue 
ſaide, becauſe that ere ſuche domages 
dyd fall, there appered befoze certapne 
pꝛodigies and tokens, No leſſe token 
was ſhewedbefoze the moꝛtalitee that 
kell in the tyme of this good emperour, 
the which was a fearefull thyng. The 
cale was 1 
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was at the temple ol the virgins Uelta/ 
les, ſodaynly there entred in two hog⸗ 

8, and ranne about his fete, and there 
ell downe dead. And on an other day 
as he came from the high Capitoll, fo: 
to haue gone oute of the gate Salaris, 


he ſa we twoo kites ind 51 fogether | 


with their talantes: and downe 
dead at the emperours feete. And with- 
in a ſhoꝛt whyle oz ſeaſon after, as the 
ſayd emperour came fro Junrenge, his 
houndes rennyng at a wilde beaſte, as 
he = two greihoundes that he loued 
well, water to dꝛynke with his owne 
handes, ſodeinly they fell downe dead 
at his feete. Than he remembꝛyng the 
ſwyne, the kytes, and the grethoundes 
dead ſo ſodeinly, he was greatly dyſs 
maied, and aſſembled all his pꝛieſtes, 
magiciens, and diuines, demaunding 


what they ſaied to the pꝛodigies. Ind 


they by thoſe thynges paſſed, iudged the 
dede pꝛeſent, and determined, that with 
in two peres the goddes wold ſend gret 
and greuous punyſhmentes to Rome. 

Than within a ſho2te while after there 
begã a war againſt the jÞarthes, wher 
by there fell the yere after great famine 
and peſtilente among the ma 
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This peſtilence came with ſaozes vnder 
the arme pittes, ſo that all the Senate 


fledaway,and themperour alone abode 


fill in the capitoll. Than the ayꝛe began 
tobe ſo cozrupt, that thaugh he eſcaped 
the peſtilence , yet he was vered wpth 
hotte feuers. Wherfoze he was fapne 
to leue Rome, and wente into Cham⸗ 
payne: and finally in the citee of Nas 
ples he made his abode during the time 
that the peſtilence was in Nome. 


Chow Marcus aunſwcred his php- 
litians that would haue him leaue 
his ſtudie. Cap. xxix. 


De emperour beynge in the ſapde 

citee of Naples , where as other 

ſonght paſtyme to conſerue 1 
lines, this emperour occupied him ſei 
inhisbokes to augment ſcience.A man 
could do him no better ſeruice, than to 
ſcke to get him a new booke : not ſuche 
as was wꝛitten in his tyme, but ſuche 
as were foꝛgotten foꝛ age. This Em⸗ 
perour was not onelp a lauer cf olde 
and antike bookes, but alſo of auncient 
ſtoꝛies, and ſet very great ſtoꝛe by them 
And he thus beynge in the cites fycne 
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and verp yll at eaſe, there was bꝛought 


to him out oł a citie of Aſia called Þe- | 


lia by certapne Debꝛewes, a boke wzit- 
ten in hebzewe:and he tooke ſuch plea⸗ 
ſare in that booke , that ofte tymes he 


would leaue his meate and go to ſtudie: 


and foz all that he was in his hotte fe⸗ 
uer, he would not leaue to reade, fa all 
that his phiſictans warned hym, and 
his freendes pꝛaied him, and they that 
were aboute him, counſapled hym, and 
demaunded him, why he left to pꝛocure 
the health of his perſon in ſo muche rea⸗ 
dyng. De aunlwered : By the Goddes, 
that we honour J coniure pou, and foꝛ 
the kreendeſhip that is betwene vs, 
pꝛay vou let me alone. ve knowe well, 
that ſuche as are of a delicate bloudde, 
haue not ſo muche ſolicitude as the ru⸗ 
ſticall people, that haue harde ſinewes, 


and be of a moꝛe harder coplexion » Like 


maner thei ot clere vnderſtanding haue 
nede of other meditcines, and to bee hea⸗ 
led with other ſyꝛroppes than they of 
oſſe vnderſt andyng. This is the dil⸗ 
ference that J haue oi ei ther of theym, 
The ydeotte kepeth diet from bookes, 
and reſteih on his meate, and the wyſe 
manne abhozreth meate, and * 


mo. ach wa ack b ws as 2a _ co wy rd<oc e nere. 
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vm to hys bookes: It they knew that 
now not, what thynge knowlage is, 
Iſweare to pou thep ſhoulde ſee what 
auayleth moze the littell knowlage that 
à wiſe man hath, than the great ryches 
ol che ryche man. Foz the myſerable 
riche perſon, the moꝛe that he encreaſith 
in rycheſſe, the moꝛe he dympniſheth in 
friendes, and groweth in ennemies to 
his domage. And he that is wittie, the 
wyfer that he is, the better he is belo⸗ 
ued ol theim that be good, and fcared of 
theim that be pll foꝛ his pzofpte . One of 
the —— » wherein J holde my ſelle 
molt bounde to the gaddes is this, that 
they haue cauſed me to compaſſe the 
tyme as ] haue done, the whiche is not 
a lyttell gyftfoz a man to lyue in thys 
woꝛlde. I ſaie it is, bycauſe J haug 
= great compaſſion of the pooꝛe, that 
verate pooze, of wydowes, of theim 
that be ſozowfull and vnhappie,and of 
Oꝛpheiins. But without compas 
riſon haue hadde greatteſt compaſſts 
on of thepm that lacke knowlage. | 
Foꝛ the goddes makyng men ignoꝛant 
by naturalitee, might haue made theym 
goddes by cunnyng and knowlage: and 
as ſlouthfal men dre tamed and meds 
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leſſethanmen, by their negligence, fe 


certainly bleſſed is he, that is notcon- 
tent to be a man, but if he pꝛocure to bes 
moꝛe than a man, by his vertue. And 
curſed is that man, that knowech not 
to be a man, but maketh him ſelfe leſſe 
22 vice. By the 
ment of all philoſophiers, there is 


one, that is the fyꝛſte cauſe: whiche is

ſhoone: h(sfleaſhe to bee eaten, and his 
firength ts labour: and a pooꝛe ſimple 
ſeep doeth pꝛokpte, his flece and woll 
to make clothe , and his mylke to make 
cheſe. But what pzofitetha folpſh ideot 
man:? Nothpng, but cffendeth the god⸗ 
des, ſclaundereth innocentes, cateth the 
b:ead ot other, and is chiefe head of va⸗ 
tabsundes.

aboue all other. Foꝛ tertaynly the grea⸗ 
teſt infamy is, to ſe a man moſt mighty 
and moſt riche aboue al other, and than 
tobeknowen an fdeot,+ leſie ofknow- 
lage than other. Al defautes in a gouer⸗ 
nour may be boꝛne ſaue tgnozaunce:fo; 
. in a pꝛince, is a ſtroke ofpe- 
ilence: and it ſlecth diners, and infe- 
cteth all perſones, and vnpeopleth the 
realme, chaſeth a way freendes, and ge⸗ 
ueth hart to enmies of ſtrange naciens 
that wer in dꝛed, and finally domageth 
his perſon, and ſclaundꝛeth euery one. 
Whan Camille triumphed cuer the 
enchemen, the day of his — 
wꝛote theſe woꝛdes in the Capitoll: O 
rome, thou haſte beene mother of all 
ple men, and ſtepdame to all fooles. 
C Theſe were wo: thy wooꝛdes of ſuche 
a loꝛde. and but if my remembzaunce 
begyle me, certaynly Rome was moze 
renoumed foꝛ wyſe perſons, that cams 
thyther, than fo2 the feates of warre 


that wereſentfrom thens, Our nals 


Serre 
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tient Komapnes were moze feared, foꝛ 
their wiſvome and knowlage, than foz 
theyꝛ conqueſtes. All the earth feared 
theim moꝛe, that tourned leaues of bo- 
kes in Rome, than them, that were ar⸗ 
med with armure. Foꝛ that cauſe Nome 
was neuer van quiſched: and though 
their armies were deuided and bꝛoken 
pet they neuer lacked wiſe men. can 
not ſaie it without teares, Rome is kal⸗ 
len from the moſt height ok hir eſtate, 
not fo; fante of money and armes, foz 
tofyght with all, but koꝛ lacke of wyſe 
men, and vertuons fo2 to gouerne. Our 
fo;efathers wan like men, and we leſe 
lyke fimple childꝛen. All thynges that 
are diſtred of men: they atteigne by tra⸗ 
uaple, ſuſteine with thought, and de⸗ 


parte fro, with great annopaunce. And 


the reaſon is this: There is nothyng ſo 


| good, noz ſo well beloued, but the courſe 


* 


of time , cauſeth vs to leaue it, and to 
dilpꝛapſe and abhoꝛre it, oꝛ to be weary 
therof. This is the vayn vanitee of the 
woꝛld, and loft time loft : foz with their 
pong deſires, they do rekrayne their des 

res. They would oftentimes atteigne 
a thing, and after they ſtudie how to go 
therkro agapne. And pet to ſhew furs 
: Niit ther 
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ther they: lightnelle, that that coſt mu⸗ 
che, thep — a littell pꝛice. That 
that they loue at one time, they hate at 
another:and that that they with great 
ſcudie and labour haue atteigned, with 
great fury they foꝛgo. Ind me thinketh 
this is the oꝛdinante of the goddis, that 
be that loueth ſhall haue an ende: and 
it that is beloned, ſhal take an end: and 
the tyme that we are in, ſhal end. Chan 
it is reaſon, that the loue, wher with we 
doo loue, ſhall ende in likewiſe , Thus 
our appetite is ſo dichoneſt, that in ſe 

ng we deſpꝛe it, # in deſiryng we pꝛo⸗ 
ture it, and in pzocuring we — 
and in the atteyning we abhszre it, and 
in the abhoꝛyng, we leaue it: and than 
foo2thwith agapn, we pꝛoture an other 
thyng, and that new pꝛocuring, we ab⸗ 
hozre agapne: in ſuche wiſe, that whan 
we heginne to loue a thyng, than we 
fall agayn to hate it, and in the falling 
ta hate it, we n 1 lous an 
other thyng, So thus nally , our lyfe 
doeth end, erre our conetiſe doeth leaue 
bg. It is not thus of wyſedome and 


knowlage, the which, if it ones enter 
into a mannes heart, it cauſethhym ts 


fozget the trauayle that he tooks in the | 
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atteignynge thereof. Foꝛ he taketh the 
gane paſte as good: and enioyeth with 
rightfall toye,the tyme pꝛeſent, and ha⸗ 
teth idelnes. Noꝛ he is not content with 
that he knoweth, but infoꝛceth his aps 
petite, to knowe moꝛe, louyng that o⸗ 
ther leaueth: and leauynge that other 
loueth. Fynally, he that is perkightlie 
wiſe, ſpoꝛteth in this woꝛlde with tra⸗ 
uaple, and in trauaplynge in bookes, is 
his reſt. We haue not to ſaie at᷑ all thin⸗ 
ges, but of that we feele of theim. Foz 
it is an other maner to ſpeake by ſimili⸗ 
tude of a ſtraunger, and of our 6wner- 
perience. Ind in this caſe I ſaie, that 
though we hope of no rewarde ol the 
goddis, no honour among men, noꝛ me 
moꝛie of the woꝛlde ts come: pet am 
right glad, to de alonelp a philoſopher, 
to ſee ho we gloziouflp the philoſophers 
haue paſſed their tyme. I demaund one 
theng, whan myne vnderſtandyng is 
dulled in that haue to dooe, and whan 
my memo2p is troubled, in that Jhaue 
todetermyne, and whan mp bodpe is 
compaſſed with dolours, and whan my 
heart is charged with thoughtes, and 
whan J am without knowlage, and 
whan J am ſet about with perils; wher 
N till can 
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tan I be better accompanied than with 
wiſe men, oꝛ els redyng among bokes ? 
In bokes I fynde wiſedome, wherbp A 
mate lerne: alſo there Nynde wozthp- 
neſſe, whiche J mate: ce: J fynde 
there pzudence, to tou me: I fpnde 
ſuche as be ſozowfull, with who J may 
wepe. linde them there that be merie, 
with whom I may laugh: Ffinde there 
ſpmple kolke, at whom J may ſpozt :I 
nd that is nought, which J mat leaue: 
And finallie in bookes I finde, howe in 
— N ought to behaue me: and 
w in aduerſitee Jought to guide me. 
O howe happie is that man, that hath 
wel red: and pet moꝛe happi is he, that 
though he knoweth muche, pet ſtayeth 
vpon counſaple . And if this be true 
nerally, than muche moze it is neceſſa- 
rie, that he keepe the true wate , which 
ouerneth all other. It is a rule infal- 
ible, that a pꝛynce beinge wiſe, can ne⸗ 
uer be ſymplie good, but very good: and 
the pꝛinte that is ignoꝛant, can not be 
ſymplie pll . but verie pll. a pꝛynte, that 
is not well foꝛtunate, his wiſdom may 


greatlyercuſehim to his — > his | 
oztune. 


misfoztune geuen to hym by 
Whan a pꝛinte is gretly beloued — 
* 1 g 
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commontte, and is vertuous of his per⸗ 
ſon, than euery man ſaith,ifhe haue not 
good foztunc:although our pꝛynce wat 
koꝛtune vet his woozthy vertues 
aplenot: ano -ough he be not happie 
in his intentes, pet at the leaſt he ſhes 
weth his wildome in the meane ſeaſon. 
And though foztune denie at one 
howze.,vet at an other tyme,the agreeth 
/ byhis wiſedome: And contrary wyſe, 
an vnwyſe pꝛinte, and hated ot his peo⸗ 
Nr 28 foztune,renneth into great 
perpll. Foꝛ if yl ſuccede ts him in weigh⸗ 
tie matters, than incontinent it ſhall be 
laid, it is by reaſon of the ignoꝛaunte of 
gym ſelle, oꝛ by yll counſaple of ſuche as 
be about him: and if goodneſſe ſuccede to 
Auger ſhal not be attributed by reaſon 
or his good gouernaunce, but that foꝛ⸗ 
tune hath ſuffered it, and not by the cir⸗ 
cumlſpect wiſedom, that he hath had in 
the mean ſeaſon, but that it was of the 
pitie that the goddeshad of him. Than 
lith it is thus, a vertuouſe and a woꝛthy 
pꝛinte, in his idell tymes, ought ſecretly 
to reade in bookes, and openly to coms 
mon and counſel with wiſe men. and in 
tale pll foꝛtune will not permitte hum, 


to take their councels, pet at 9 
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he al recoucr credence among his ſubs 
tectes. J will ſate no vou, but J 
eſteeme the knowlage of a wiſe perſon 
ſomuch,thatif I knew, that there wer 
ſhoppes of ſciences, as there is ol other 
marchaundiſe, J will geue all that J 
haue, onely to learne, that a wiſeman 
learneth in one daie. Fynally I ſap that 
J will not geue, that littell that N haue 
lerned in one howꝛe, fo2 all the golde in 
the woꝛlde: And moze gloꝛy haue J, of 
the bookes that J haue red, and ofſuche 
woozkes as haue wꝛytten, than of all 
the victoztes, that I haue had, oz ofths 
rralmesthat Ihaue wanne.

who did diuers erto:cions fo the peo⸗ 
— he had a ſmall face, and greate 
ippes, and holow eyes, his hears cur⸗ 
led, bare headed, his ſhooes of a Poꝛ⸗ 
kepesſkinne,hiscoate af Batis heare, 
his gydellofbullruſthes, and a wylde 
eglantine in his hand. It was a ſtrange 
— 5 ſehim ſo monſtrusus:and mer 
naple, to heare his purpoſe . Certayn⸗ 
ly, whan I ſaw him tome into the De- 
nate, I wende it had ben ſome beaſt, in 
the figure el a man. And after J had 
hard him, J iudged him one ok the god⸗ 
des, if there be goddes amonge men. 
And as the cuſtome in the Senate was, 
that the complayntes of the pooze per?

in he ſhe wed him ſelfe as bolde in woꝛ⸗ 
des, as extreme and baſe in his arraie,

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Senatours , that are here aſſembled in 
the ſacred Senate. The dedes do permit 
and the goddes ſuffre, that the capitai⸗

Breate is 
the gloꝛy of you Komapnes , foꝛ youre 
battaples, that ve haue wonne though 
our all the woꝛlde. But if wziters ſape 
true, moꝛe greater ſhalbe pour infamie 
in time to tome, fo: the tcruelties that 
pe haue done to the innocentes. y pꝛe⸗ 
deteſſours had people nigh to the floud 
of Danubie, and becauſe they dyd pll, 
the earth wared dꝛie, and they dꝛe w to 
the freſſhe water: than the water was 
nopkull to them, and they retour ned to 
the main lande. What ſhall J ſay than 
pour couetiſe is ſo great, to haue ſtran⸗ 
gers gooddes, and pour pꝛide ſo renow⸗ 
med, to commaund al ſtraunge landes, 
that the Seca may not p2ofite vs, in the 
depenes therof,no2 the erth, to aſſure vs 
in the canes therof.

There is 
6 rule, that what ſo euer they, that be pl 
have gatheredin many dates, the god- 
des taketh fro them in one day: and con 
trary wiſe, all that euer the good haue 
loſt in many daies, the goddes xrſtoꝛeth 
to them agayn in one day. Beleue me in 
one thyng, and haue no doubte.therin, 
that ok the vnlauful Rr the fa⸗ 
thers, there foloweth the iuſte lofſe to 
theyꝛ childꝛen. And if the goddes tooke 
from them that be vll, euery thyng. that 
they haue wonne, as ſone as it is won, 
it were but reaſon: but in lettyng them 
alone, therby they aſſemble by littel and 
littell diuers thynges, and than, whan 
they thinke leaſt theron: it is take from 
theim all at ones. This is a iuſte iudge⸗ 
ment of the goddes, that ſithe they haue 
done yll todiuers, that ſome ſhould doo 
lltotheym .

„ the ſecod pere that mar 
cus was cholenemperour, 
. xlv. pere of his age, as he 
22 — —— — 
he had in conquering 
— wbWarmains, à the Jragds, 
wherby he gotte glozy and riches foz the 
Eomains emppꝛe, he lay at Salo to reſt 
him and to appoint his armp, 4 to then⸗ 
tent, that the Romains ſhould apparell 
his triumphe in Rome ryght 1 
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and richly, There was one thyng done, 
that was neuer ſeene befoze in Rome. 
Foz the date ol his triumphe , by all the 
people + coſent of the Senate, the pzincg 
Lomodus, ſonne to Marcus Zurelius, 
was choſen after the deathe of his fa- 
ther to bee Emperour vniuerſall of the 
empire. De was not choſen by the peti⸗ 
tion of his father, foz he was agaynlt it 
with all his power:ſaiyng, that the em⸗ 
py2e ought not to he geuen foz the laude 
of theim that be deade, but he ſhulde bes 
choſen foz his owne good wozkes. Ol⸗ 
tentymes this emperour woulde ſafe , 
Nome ſhalbe loſt whan the election ſhal 
be taken krom the Senate, 4 the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ to inherite thempire by patrimony. 
¶ Ko we to retourne where as we lett. 
This emperour beyng at Salon, ſtudv⸗ 
ed ſoꝛe to enter into Rome in good oꝛ⸗ 
der, and Rome ſtudied ſoꝛe, how to re⸗ 
teyue him, as it apperteygned trium⸗ 
phantly toꝛ ſuche a warre. He was ſoꝛe 
deſtred ol thempire : and euer he imagi⸗ 
ned, how to do pleſure to tye peple, and 
the people were ready to dye in his ſer⸗ 
uice, Diuers times was moued a plea⸗ 
ſaunt purpoſe in the Senate, whiche ol 
theſe thinges was molt to be loued: — 
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Emperour to loue the people of the em 

pire, oꝛ the people cf the emppꝛe the em- 
perour . On a dale it was determined 
to ſette iudges in that caſe: There were 
choſen the ambaſſadours of the Par⸗ 
thes and Rhodes : and vpon that effect 
they had wꝛitynge. It was layed foz 
the Emperour the good deedes that he 
had doone in his abſence, and the to⸗ 
kens of lone, that they had alwaies ſhe⸗ 
wed in his pꝛeſence. Ind on an other 
day the emperour moued an other que⸗ 
ſtion befoꝛe the Senate: ſaiyng, that it 
was a great ter gloꝛv, to haue luch ſub⸗ 
fectes, than the gloꝛp of the Senate, to 
haue ſuche an Emperour. Than the Se- 

nate ſaied nay: Ackyzming that it is a 
greatter glozie, that they had of him, 
than he toulde haue of theim. And in this 
maner the emperour gaue the gloꝛie to 
the people, and the people to the Empe⸗ 

rour. Thus in ſpoꝛt and plaie they toke 
Judges agapne. It was a meruaplous 
thyng to ſes the ioy that they all had to 
pꝛoue their thtenies. Ind the good em- 
perour foz a memoꝛie gaue the laude to 
the people, beca uſe of their great obedi⸗ 
ence and ſeruyte, and extreme lone that 
he had found in theim: Ind the — 

a e 
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people recounted the greate tlemencie 
and mercp,that was in the Emperour, 
and his vertue and wozthpneſle in 
uernyng. his honeſtie ol liuing, and his 
foꝛte and valiauntneſſe in conquerpng. 
Jt was a great thynge to ſe the honour 
that the people gaue to the Emperour, 
and the good renoume that themperour 
gaue to the people. The wꝛitynges wer 
giuen to the ſtraunge amballadours, to 
the entent that the people might lerne to 
obey their pꝛintes: and pꝛinces to loue 
they2 people. To thend that by ſuche ex⸗ 
amples, as it was reaſon, the good peo⸗ 
ple ſhould enfozce theim ſelles, and the 
plito withdꝛaw. Thus this emperour 
ad:eſſed his entre with his capteyns e 
taptiues. Ind Nome apparatled theim 
with all their Senatours and people to 
reteiue him. It was a huge thynge to 
ſee what people was at Rome to goe 
looꝛth to meete hym, and what people 
were with the Emperour to enter. They 
that were at Salon, had theyꝛ eies and 
alſo their hertes at Rome: and they that 
were at Rome had their heartes at Sa⸗ 
lon, In ſuche wyſe that their eies da⸗ 
ſeled with that they ſa w, and theyꝛ her⸗ 
tes aked foz that they hoped to *

laps, and ſpozte hir at the keaſtes. 
mayden was named Lucie oz Tucill: 
She was higher than the pzince Como⸗ 
dus hir bzother : ſhe was of a goodly 
— and well pꝛo asser pozctoned of hy; 
die, and well beloued of hir — 
And che reſembled bir not all onely 
in Oe. but alſo in hir lyupnge. 
Ind though the requeſte was — 
and they that made it familiar , and 
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to whome it was made, was the fa⸗ 
— the demaunder was the mos 

, and ſhe fo: whome it was made, 
was thedonghter : the emperour grans 
ted it, but not without greate diſplea-s 
ſure. Neuertheleſſe Fanſtpne was 
full gladde , and as ſoone as ſhe had ob- 
teined licence, _ ng hir dough- 
ter to the palais. And ſo whan the daye 
ef the greate foaſt and triumphe was 
come, the damoiſell Lucille beinge oute 
ol hir gouernaunce, and ſeyng hir ſelfe 
at large, truſtynge than vpon hir owne 
innocencie, toke no hede of any ſtraung 
malice, but laughed with theym that 
laughed, talked with theym that tal⸗ 
ked ,jand behelde theim that behelde 
hir, and without care ſhe thought , that 
none onget vll of hir, bycauſe the 
thought pil of none: pet in thoſe dayes 
a mapden to laugh amonge men was 
reputed as muche as a woman to haue 
doen adusutry with pꝛieſtes of Breece 
ſo great was the honeſtie of Komapne 
women eſtemed. And lightneſle ol mai⸗ 
dens was a great infamp: foꝛ they wer 
wozs puniſſhed foz one open lightnes : 
than fo; two ſecret fautes. Amonge all 


other, ſeuen thynges the women didde 
pbſcrug 
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obſerne ſurely, that is to witte, not to 
fi muche at feaſtes, noꝛ to eate mu⸗ 
at bankettes, to dꝛynke no wyne in 
their health, noꝛ to oaks alone with 
men:not to litt vp their eyes in the tem⸗ 
ples, noꝛ ts ſtande longe lokynge out at 
wyndowes, noz to go out of their hou⸗ 
ſes, without their huſbandes. The wo- 
man taken with any of theſe diſhoneſte 
thynges, was alwaies after reputed in 
famed . Wanp thynges were ſuffred in 
perſonsof ſmall reputacion,that were 
not ſuffred in perſons of honour , Foz 
the noble wome could not conſerue the 
= of their eſtate, but by reaſon 
of keppng their perſon in gret fear, and 
22 oꝛder. All thynges done vnkynd- 
p is ſin, and may be amended : but the 

diſhoneſt woman is alway aſhamed, 
The noble ladies, it they wil be taken as 
ladies, wha thei extede other in richelle, 
the leſle licence ought they to haue to go 
wandzpng about. Certainly the plentie 
of goodes, and the libertee of perſones, 
ſhould not be a ſpur to pꝛicke theim foꝛʒ⸗ 
ward, but rather a bztdell to kepe theim 
in their cloſettes. And this is ſatd,fs2 by 
cauſe that duryng the ſayde feaſtes, the 
damoiſel Lucil, as a pong 2 22 
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Jauſtine, hir louyng mother not beyng 
olde, ſometyme a foote , and ſometime 
ridyng on hoꝛſebacke, ſometime opens 
ly, and ſometyme meruaplous ſecretly, 
ometimes with company, and ſometi⸗ 
mes without companye , ſometime on 
the date, and nowe and than by night, 
thei would walke abzode in the ſtreetes 
ol Rome to ſee the fieldes of Unlcan : in 
gardens Haturnines, and dzinke at the 
cunduites of Heros water, and ſome⸗ 
time paſſe the tyme by the fap2e riuer of 
Tyber, and all in ſuche other pleaſaunte 
ſpoztes as apperteigned to thep2 age. 
And though the foze ryped pꝛimetyme 
p20uoked them therto, pet the grauitee 
dt ſuche ladies ſhoulde not fuffre it.

that ones a woman of that linnage be⸗ 
png onely dekamed, was hanged on the 
alowes by the handes ol hir own kinf- 
olke. Surely it was well done of+ the 
Nomapnes, to the entent that the wpc- 
kedneſſe of one woman ſhuld not ſuffre 
yl kame to renne vpon the hole linnage: 
where is ther noblenes without ſhame? 
The thinges that touche honour, ought 
not to be hyd, but amended by Juffice, 
and to put them to deth, that loſe theyz 
od kame. It is not ſufficient foz a per⸗ 
on to be good: but it is neceſſary that 
he put fram him all occaſtons that are 
reputed to be pill. All the loſſes that 
a man mape haue of any tempoꝛall 
oddes, can not counterpeiſe the leaſt 
oſſe of good fame, A man that lap⸗ 
eth his good fame koꝛ a karthyng at a 
but of this woꝛlde, at a hund2ed ſhotes 
ſcantly ſhall he ſhoote one a right _ 
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and tontrarywyſe the man that feareth 
no ſhame, noꝛ will not haue his — 
in reputacion, there is no hope of godd⸗ 
neſſe in him. Than this emperdur, as a 
ſhypmaiſter, ſayling in moſt fapꝛe and 
calme wether, fozcaſteth, and is in gret 
thought and feare cf tempeſtes and ſtoʒ⸗ 
mes to tome, in the feaſtes ot his great 
gloꝛte, was in doubte of thoſe two las 
dies, leſte ſodeinly any miſfame ſhulde 
folowe. And certainly he hadde great 
cauſe . Foꝛ it is an infallible rule of ens 
uious fortune; that this pꝛeſent felici⸗ 
tie is geuen with a pꝛycke of a ſodayne 
fall of miſchaunce. In thinges natu⸗ 
rall, we ſee ſomtyme the lea talme, and 
et foozthwith foloweth a perpllous 
me, and conſequently the great heat 
ofthe daie, is ſygne of thunder at night. 
J ſap koꝛtune tommpng with ſome pꝛe⸗ 
ſent delyte oꝛ pleaſure, is a token, that 
by klatterpng vs, che hath made ready 
hir ſnares to catche vs. Whan the 
myller is ſure, he dꝛeſſeth his water 
gate, and the labourer whan it rapneth 
not, touereth his houſe, thynkyng that 
an other tyme the wethers o2 rapnes 
will fall thereon, and trouble hym: 
Inlpke wyſe a _ and a —_ 
| a 
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mun ought to thpnke, as longe as he li⸗ 
meth in this woꝛlde, he holdeth his feli⸗ 
citee but at aduenture, and his aduer⸗ 
ſitee foꝛ his natural patrimony. Among 
all them that coulde reioyce in pꝛoſpe⸗ 

ritee, and helpe them ſelle in aduerſitee, 
this emperour Marcus Aurelius was 
one, whiche foꝛ any flatterynges that 
foꝛtune toulde ſhew him, he neuer tru- 


ſted in them, noꝛ foꝛ mifhap that he had 


in this lyfe, he neuer diſpaired, 


¶ What Marcus the emperour ſaied 
to a ſenatout as touchpng tri⸗ 
umphes. Cap . xxxv. 


Han theſe feaſts wer paſſed, 
as Sextus Cheronenſe ſaith, 
à ſenatour named zluinus, 
Aſaid to the perour, that ſame 
night that the triuph ceaſſed, 
Sp} reiopte pou, ſith that this date ye 
haue geuen ſo great rycheſle to the com- 
mune treaſure of Rome, + Jhaue ſeene 
pour perſon in the triuph of gloꝛie, ⁊ to 
the wozlde to come st you c your hauſe, 
pou haue left perpetuall memoꝛie. The 
emperour heryng theſe woꝛdes, ſaied in 
. this maner: Frendes, it is good * 
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we beleue the hunter knoweth the flert⸗ 
nes ol beſtes, the phiſition the pꝛopꝛetit 
o herbes, the mariner, the periis and 
rockes, the capitaynes the chauntes of 
warre, t themperour that triumpheth 
the totes that he hath of triumphes. As 
god helpe me, and as euer J haue parte 
with my pꝛediceſlours, ⁊ as euer J haue 

od foꝛtune, the thoughtes that J haue 
ad koꝛ theſe feaſtes, haue ben far grea⸗ 
ter than the feares that J haue had in 
all the iourneys and battatles afoꝛe. 
And the reaſon therof is very euidente 
to them that haue clere vnderſtandyng. 
Foz alwais in cruel battailes J was e- 
uer in hope to haue glozp, and fered not 
the ouerthꝛow of foꝛtune. What coulde 
Jloſe in battaile⸗Mothing, but the lile 
that is the leaſt thynge that men haue, 
and alwaies in theſetriumphes I fears 
to loſe renowme, whiche is the greateſt 
fte that thegoddes haue ginen me, O 
whappy is that man, that loſeth his 
ke, and leaueth behinde him perpetu⸗ 
al memoꝛy: Let every man vnderſtand 
his that will, and ſay what they lyſt; 
| that amonge noble and valvannt ba⸗ 
 rons; he dieth not, that lceſeth hys 
ple; and leaueth good renowme after 
WL Þ ii bi 
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ory muchleſſe time liueth he that 

ath an pil name, though he lyued ma- 
ny yeres. The auncient philoſophiers 
reckened not the lyfe of a man, though 
he lyued manp peres, but they reckened 
the good woczkes that he had doen. 
The Senate was impoꝛtune vpon me, 
that I Could take this triumphe, as pe 
knowe well: And J can not tell, whi⸗ 
che was greateſt, theyꝛ deſpꝛe oꝛ my re⸗ 
ſiſtente. ou know not the trouth why 
I ſay thus. I did it not bytauſe ot am⸗ 
bicion, and foꝛ couetouſneſſe of gloꝛp, 
but it was bycauſe J feare the humain 
malice.At the day ot the triumphe ther 
was not ſo — toy ſhewed by the ſim 
ple perſons, but the hyd enui was grea⸗ 
ter among the greatteſt perſons. This 
gloꝛp paſſeth in one day, but enuy aby⸗ 
deth a whole pere. The plentiful realme 
of Egypt, as happy in the bloudſhed of 
their enemies, às in the waters of Nile 
had a law immouable. They neuer de⸗ 
nied their merty to the captiues ouer- 
tome:noꝛ they gaue no trinphe to they 
capitapnes ouercomers. 
¶ The Caldeps mocke at the Romayn 
triumphes, afttrmpng how there is not 
geuen ſo greate chaſtiſement to —

AVRELIVS; 

pitaigne of Egipt ouercome , as thems 
pire Romaine geueth to theouercomer 
whan triumphe is giuen to hym. And 
ſurely the reſon is good, foʒ the ought 
fall capitapne, whan he bath chaſed his 
ennemies,that Roms hath in ſtraunge 
landes: with his o wne pꝛopꝛe ſpeare, in 
— fo: his trauaple, they geue 
im enemies in his owne pꝛopꝛe lande. 
Fſweare to you, that all the Komapns 
capitaines haus not lette ſo many ene⸗ 
mies dead by ſwoꝛde, as they haue re⸗ 
couered ill wyllers the day ot their tri⸗ 
umphes. Let vs leaue the Taldeis, and 
ſpeake we ol our auncient Romapnes, 
which if they might retourne nowe a- 
gapn into the woꝛlde, they woulde ra⸗ 
ther be tied kaſt to the chariots as capti⸗ 
ues, than to lit in them as victours. and 
the cauſe is, their neighbours ſeyng the 
goyng as taptiues, would be moued in 
their hertes to ſet thẽ at libertie, ſo that 
the gloꝛy of they triumphes, is a mean 
to cauſe them to be perſecuted and pur⸗ 
ſued. N haue red in wzityng, and herde 
of my pꝛedetelſours, and haue ſeene of 
my neighbours, that the abundance of 
felicitee hath cauſed cruellenute to bee 
in many. © in what perill are they 
B li that 
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that with particuler honour woulde bg 
exalted among other: In the moſt high⸗ 
eſt trees the koꝛce of wyndes is moſt ad- 
natinced . And in moſt ſumptuous buil⸗ 
dinges lightenyng and thunder dooeth 
moſt hurt, and in great thicke and dꝛis 
buſſhes, the fires kyndle moſts eaſply; 
Aſap, that in theim that foztunehath 
reiſed moſt highly, agaynſt them ſpꝛea⸗ 
deth the greateſt poiſon of enuie. All 
ſuch as be vertuous, ſay: The mo ene- 
mics thei ſubdue to the common welth: 
the mo enuiouſe thet recouer of their re⸗ 
noume. One ought to haue great com- 
allion of a vertuoꝰ man: becauſe wher 
e trauailethj to be good, there abydeth 
one thyng in him, of the which all one- 
ly at the death he ſeeth thend. And that 
is, the moꝛe a man recouereth here re⸗ 
noume among ſtraungers, the moꝛe he 
is perſecuted with enuy amog his own 


nations Homere ſheweth in his Flliay 


des, that Caluiciokyng of the Argiues 
was expert in clergic, valiant in armes 
and indued with diuers grates, beloued 
with his people aboue al other: he was 
a great louer ot his goddes, and wooꝛ⸗ 
ſhipper of them. This good kyng had a 
tuſtome, that in all thynges chatpehn 
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to dos, he would firlt aſke counſayle in 
the temples of the goddis: He wold be- 
gin no warre againſt other, noz oꝛdein 
no new law noꝛ cuſtome in his realize, 
noꝛ geue anſwere to the ambadladours, 
no2 put no treſpaſſours to death, noꝛ ſet 
no tribute on his people: but firſte he 
woulde gos to the cemple, and make dts 
uerſe ſacriſices to kno we the will ofthe 
goddes. And bytauſe he went ſo often to 
the oꝛacles, he was demaunded what 
anſwere the goddes made to him in ſe⸗ 
trete, ſeeynge he was ſo impoꝛtune. 
Then he ani wered and ſaid : demand 
of the goddes, that they ſhold not geno 
me ſo littell, that euery man might a- 
bate and ouercome me. Noz alſo that 
they ſhould gene me ſs muche, that 
euerie manne ſhould hate me, 
but mp deſpꝛe is to haue a 
meane eſtate, wher with 
euerp man might loue 
me. Foz J had leuer 
be kelow with ma⸗ 
ny in loue, than 
to be king ol 
all with ha 
tred = 
enuie. 
P lit Mt 
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C Otthe greatte repꝛoche that the cmpe- 
rour gaue to his wpke Fauſtine and 
hir doughter. Cap. rxxvi. 


ter the feaſtes of the triuph 
aloꝛeſaid, this good empero2 
willyng to ſatiſfpe his bert, 
land to aduertiſe Fauſtin his 
—==<=| wife, and to teache his inno⸗ 
cent doughter, without knowlage of as 
ny other, he ſent foꝛ theym, a (aid Jam 
not content Fauſtine, with that pour 
doughter doty, 4 yetleſſe with that pou 
doe, wWiiche are hir mother, Thefe mais 
dens,fo2 to be good maidens cught wel 
to know how to obei their mothers. Ind 
the mothers tobe good mothers, ought 
to know how to bꝛing vp their childꝛen. 
The father is excuſed in geueng coun- 
ſell, if the mother be vertuduſe, and the 
doughter ſhamfaſt. It is a great ſhame 
to the father, beyng a noble man, that 
his wife beyng a woman, ſhuld chaſtiſe 
his ſonne : And a great inconueniente 
ok the mother, beyng a mother, that hir 
doughter ſhulde be chaſtiſed by the han⸗ 
des ot hir father, There was a la we oꝛ⸗ 
deyned by the Nodiens, that the _ 
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with the doughter, ifſhe had a mother, 
no: the mother with the ſonne, yk he 
wer aman, ſhould not entermedl. eche 
with other, but all only men with men, 


and women with women oughte to bes 


bꝛought vp. And the extremitee ofthe 
lawe was ſuche, that among them that 
dwelled in one houſe, ſeemed that the fa 
thers had no doughters, noꝛ þ mothers 
no ſonnes. O Rome, I wepe not to ſee 
thy ſtreetes vnpaued, noz that there is 
ſo many gutters in thy houſes,noz that 
the battylmentes fall downe , noꝛ the 
tymbze hewed downe, noꝛ foꝛ the mini⸗ 
ſhyng of thine habytauntes, fo: all this 
the tyme bzyngeth, and the tyme bea- 
reth away: but JI wepe foꝛ the, 4 wepe 
fo; the agapne, to ſee the vnpeopled of 
good fathers, and vnpꝛouided in the no- 
riſſhyng of their ſonnes. Our countrey 
began to fayle vtterlie, whan the do- 
ctrine of ſonnes and doughters was en- 
larged, and their bzydelllet go at liber⸗ 
tee. Foz there is now ſuche boldeneſſe in 
men childꝛen, and ſo littell ſhamefaſt- 
neſſe in women childꝛen, with the diſho 
neſtee of the mothers, that where as 
one father ſuffiſed fo2 . xx. ſannes, and 
one mother (03. xx . 
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kathers, ſcantly dare vndertake to bꝛing 
vp wel one ſonne, and. xxx. mothers one 
doachter . I ſay to pou thus Fauſtine, 
vou remembꝛe not howe pou are a mg- 
ther, koꝛ you gene moꝛe lybertee to pour 
doughter then ought to be ſuffred. And 
you Lucillrememvze not, how pou are 
a doughter: Foz you ſhew to haue moꝛe 
lybertee than requpꝛeth foz a pong mats 
den. Thegreateſt gyfc that the goddes 
haue geuen to the matrones of Rome is 
bycauſe thei are women, thei kepe them 
ſelfe cloſe and ſecrete : and becauſe they 
are Romains, thev are ſhamefaſt , The 
day whan the women want the feare of 
the gods ſecretely, and ſhame of men 9- 
penly , beleue me, either they ſhall faile 
the woꝛld, oꝛ the wozld them. The com- 
mon welth requireth ſo great neceſſitee, 
that the wome that dwel therin, ſhould 
be as honeſt, as the capteins be valiant: 
Foz the captayns govng to warre,defed 
them, and the wome that abide at home 
conſerue them. As a. tit. peras paſſed 
peſawe the great peſtilente, and I de- 
maunded then to haue accompte of the 
people, and I found, that ofa. C. xl. M. 
women well liuyng xxx. M. died: And 
of. x. M. yl! women, in maner thei — 
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ped all. J cannot tell fo2 whiche J 
ſhould weepe, either foꝛ the lacke, that 
wehane of the good and vertuons woz 
men in our camon welth, oꝛ els foꝛ the 
greuous hurt and domage, that theſe ill 
and wicked women dooe to the pouthe 
of Rome. Thefpze that bzenneth in 
mount Ethna, doth not ſo gret domage 
to them that dwell in Scicile, as one il 
woman doeth in the circuite of Nome. 
A fierſe beaſt and a perillous enemie to 
the tommon welth, is an pl woman, foꝛ 
ſhe is ol power to doe much harme, and 
is not apts to folow any goodneſle. O 
how manp realmes and kynges reade 
we ok, to be loſt by the yll gouernance 
of women, and to reſiſt agaynft theim 
hath ben nede of wiſedome, perilles, 
money, foꝛte, and wo2thineſſeof many 
me, The vices in a womã is as a grene 
rede, that bo weth every way: but the 
libertie and dichoneſtie is as a dꝛie kixe 
that bꝛeketh in ſuch wiſe, that the moꝛe 
ill they vtter , the moze vnlikely is the 
red2efle therof agayne. Beholde Fau⸗ 
ſtine, there is no creature that moze de⸗ 
ſireth honour, and woꝛſe kepeth it, than 

a woman. And that this is true, ſee by 
Juffice , by ozacions, by wꝛityng, — 
a other 
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other trauailes man gettethrenowme, 
but(without it be flatteryng and fapze 
ſpeakynge) vnto this howꝛe by antpke 
wꝛityng, we can reade of few women 
oꝛ none, that either by wꝛityng, reding 
woꝛkyng with nedell, ſpinnyng, oz by 
weaupng,haue gotten them any great 
reno wme. But as I ſap of one, J ſayof 
an other. Lertapnly ofdiuers we rede, 
by kepynge them cloſe in their houſes, 
wel occupied in their buſineſſes, tempe⸗ 
rate in their woꝛdes, faythfull to they; 
houſbandes , well ozdered in theyꝛ per- 
ſons, peaſible with theyꝛ neighboures, 
and finally . h honeſt amonge theyꝛ 
owne familp, x ſhamfaſt among ſtran⸗ 

ers,ſuch haue atiapned great renoum 

n they2 life, and left eternall memoꝛie 
of them after their death. J wil tell you 
an antike hiſtoꝛie, as jÞ;ofitable to re- 
ſtrein our vyces, as it dpd than augmet 
vertues, and it is this: The realme of 
Latedemoniens (as plato ſaieth) was 
a ſeaſon moꝛe diſſolute by the vnthzik⸗ 
tines of women, than infamed by the 
trueltie ofmen : ſo that of al maner na- 
ctons they were called Barbariens. 
What tyme Brece as a mother, called 
phyloſophy of philolophiers, Lycurge 
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a wiſe philoſophter in knowlage, and a 
right tuſt kyng to gduerno, partly with 
his doctrine right pzofitable, and part- 
ly with his pure lyfe , made lawes in 

eſapd realme, wherby he extirped all 
vices, and planted all vertues . J can 
—_ 5 og = of hel — 
mou happie, The kyng, hauyng 10 ove- 
dient people, oꝛ els the realme, to haue 
ſo righttull akynge . Amonge all other 
lawes, foz women he made one greatly 
to be comended. De commaunded, that 
the father that died, ſhoulde giue no⸗ 
thynge to his doughter. And an other 
that neither liuing noz diyng, he ſhould 
nue any monep to mary hir with : tg 
thentent that none ſhould mary hir foz 


hir riches, but all onely fo2 hir good- 


nes: and not foꝛ hir beautie, but foꝛ by: 
vertaes. And where as now ſome be 
bnmaried, becauſe they are pooꝛe, ſo 


than they abode vnmaried, bicauſe they 


were ſhamefull and victous. O tyme 
wooztyy to be deſpꝛed, whan maydens 
hoped nothyng to be maried with their 
fathers goodes , but by the vertuons 
woꝛkes of theyꝛ owne perſones. This 
was the time, called the golden wo2lde, 
Whan neyther the doughter feared to 
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MARCYS. ER 
be ditherited by the father in his ipfe, 
noz the father to Ze ſoꝛie foꝛ lenpnge 
hir withoute remedy at his death. O 
Nome, curſed be he that firſfe bꝛoughte 
golde into thy houſe, and curſed be he 
that fyꝛſt began to hooꝛde vp treaſure, 
Wyo hath made Rome to be ſo riche of 
treaſure, and ſo pooze of vertues:Who 
hath made men wed vilapnes dongh- 
ters, and leaue the doughters of Sena- 
tours vnmaried e What hath made, 
that the riche mans doughter is deman⸗ 
ded vnwillyng, and the doughters of a 
pooꝛe man none wil deſire ; What hath 
cauſed that one marieth a toole wyth 
v. C. marke rather than a wiſe woman 
with. x. M. vertues: Than J ſap , that 
in this pointe the fleſhe vanquiſheth the 
fleſh, and er euer the vanitee of the ma⸗ 
lice therof is vanquiſhed. Dow cometh 
it, that a couetous perſon wpll fooner 
now a dates haue a wyke, that is ryche 
and foule, than one that is pooꝛe and 
fayꝛe: O vnhappp women that bzynge 
fooꝛth childzen , and moze vnhappy bee 
ſhe doughters, that are bozne: whiche 

o haue them marted, no ſtoze is ſet by 
the bloud of their pzedeceCours, no2 the 
faugur of their freendes , noz the valug 


ofth 
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ok their woꝛkes, noꝛ the beantfe of theyz 
perſones, noꝛ the clennes o their lyfe. 
Ocurſed wozlde, where the doughter 
of a good ma, without money, ſhal haue 
no mariage. But it was not wont to be 
ſo, Foz in the aunctent tyme, whan thet 
treatedofmariages, fyzſt they ſpake of 
the perſons, and afcer of the goodes : 
Not as thet do at this houre, in this vn⸗ 
happy tyme: oꝛ now they ſpeake firſfe 
of goodes:and laſte of all of the perſon, 
Jn the ſaide golden wozlde , firfte thep 
ſpake of the vertues, that the perſonne 
Was endowed with, and wha they wer 
maried, in ſpoꝛtyng, they wolde ſpeaks 
of the goodes. Whan Camillo trium⸗ 
phed vpon the Gaules oꝛ Frenchemen, 
he had then but one ſon, and he was ſuch 
dne, that his perſonne meryted greatte 
laudes. And foz the renoume ok his 
father , dyuerſe kynges deſpꝛed to haue 
hym to theyꝛ ſonne: and dpuerſe ſena- 
toures deſpʒꝛed to haue him to theyꝛ ſon⸗ 
ne in la we. This pounge manne, be⸗ 
png of the age ol. xxx. peres, and the fa- 
cher at. lr . was impoꝛtunately ſtirred 
by his naturall freendes , and deſired 
oi ſtraunge kynges,foz to marrie hym: 
but alway the olde Camyll repugned 
he 
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the counſel ok his frendes, and the im⸗ 
oꝛtunitee of the ſtrangers, whã it was 
emaunded, why he determined not v⸗ 
pon ſome mariage foz his ſonne, ſyth 
therebp ſhoulde folow the reſttull lyfe 
of the vonge man, and the quietneſſe of 
him ſelfe in his age. De aunſwered: J 
wilt not mary my ſon, bycauſe ſame of- 
fer me rych doughters, ſome noble of 
lynnage, ſome ponge, and ſome fapꝛe: 
but there is none hath ſapde to me, J 
Ruine my vertuouſe doughter. Ler- 
ainly Camil merited to haue triumph, 
fo2 that he did. And he deſerued eternal 
mem92y, koꝛ that he ſaide. I ſaie ta vou 
Faultine all theſe woꝛdes, becauſe 3 ſee 
pou lede pour doughter to the theatres 
ond plates, and doe bꝛyng hir into the 
Capitoll. You put hix to the kepyng of 
the ſwooꝛde players, yan (yffre hir to ſes 
the tumblers, and yet ye do not remem⸗ 
bze; that ſhee is pounge , and = not 
aged: ye go into the ſtretes without ly⸗ 
cence, and play by the rvuers. Ifinde 
no villany therein, noꝛ thinke that your 
doughter is pl;but J ſaie it. bytauſe vou 
geue occaſion, that ſhe ſhoulde not bee 
good. Beware Fauſtine, neuer truſt in 


the caſe of the fleſſhe of pounge people. 
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Ao: haue no confidence in olde folkes; 
Foz there is no better wate, than to tles 
the occaſion of al thinges. Foz this in- 
tent the virgins Ueffales are cloſed vp 
betwene the walles , to eſchew the oc 
taſions of open places, not to bee moze 
light and fooliſhe, but to be moꝛe (adds 
and vertuouſe, flepnge occaſtons. Tha 
pong ſhall not ſate, Jam pong and vers 
fnonſe,noz the olde ſhall not ſate, J ant 
olde, and bzoken, Foz of nececſſitee , the 
dye flare will bzenne in the fyꝛe, and 
the grene flagge ſmoke in the flame. 1 
laie, that a man being a diamond encha 
ted among me, pet of neceſlitie he ought 
to be quicke and mery amonge women. 
And as ware melteth in the heate, wee 
cannotdeny, that though the wodde be 
taken fro the fire, and the pmb2es quen⸗ 
ched, pet neuer the leſſe the ſtones often 
 tymeremaynehotte and bzennyng. In 
| _ the kleſhe, though it be cha- 
iſed with hotte and dzye maladies, oz 
conſumed by many yeres _ trauari, 
pet concupilcente abpdeth —— in the bo 
nes. What nede is it to blaſen the vers 
fnes, and deny our naturalitees:? Cer⸗ 
tainly there is not ſo croked a hozs, but 
he lee a mare, he wyll bzaig ones oz 
| Q twilez 
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twile. There is no man ſo pong no? old, 
but let him ſee vonge damoyſe ther 
he will giue a ſigh oꝛ a wiſhe: In all vo- 
luntary thynges IJ denpe not, but that 
one mate be vertuous: but in naturall 
thynges „I confeſſe cuery man to bee 
weake. Whan pe take the wood fro the 
fp2e. it leaucth bꝛennyng. Whan ſcmer 
cometh the colde wynter ceaſſeth: whan 
the ſea is talme, the wanes leaue their 
vehement moupng , whan the ſonne is 
ſette, it beſhynech not the woꝛlde. J wil 
ſaie that than, and nat befoꝛe, ihe fleſſhe 
will ceaſſe to peyne vs. whan it is laid 
in the graue. Of the fieſſhe we ar boꝛne, 
and in the fleſhe we liue, 4 in the kieſhe 
we ſhall dye, and thercbp it foloh eth, 
that our good lyfe ſhall ſooncr eude than 
cur fleſſhe.

J ſafe this Faunſtine, ſith age 
tan not reſiſt the hotte enterpꝛiſe, hewe 
can the tender membꝛes ol youth reſiſt 
it: you beyng the mother, without yeu 
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ler can not go theſame waye. The Nos 
mayn tnatrones, yfthep wyll nouriſh 
their * well , ought to kepe 
theſe rules „ Whan they ſee, that they 
woulde goe abzode, than bzeake theyz 
legges: and ik they wonlde be gaſpng, 
than put out they? eyes, and if they wil 
harke, ſtoppe they2 eares, if they wo 

ue oz take, cutte of their handes: pf 

they dare ſpeake, ſow vp their mouthes:

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but pet it is not in me to attapne the b(- 
ctaʒie. It is fa me to entre into the ſea, 
it licth not in my handes to eſcape 
perill. It is in the handes of a wo- 
man to enter into the occaſion , and af- 
ter that ſhe is therin, it is not in hir han 

des to deliuer hir from faute.

. fyꝛe houſes, and beeyng in wynter, 
and the waters great, and ueraie were 
weather, he beyng in the fieldes aboute 
the. xxx. date of December : ſodainlie 
vpon a nighte, as he went with lanter⸗ 
nes aboute his campe, there toke him a 
ſickenes oꝛ palſeie in one of his armes, 
ſo that he coulde not welde his ſpeare, 
noꝛ pet dꝛawe his ſwearde, noꝛ put on 
his owne clothes. Than this good Em⸗ 
perour charged with peres, and with 
no leſſe thoughtes, and wynter increa⸗ 
ſyng with many great ſnowes, and fre- 
ſyng of the earth, there fell on him an 9- 
ther maladie called Litarge, the whiche 
put the Barbariens in great hardineſſe, 
and his hoſt in great heuyneſſe, his per⸗ 
ſon in perill, and his friendes in great 
ſuſpect of his health.

trarp to hym, and the tyme helped him 
nothpng : and alſo he was not well in⸗ 
tended . Ind as men of woꝛſhyp doeſet 
moꝛe by theyꝛ honour than by their ly⸗ 
ues , and had rather dye with honour, 
than lyue dichonoꝛed, to aſſure their ho⸗ 
nour, thei aduenture euery houre their 
liues, and had leauer haue one houre of 
honour, than a.

Thus on a 
date the Emperour, bepng in a great fe- 
ner and letten bloud, heard a great cla- 
mour 02 noyſe in the fielde: made by his 
men that had bꝛought home greatquan 
titee ot foꝛage, and their enemies ſet on 
theim, to reſcue it: there was medlyng 
on both parties, the one to beare awaye 
and the other to defend: The Nomains 
fo: hunger, did what thei could, to beare 
it awaie, IndtheHungariens, from 
whenſe it came, made reſiſtence : They 
medied ſo one with a nother, and their 
debate was fo cruell, that a 
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' | "aynefiuecapitaynesof the Romains, 
the woꝛſte of them was moze woozthe, 
| than al the foꝛage that thei had wonne. 
And ol the Hungartens were ſo many 
ſlapne, that all the fozage that they had 
e, was not ſo muche wooꝛthe.

ſee the goyng ute the candell q oe 
care not foꝛ the clenſ ng of 

byces, Ind thereof comme 4— 
ſone as he is dead, ſtreight waie begin ⸗ 
neth teſtynke. And ſo J ſaie, that the 
ende ok his lpfe, is the begynnynge of 
his — — All thei that were there, 
as well the olde ſeruauntes as the new, 
belongeyng to the Emperour, capitains 
of warre, and other, were not a littell 
abaſhed of the ſaipng ol ÞPanutins, and 
they all allowedhisſaipng, and ſated, 
he was wozthp to hane the gouernancs 
of the empyꝛe. The good , 
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thoſeaſon that jPanutius ſpake wept 
with N ſighes kro his hert. And 
tauſe he was ſo ſoꝛe greued, he toulde 
not fooʒth with geue him an anſwere 2: 
At the laſte he commaunded Panutius 
to geue him in wꝛytyng. all that he had 
ſaied, to the intent that he might ſtudie 
theron , Foz he ſaid, it was no reaſon to 
2get thinges ſo well ſaied. So all the 
of that night, the Setratarie oecupi⸗ 
ed hym ſelle, to put in wzitpng the ſams 
ſaipng:and the next dale he delinered it 
fo the Emperour, which toke it, and lo- 
ked theron all the aſe: and kept it ſtyll 
in his handes, and often tymes redde 
theron.Ind the nexte night themperour 
ſent foz the Decretarie, and in open aus 
diente he ſaide ,asfoloweth, 


CThe aunſwere of the Emperour to 
Panuttus, Cap.xlii. 
Appie was the mylke, that thou 
ſuckedſt in Datie, and the bzeade 
that thou didſt eate at Kome , and 
the learnyng, that thou hadſt in Athe⸗ 
nes, and thy bꝛyngynge vp in my houſe, 
Joꝛ in my lyfe, thou halt wel ſerued me, 
and at mp death, thou halt well coun⸗ 
ſailed me. J commaunds Lommod — 
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NMARCVS : 
my ſonne, to rewarde thefs2 thy good 
ſeruite. And I pꝛape the goddes, to re⸗ 
compence the fo: thy counſell. The re- 
warde koꝛ diners ſeruices a man maie 
make: but the rewarde foꝛ the coun- 
tell, all the goddes haue nede to do. The 
greatteſt re ward, that one freende may 
do to another, is in a great and weigh⸗ 
tie matter, to ſuccour hym with good 
councel. Al the trauavles of the woͤꝛlde 
are weight, but the trauaile of death is 
the weightieſt:all be peryllous, but that 
is moſt peryllous : all bene great, but 
this is the greatteſt: all thynges hang 
an end at laſt by death, ſaufe onely deth, 
wyoſe ende is vnknowe:He that is hurt 
with death, is as he, that is ſicke ofthe 
ſleeppng cupll, haupng a quicke vnder- 
ftandyng , and pet he knoweth no man: 
and many thynges beyng offred to him, 
he can determine vpon none, yet againe 
I ſaie, he is a true and faithfull freende, 
That in ſuche time, will gene good toun⸗ 
ſel to his freend. All they that here this 
that J ſaie, will ſafe, that it is true. 
But I ſweare , thatno man can know 
it perfitely but he that is incaſe, that I 
am in, redie to dye. lxii. pere hath bene 
the caurs al my life, and now deth tom⸗

maundeth me, to cloſe mine eies, and ta 
folowe the courſe ot death. Mozeouer, 
as thou knoweſt not the infirmitie, ſs 
thou appꝛocheſt not to the cure t helthe. 
The dolour is not there, as thou haſte

aga ou n cau 
it is not againfte opilacions, that thou 
haſt ginen Ss, it is not in the vei⸗ 
nes, that thou haſt giuen me inciſton: 
Thou haſt not well healed the wounde, 
that thou haft ſtitched me. I ſate , that 
thou muſt enter further in me, to know 
perfitely mpne acceſſe. The ſighes that 
pꝛocede from the bottom of my hert can 
not be vnderſtanden with hearynge ol 
theym: the goddes alonely knowe the 
thoughtes of the hert. Alſo diuers thyn⸗ 
6 me, that know not ot my 
elfe, no moze than that is without me. 
O Panutius, thou accuſeſt me, that J 
feare deathe. To feare it greately, I 
denie it: but Nconkeſſe to feare it as a 
manne. Ok trouth, if I ſhould ſaye, 
that J feare nat death, Imuſte dente 
that N am not made ot fleſſhe. We ſee, 
that the Oliphante feareth the Lyon, 
and the Beare feareth the Oltphante, 
and the Wolle ſeareth the n 
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theſhepe keareth the wolfe , and the rate thi 
thecatte, and thecatte the dogge , and in 
the dogge the man, and all onelp their be 
keare is, that they dꝛeede to be ſlapne, w 
Than if theſe bꝛute beaſtes refuſe deth, fri

And I 
ſate it not without cauſe: foz my ſonng 
Lommode is very pong, and pet poun⸗ 
ger in witte. De is of an yll inclinati⸗ 
vn, but he be fozced : he gouerneth hym 
ſelfe by his owne witte and vnderftan- 
dynge, as though he were a man of ex- 
periente: he knoweth but littel,and ca- 
reth foz nothyng. Ot the tyme — 
he hath no knowlage: all onelp he ec⸗ 
cupieth him ſelfe with the time pꝛeſent. 
Finally, by that tee with myns eies, 
and thinke in my herte, I feare me the 
perſon of my ſonne ſhal be in peril, and 
the memoꝛie of his fathers houſe — 
riſſhe . Fauſtine his mother hath lo⸗ 
fered him ſodelicately: and by a harde 
ſtony ground he hath a great way to ge 
De entreth as now alone into the path 
of vouth without any guſde . JJ feare 
mehe ſhall goe outof the right waye, 
and wander in the buſſhes and thoꝛnes 
of vices. OPanutius,hearken what 
Iſaie, I ſaie it not withoute teares, 
thou ſeeſt that my ſon remaineth riche, 
poung,and at libertle, Michelle, , 
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lolitarines, and lihertee bene. ((if. pefff- 
ences, thateapoyſone the pꝛynce, and 


waſte the common wealths : it ſleaeth 
them that be aliue, and infameth theim 
that be dead. Beleue me one thyng, di⸗ 
ners grates are requiſite to ſuſtepne di⸗ 
ners vertues. With the fatreſt women 
the bꝛothell howſes are peopled , the 
moſte villavnes are made ruſiens: the 
moſt hardie are robbers in wacdes: the 
quickeſt of vnderſtanding oft pꝛoue fogs 
les:and the moſt ſubtil become theues, 
Iſate, that ſuche as are cloathcd with 
dluersgraces of nature, lacke the furs 
res of acquired vertues. 

¶ We maie ſaie, thei hold in their han⸗ 
des a knyle, where with they ſtrike and 
hurt them ſelues: fire on their ſhulders, 
wher with they bꝛen: and a coꝛde about 
theyꝛ necke, wherewith they hange: 
daggers at they ſtomacke, wherewith 
they are ſlayne: thoꝛnes at thepꝛ feete, 
where with they are pzpcked : a Conte 
waie afe2s their eies, where they ſtom⸗ 
ble, and ſtombling fall, and fallyng thei 
leſe their lyle, and win death. The great 
trees, ot vihd we haue fruite in winter, 
and ſhadow in ſomer, firſt be planted d 
rotes faſt in the entrailes of the 1

thegoddes, and the ſhame of menne, is 
dabpted in vertues, and he that accom

wyther theflower in his pouth, bzeake

fkrokes that the wynde can ſtrike, it tan 
not be plucked vp by the rote. Certein 
the ſonne that the kather hath e 
with graces, and the ſon applipn him 
in vices, oughte not to be boꝛne in this 
woꝛlde: and it he be boꝛne, to be buried 
quicke, Foz the father ſweate by daie, 
and watche by night, to leaue honoure 


to their child ien , whiche the fathers |

bough ol his offices, and bowe domne 
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nous age to the father in his lyle, and 
great infamy atter his death. IJ conſi⸗ 
der well, that the pzince Lomode, being 
—ů— aynſt his will, koꝛ⸗ 
re vices, and F ſeare me, that after 
mp death, he will hate vertues. Ire 
membꝛe diuerſe of his age, haus inheri⸗ 
ted the emppꝛe, whiche were ſo hardy in 
their lyues, that they deſerued to be cal⸗ 
—. — after their deathes. Exam⸗ 
ple ot Denis renoumed tyꝛant of Sfcil; 
which hyzed theim that coulde inuente 
vices, as our Rome rewardeth theym 
that conquere realmes. What greattet᷑ 
tyꝛanny tan be in a tyꝛant, tha to make 
molt pꝛyup to him, the that be uycious + 
Alſo Jfozget not the foure kynges, that 
ſacceded after great Alexander as {Þthos 
lome, Antlochus, Siluius, and Antigo⸗ 
nus, Whiche the Grekes called great 
tyrantes: all that Alexander had got⸗ 
ten with renoumed triumphes, thei loſt 
by their biciouſnes. And in this manet 
the woꝛlde that alexander had deupded 
among theim. iiii. came to the handes 
of ms then koure hund2ed, Foz antigo- 
nus ſette ſo little by that had coſte his 
loꝛde Alexander ſo muche, and was ſo 
lyght in his aege, and ſo bolde in his 
T realme 
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realme, that in mockerie in the ſtede of 
a trowne of golde, he ware a garlande 
of puie: and in ſtede of a ſtepter, he bare 
a chyſtell in his right hande: and after 
that maner, he would ſitte amonge his 
men, and whan he ſpake to ſtraungers, 
q laie ſhame to the pong man ſo to dee, 
but J meruaple that the ſadde and wiſe 
men of Brece ſuffered it. 

C I remember alſo Caligula, the fourth 
Emperour of Rome, a poung man, in 
whoſe time it was harde to know, whi⸗ 
che was the greatter, either the diſobe⸗ 
diente of the people to their lozde,oz the 
hatered, that the loꝛde bars to the peo⸗ 
ple. And this pong pꝛinte went ſo faire 
out of the waie in his youth, and was 
ſo farre wide from reaſon in his ty2an- 
nies, that euer man ſtudied, he we to 
take his lvfe from hum: and he ſtudied 
to ſiea cuery man. He w2ote theſe woz- 
des in a table of golde: Woulde to God 
that all Home had but one head, to the 
entente that with one ſtroke, Imighte 
frike it ot. 

CI alſoremembze Tiberie, ſonne ad⸗ 
optiue of good Auguſte, cailed Juguff, 
becauſe he augmented Rome. But this 
good olde pzince did not ſo muche 45 
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AVRELTIVS, 
ment it in his life, but this pong ſuccef- 
ſour deſtroyed it muche moꝛe after his 
death. The hate that the Romaine peo⸗ 
ple had againſt Tiberie in his life, was 
right well ſhewed after his death. Foz 
the ſame day that he died, oꝛ whan he 
was ſlayne , the people made — — 
pꝛoceſſions, and the Senatours ed 
greate giftes in the Temples, and the 
pꝛieſtes offered greatſacrifices to they 
goddes, to the intent that they ſhoulde 
not receſue the ſoule of the ſayde Cibe⸗ 
rie into their glozp , but to ſend it tofus 
ries of hell. * 
CAlſo I mynde Patrocle, the ſeconds 
kyng ol Lozinthe, whiche inherited ths 
realme, beyng but. xvi.pere ot age, and 
he was ſo vicious ot his body, and ſo li⸗ 
berall of his mouthe, that where as his 
kather helde the realme. lx. pere, he poſ⸗ 
ſeſled it but. xxx. dates, | 

¶ alſo the ancient Tarquin the pꝛoude 
the ſeuenth kyng ol Rome, whiche was 
right goodly in geſture, right valiaunt 
in armes, and ot a cleane bloudde , as 
an vnhappie pꝛince, defiled all his ver⸗ 
tues with naughtie lyupnge, in ſuche 
wiſe, that he conuerted his beautie in⸗ 


do lecherle, his power into tyzannie, fo: 
bis p T il the 
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che villany that he did to Lucrece , the 
chaſte lady ol Rome, whereby he loſte 
notonely his realme, but the name ol 
Tarquine was baniſſhed foz euer oute 
of Nome. 

¶ I remembxe cruell Mero, which in⸗ 
herited, and died ponge: and in him 
ended the memoꝛy ol the noble Ceſars: 
and by him was renewed the memozy 
of antigones the tyꝛantes. Whom thin 
keſt thou this tiraunt woulde ſuffre tg 
line, whiche ſlew his owne mother ? 
Tellme I pꝛay thee , what herte is that 
of a childe,toſleahisowne mother, to 
open the bꝛeſtes that he ſacked, to ſhed 
the bloud of hir, that nouriſſhed hym 
in hir armes, and to beholde the entrai⸗ 
les, wherein he was fourmed - What 
thynkeſt thou, that he would not haue 
dooen , ſpthe he committed ſache an 
pll deede? The dap that Neroſlew his 
mother, an oꝛatour ſapd in the ſenate, 
that Agrippine his mother had deſer⸗ 
ued death, foꝛ 1 — ſuche a childe 
in Nome. Theſe thꝛee dates , that thou 
haſt ſene me ſo altred in my mynde, all 
theſe thynges came befoze me: and J 
haue dꝛawen them into the depeneſſe 
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fonfie of mine holdeth me in the goulke 
of the ſea,betwene the waues of feare, 
and the ankers of diſpaire, hoping, that 
he ſhould be good, becauſe A haue nou⸗ 
riſſhed him Well, and fearpnge that he 
ſhould be vll, becauſe his mother Fan- 
ſtine hath bꝛought him vp wantonlye, 
and the ponge man is inclined to pl 
And as pe ſee a thynge made by arti⸗ 
fice pervſhe, and a naturall thyng laſt: 
J am in greate feare , that after mp 
death, he wyll tourne that way, that 
his mother hath childed him, and not 
as Jhaue nouriſſhed him · O how hap⸗ 
= were J, if J had neuer a childe ta 

aue behinde me to be Emperour:then 
a childe might be choſen amonge chyl⸗ 
dꝛen of good fathers, and J ſhould not 
haue bene troubled with him, that the 
goddes haue giuen me. Panutius, I 
demaunde one thynge of thee, whether 
thou calleſt moſte fo:tunate , Uaſpaſt- 
an, the naturall father of Domitian, 
02 elles Nerua , the father adoptine of 
Traine 2 Uaſpaſian was good, and 
Nerua very good, and Domitian was 
or all other moſte cruell, and Traiane 
the myꝛrour of all clemencie. Than re 


haue 
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haue childꝛen was — 15 , and er⸗ 
ua inthe miſfo:tune to haue childzen 
was happie. I know not why thes fa- 
thers deſire to haue childꝛen, ſith they 
been the occaſion ol ſo muche trauayle, 
O Panutius, J wyll ſay one thyng to 
the, as a frende to a frende( as thou kno- 
weſt well we be in this woꝛlde) J haue 
lined. lxii. yeres, in which time J haue 
redde manp thynges, and haue hearde, 
ſeen, deſtred, atteined, poſſeſſed, ſuffred, 
and reſted muche, and now at this time 
Imuſte die: and of all thynge I ſhall 
bearenothyng away, becaule bothe J 
and it are nothyng. Great bu ſineſſe the 
hearte hath to ſerche koꝛ theſe goodes, 
and great trauaile to come to them, but 
withoute compariſon the greateſt do⸗ 
lour is at the houre of the death, to de⸗ 
parte and leue them. What greater diſs 
eaſe can be to the bodie, than ſodainly 
tobe ſurpꝛiſed with enemies: What pe⸗ 
rill of the ſea, oꝛ loſſe of frendes, can be 
egal, to ſee a vertuous man dꝛaw ts his 
death, to leaue the ſweatte of his face, 
the auctoztitee of the Empyꝛe, the ho⸗ 
nour of his perſon , the compagnie of 
his rendes, the remedy of his dettours, 
the rewardyng ot his ſeruauntes, =

Alſo euerp chylde, what ſo euer 
he be, that diſobeyeth his father, oꝛ rob⸗ 
beth any temple, oꝛ hurte any wydow, 
ſo that ſhe bleede, flee fro the battaple , 
92 do any treaſon to a ſtràunger, who ſo 
euer is founde in anye of theſe fine ca⸗

¶ In good ſoothe this lawe mas good, 
and in the tyme of Quintus Cimina⸗ 
te, it was oꝛdeigned: and nowe by vs, 
whiche bee vnhappie , it is cleane leafte 
and foꝛgetten. anutius, without 
doubte J am weery to ſpeake, and alſo 
N haue ſuche an inpediment in my ſto⸗ 
macke, that J wante bꝛeath: oꝛ elles N 
toulde ſhewe thee all by oꝛder, ik mine 
vnderſtandyng failed me not, how ma⸗ 
ny Parthiens, Mediens, aſlirtens, Cal⸗

Al the end al haue _ _ J woulde de- 
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maunde of vou, that be moſte familiar 
what is the crowne of thempyze, oz the 
ſteptre ok golde, oz the colour 7 — 
02 pꝛecious ſtones, 92 rubes of Alexan⸗ 
der, oꝛ veſſell of Lozinthe, oz chariotes 
of triumph,oz what offices of Lonſules 
O2 dictatours are deſired in chaunge of 
their reſt: foz it is certaine,thep cannot 
attain to the one, without leſing of the 
other . And this is the cauſe that there 
be pll mariners, to hardy pilottes, foz 
—— fro the ſea to the lande, and fro 
the lande to the ſea. One thynge J wyll 
ſay, that is agaynſt my ſelf: eueryman 
hateth warre, and no man ſeeketh fog 
peace. All ſozowe foꝛ one that is an⸗ 
gred, and none is contente to appeace, 
all would commaunde , but none will 
be commaunded . This hath beene in 
the woꝛlde paſſed, and now at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent tyme men be lo light, that they ra- 
ther choſe to commaunde with perill, 
than to obey with reſf.Sepng that my 
dates are diminiſſhed, and my ſickenes 
augmented, ſuſpectyng than that J ſee 
now, whan J retourned fro the warre 
of Sicill, I determined to make my te- 
ſtamente, the whiche ye may ſee here:

Ideſire and con 
iure pou by the goddes, that pe be al frẽ⸗ 
des in conuerſacion, and confourmable 
in counſell. All the weake debilities in 
à pꝛinte map be ſuffred,ercept vll coun⸗ 
ſell: and all defautes of counſellers are 
tollerable, except enup and pze. Whan 
the krettyng wourme called a moth en⸗ 
tereth among theim, it cauſeth pcrill in 
tuſtice, diſhonour to the pꝛince, ſclander 
in the commons, and parcialitee in the 
ſuperiours. The * that 99 15 
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— with pze, and his 
rt occupied with enuy, and his wozs 
des outragious to a good man, it is res 
fon that he loſe the fauour of the god⸗ 
des, his pꝛiuitie with the pꝛinte, and the 
eredence of the people, fo2 he pzeſumeth 
to offende the goddes with pll intenci⸗ 
on, to ſerue the pꝛince with illconnſell, 
and to offende the common welth with 
his ambicion.O how ignoꝛant ar theſe 
pꝛincis, that take hede of ſuche herbes 
and venims, that might popſon them in 
their meates, and care not foz the pop 
ſon that they of their pꝛiuy counſaple 
dooginethem 2 Doubrlefſe there is na 
compariſon,fo2 the herbes and 7 — 
can be giuen but on one daie:but the ve- 
nim of pll counſel is giuen euerp hour. 
Uenpm is defended by the hozne of an 
bnicozne, by triacle,and otherwyſe by 
vomites: but the poiſon bp pll counſe 
hath noremedp, and leſle defenſiues, 
And finally I ſaie, that the venim gy⸗ 
uen by an ennemp can but ſlea one em⸗ 
erour in Nome, but the poyſon giuen 
y him that is moſt pꝛiup to euill coun⸗ 
ſell,ſleeth the emperour, and deſtr sieth 
the common welth. And where as eue- 
rp vertuvus pꝛinte ſetteth moʒe — 
t 
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petuall renoume, than this fallible life, 
ve being gouernours of the empire, and 
maiſters to my ſonne, they that owe 
him vll wyll, haue not ſo muche power 
auer his lyte, as ve haue vpon his re⸗ 
noume; Therefoze it he be awaked by 
his enemies ſtraungers, muche rather 
he ought to be awaked amonge his do⸗ 
meſticall freendes. One thynge J com⸗ 
maunde as to my ſeruantes, and J des 
ſtre pou as my freendes, that pe ſhewe 
not pour ſelfec fo pꝛiuie openlie, as ve be 
in ſecrete, to the entent that ſome ſeme 
not as naturall ſonnes, and other as 
— — He that is —— 
ought to haue great regarde to the pꝛa⸗ 
fite of his ioʒde ſecretely, and to be mekn 
of conuerſacion with euery man opens. 
ly, els his pꝛiuitee wyl not long endure, 
and the hate ofthe pꝛinte with the pes⸗ 
ple will increace. Oftentimes I haue 
redde ol our pꝛedeteſſours, and J haue 
ſene it in the pꝛeſent Komatnes, whan 
manpholde with one, than one holdeth 
but litteil with diuers, and lefſe with 
manpe, the whiche keepeth their wil⸗ 
les as farre of, as the perſons be nygh. 
And ſith the plneſſe of the. tyme , and 
vnffableneiſe of Foꝛtune neuer leaueth 
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any thyng in one caſe , but all is as in 
maner of a dꝛeame, the moſt ſure pur⸗ 
chaſe is to flee fro perill, foz than whan 

the pꝛintes haue paſſed their pleaſures 
intermedled in trauayles, thei ſerche foz 
many, and finde not one. Therof cometh 
that one pꝛeſente, foz feare will with⸗ 
dꝛawe hym, and an other out of fauour 
and abſente, wyll not come.

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ment. Ind pe my o an 
ſubiectes tobe in his obedfence, and in 
all his high buſineſſes to be well guy⸗ 
ded as his friendes and louers. Juſtice 
ought to be ſeene to, by wiſe ozatours, 
actoꝛdyng to theopinton of you that be 
his gouernours . Ind alwaie the de⸗ 
terminacion to bedooen by the prpnce, 
whiche is loꝛde ok all. One conuntell F 
wyll geue pou (and if you fpnde it pll, 
blame me afoze the goddis) hy ve the 
Emppꝛe of my ſonne ſhall be ſtable and 
anent in Nome, and your pzfuitee 
ure in his houſe, if your counſelles bee 
moued by reaſon, and his will ruled by 
pour counſelles . A deſire ſoze that ye be 
not couetous: and therefoze Jhaue ges 
uen you diners giftes and thaunckes in 
my lyfe, to take couetouſneſſs from vou 
afozemp death. It were a monſtruous 
thyng and very dzedfull , that ſuche as 
oughte to refrapne touetyſe fro ſtraun⸗ 
ers, to haue theyz owne handes open 
02 theyz owne pꝛopꝛe lucres. The ver⸗ 
tuous pꝛiuie men ought not to do all the 
vll that they mais, noꝛ to deſpꝛe all that 
thei maie atteygne vnto, to the entente 
tat the pꝛinte geue them ſo muche goo⸗ 
© desfoz the pzofite of their — 
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epne. and ennie of the people to their 
perſonnes. And as in meane ſhyppes 
men ſcape beſt in q mean ſea, ſoner thi 
in great carrackes in the waues of the 
roꝛvng and impitedus ſeas: in likewiſe 
ſuch as be in meane eſtate among them 
that be but meanelyenuyous, liue moꝛa 
ſurely, than ſuch as ar ſet in high eftate 
and pꝛiuitie beyng riche, to be paſſioned 
among enemies, that diſdeintully wold 
put theim vnder. It is a notable rule 
among wiſe menne, and an inkallible 
experience among theim that be good, 
and Ithinke that by heryng therof, the 
pil ſhall knowelage it: The gloꝛpe of 
one among great menne maketh ſtryfe, 
faſpection in theim that be egall, and 
enute amonge theim that be meane.

It is longe tyme ſith I determined to 
geue pou the gouernyng of the Emppꝛe, 
and the nouriſhyng of mp ſonne. Ind 
to haue pꝛouided to haue geuen pou 
largely of my goodes, to put the coue- 
tyng of other mennes goodes from you. 
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A warrant vou one 2 (franetouſs 
nes be amonge you, # be enuted of pour 
neighbours , you ſhall line in pepne, 
and pour heartes ſhall be peyned with 
other mens buſineſſes, and your myns 
—— be euer in ſuſpecte. Than ſhall 
ye lols w the Juſtite ot᷑ other, where as 
pe ſhall ſee pour owne r welthe. 
One counſell finally J wpll gene pon,

be oꝛdered after his death. There were 
that time in the warre with him diuers 
right excellent men Senatoꝛs of Rome: 
ano in all thynges he che wed him ſelfe 
right wile, and ſpecially he wold neuer 
bane anp vicious perſon in his houſe, 
De had euer in his compaignie . l. gen- 
tilmen knightes, and in eche of them he 
might haue put truſt to gouerne Rome. 
Oftentimes this good emperonr wolde 
ſap, that pꝛinces liued moze ſurely with 
the gatheryng to them men of good li⸗ 
uyng and conuerſacion, than with trea 
ſure of money ſtuffed in their cheaſtes. 
Unhappy is the pꝛince, that eſteemeth 
him ſelfe happy to haue his coffers full 
_ oftreaſure , and his counſell full ot᷑ men 
of yll liuynge. Theſe malicious and yll 
men pꝛinces pooꝛe: anda perfect 
man ſuſiſeth to make a whole realme 
riche . Surelp this emperour ſaid well, 
Fo2 we doo ſee dayly,that what the fa- 
ther hath gotten in fiftie peres, the ſane 
loſeth in halle a pere. Than choſpngea- 
mong many a ewe, and of few to take 
ths beſt, this emperour appoincted out 
vi. notable barous: Thze of them jon 
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maiſters of hisſon,and.itt. tobegoner- 
nours of the empp2e . One was called 
Partinar , which after wasemperour, 
another was called Pompeiano, huſ⸗ 
band to his doughter , as lure in coun⸗ 
ſell, as he was aged in peres.

wyldome tn counſaile, none was egall 
tohym in Rome. The. v. was named 
Bononius, whiche at that tyme was 
conſule,and in the auncient la wes very 
expert: Che laſt was called Juan Ua- 
rius, the good, and he was called the 
—— in.lx. pere neuer man 
aw him do any il woꝛkes, noz harde 
hym ſpeake anp ydell woꝛde, noz doo a⸗ 
ny thynge, but it was p2ofitable to the 
common welth. Though in caſe they 
were all egall in gouernyng, pet Iſaie 
theſe laſt thꝛee were pꝛincipal. Foz Ju⸗ 
an Uariusperticularly was lefte to be 
chefe capitaine of the armp, and to hym 
was deliuered all the treaſure,and the 
teſtamente wasputteints his —__——_ 
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and with ſoze weping the ur re⸗ 
commeded to him the pꝛince his ſonne, 
Than whan the pein et his ſickneſle en⸗ 
treaſed, and that he loked foz thehowze 
ot his death, he commaunded to awake 
his ſonne Comodus, whiche withoute 
any care was faſt a ſlepe, and whan he 
was bꝛought into the pꝛeſence ot hys la⸗ 
ther, it was greate pitie to ſee the eyen 
of che olde emperour ſoꝛe diſcouloured 
with 0 — the ties ol the ſonne 
almoſt cloſed withſleappng : the ſonne 
was wakyng with ſmall thought, and 
the father toulde not ſleepe fo2 greate 
thought and peine. Ind whan he was. 
in his pꝛeſence, ſeyng the litle care that 
the ſonne tooke foz the death of his ka 
ther, and conſpderpng the great deſyꝛe 
of the father foz the good lile ol his ſon, 
it moued to pitie the heartes of all the 
— loꝛdes that were there, no leſſe to 
ue the compaignie of the good olde 
man, than the annotance of the dealing 
of the pounge pꝛinte. Than the Empe⸗ 
rour ſapde to his ſonne theſe wooꝛdes.

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bat the Emperour ſated to his 
ſonne at the houre of his death, 
Lapitulo, xiv. 


V ours mayſters and my gouer⸗ 


nours I haue ſhewed howe they 
ſhall caunſapie thee: add nowe 
my ſonne at this houre , I ſate to tee, 
how they (though they be but a fee) 
all foꝛ the alone ſhall gouerne: and it is 
not tobe taken in ſmall eſtimacion. 
The moſte cafieft thynge in the woꝛlde 
is to gene counſayle to an other: and 
the moſte hardeſt and higheſt thinge ts, 
à manne to take it foꝛ him ſelfe.

M. yes 
res he might not compꝛiſe the malices 
ol his yll tuſtomes. Iſweare to thee 
by the tmmoztall goddes, that in thꝛee 
— repatred all that was decaped 

n Rome, and in thirtie = toulde 
not refozme one quarter therof to good 
liuyng. Good ſonnebeleue me, the great 
cities full of good inhabitauntes dught 
to be pꝛayſed, and not the greate edifys 
ces . Our p2edeceſſours haue trium⸗ 
phed on ſkrangers as weaks and feble: 
and now they may triumphe on vs al⸗ 
ſo, as men that bee moꝛe vanquiſſhed 


with vices, than any cf the other. By 


the mightineſſe c pꝛoweſles of our pꝛe⸗ 
deteſſours, we that be now, are greatl 
honoured and exalted: and by the ſme 
eſtimacion of vs, that be nowe, they 
that come after vs, ſhail be greatly as 
ſhamed, Of a very trouthit is a greate 
X ii ame 
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ſhame toſap,andleſſe \nfamy to dove, 
that the goodneſle and trauaile of the 
auncientes, ſhould now be tourned and 
conuerted to folies and pzeſumpcion. 
My ſonne looke well on thy ſelfe,that 
the repneof thy pouthe , and libertte of 
the Emppꝛe, cauſe thee not to commit 
vice. De is not called onely free, that is 
free boꝛne, but he that dieth within the 
ſame. O how wel are the ſlaues boꝛne, 
that after their death are fres by they

borne free. There is freedom, where ng- 
bleneſſe abideth. The pzowelle of 
perſon ſhall give the moze hard 
and libertie, than the auctozitie of the 
emppꝛe. It is a general rule, that euery 
vertuous man ok neteſlitie is to be hol⸗ 
den hardie: a enery vicious man of ne⸗ 
ceſſitie is to be reputed a ca ward. Now 
boldely they be chaſtiſed that be noted 


with any vice, and coldly they be cha ⸗ 


ſtiſed, that deſerue chaſtiſement. Let 
the pꝛinte be in tertein, that the loue of 
his people, and the libertie of his office, 
bath not wherwith to vpholde him in 
armes ſpꝛed abꝛode on the erth. withent 
the diuers vertues alle bled in 3 
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CLertapnly Octauius Lxſar ſubdued 
mo nations by the renoume of hir vers 
tues, than did Gaius his vncle wyth 
his armie of many men. All the woꝛlde 
loye ot a ver:uous Pzince, and it ſe⸗ 
meth, that all the woꝛlde rileth agavnſt 
a vicious p2ince.Ucrtue is a ſtrong cas 
ſtell, and can neuer be wonne: it is a ri⸗ 
ner, wher nedeth no rowyng. a ſea that 
moueth not, a fyꝛe that quencheth not, 
a treaſure that neuer bath end, an army 
neuer ouercome,a burdetne that neuer 
werieth, a ſpie that neuer retourneth, a 

figno that neuer deteiueth, a plain wa 

chat neuer fatleth , a ſirope that hea 
— 2 and 8 renoume that neuer 
pros my ſonne, it thou kneweſt 
hat png itis tobe gout; and what 
ama thouidet bee it thou were 
bertuous, thou Houldett dog ſeruice tg 
the goddes, —— renoums to thy ſelfe, 
— ure to thy kreendes, and engender 
ol Rs 5 and finally all the 

andloue thee, 

CIremembze that in the booke of pe⸗ 
resof the bartail of Tarentins, found 
that the renomed ÞÞp:rhus,kyng of the 
Epp2othiens, bare in a rpnge grauen 
thele woozdes: To a 05 _ 
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butaſmallreward, tobelozdeof althy 
earth:and it is but a ſmall chaſtiſement 
to take a vicious mans life from him. 

¶ CTrulie it was a woozthy ſentence of 
ſuch a pꝛince. What — is it, be it ne⸗ 
ucr ſo diſticile, begunne by a vertudus 
man, but there is hope to haue a good 
endtherof 2 Sothzly J haue ſene in dy⸗ 
uers parties of mine empire, diuers me 
very darks of good fame, very lo we in 
goodes, and vnknowen of theyꝛ kynne 
and bloud: vndertake ſo great thynges, 
that to my ſemynge, it was a fearefull 
audacitee to begin. nd pet by the wyn⸗ 
ges of vertue all onely they haue had 
good renoume at the laſte. By the im⸗ 
moꝛtall goddes, and as the good Jupi⸗ 
ter bzyng me in his mancion, and ſta⸗ 
bliſſhe thee, in all that is mine. There 
Wer once, a gardiner t a potter, dwelz 
lyng in Nome, which only by their ver⸗ 
tues, cauſed to put tenne vicious Sena⸗ 
tours out ot the Senate, and the firſte 
occaſion was, foꝛ makynge a hedge of 
thoꝛne, and apotte, foꝛ the woꝛkeman⸗ 
chip and labour wherof, the Henatours 
woulde not pay them. I tell it thee my 
ſonne, becauſe that vice maketh a bolde

bzought, into the common treaſozie, 

deulded it to his men of warre. And 
whan he was therfoze accuſed and al⸗ 
ked, why he tooke not firſt the opinion 
of the Senate: He aunſwered and ſaid 
Sith they toke not the opinion ol other, 
o do me ſeruite, it wer not reaſon that 
Iſhould take counſell of other, to re⸗ 
warde and recompence them. 


\CSonne, pet I wyll aduertyſe thee ol 


other thynges. Peraduenture ſome wil 
giue thee counſell, er thou demaunde it 
in that caſe kepe this general rule neuer

One tounſell N tooke foz my ſelle, 
all the whple that F haue goucrned 
Nome: I neuer kept man in my houſe, 
after that J knew him hatefull againſt 
the common welthe.

i. C. lix. of the Olimpiade. C. Irviit. 
Lucullus Matricien, greate freende t9 
i rs to the warre of Metrida- 
tes, it cthaunced that in Tpgoano, ati⸗ 


tie of Caldies, he founds à plate of co⸗ 


per 82 bzaſſe vpon the kynges gates, 


wherin were certapne letters, 3 
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thei ſafd were grauen there by the com⸗ 
maundement of Alexander the great. 
The letters were in Caldce,conteining 
theſe ſentences: That p2ince is not wiſe 


that wpll holde his life in perill, and 


wyll not aſſure his lyte and tate with 
the lone of all men: That pꝛinte is not 


' bertuous, that geuynge muche to ons 


perſon, willeth all other to haue but lit- 
tell. That pꝛince is not iuſte, that wpll 
ſatiſtie moꝛe the couetiſe of one perſon, 
than the voyces of all men: That p2ince 
is a foole , that 1 — ell ol 
all other, and truffeth all onely vpon 
the opinion of one. Ind finallye that 
pꝛincs is tobolde and hardie, that foz 
the loue ol one, wyll be hated of all o- 


ther. 

C Theſe were wooꝛdes ol eternall me⸗ 
moꝛie. And in dede theſe p2inces ſhould 
haue this alwaies in their pꝛeſente. 
Sonne pet I ſhall ſaye moe to this. 
This Lucullus Patricien bꝛought in- 
to the Senate, all the treaſure that he 
had, and this plate, with the ſaicd woꝛ⸗ 
des theron, to the intent that they ſhuld 
choſe the one, and leaue the other. And 
the Senate rekuſed all the treaſure, and 
tooke the counſelles wꝛitten .

And in caſe thou haffe ſeen 
ſome liue longe without any fall of foz- 
tune, thinke not it is well, fo2 it is nat 
by good aduentfire, but the moꝛe his yl 
foztune. The wozlde is ſo malicious, 
that if we take not heede to pzepare as 
gaynſt his w2inches, it wyl onerth:zow 
vs to our greatter loſſe and hurte. Mu⸗ 
che ſooner die they that ben healthfull, 
with the infirmities and ſickeneſſe of 
fewe dates, than they that be weake, 
with their langour of many peares. J 
ſay this, becaule I holde it foz moſt ſu⸗ 
ertie, that the miſerable man, that may 
not line without miſeries, ſhould feele 
the peynes by littell and littell, and not 
all at once. We eate diuers thpnges by 
moꝛſels, which ik we ſhould eat wholl, 
woulde choke vs. In like wyſe by dy⸗ 
uers daies, we ſuffre diuers trauailes, 
whiche all together woulde make an 
ende ol vs in one daie. And than ſythe 
the goddes wil permitte, that thy miſ⸗ 
koꝛtune ſhall fall, and that the riuer of 
thy decay ouerflow hir chanell , and 
wher thou weneſt to be moſt ſure, thou

goddes, and the ſame dap the parentes 
and childzen woulde make greate fea- 
fes,and cat of the fleſſhe halte bzente, 
{nd dꝛinke wine with the aſſhes of the 
ones. This was ſeene with the 105 of 
Jompey, becauſe that he acompliſſhed 
the peres offiftie in the campe 5 
en woꝛlde, wherin were ſuch men.

thepꝛ parentes, and the p2ofite of they; 
childzen, Certeinly Buagin , Latonof 
the aunctent linage of the Latons, was 
in Nome, a pzieft of the law fine bean 
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and pꝛouoſt᷑. iii. yeres and Lenſoar, ff, 
, and dictatour one pere, and Lon- 
le fine tymes, and whan he waspaſt 
the age of. lxv. yeres, than he began tg 
ſerue Koſane doughter cf Bnens Cur⸗ 
ctus, alady right tapze and poung: and 
he doted ſo farre in hir loue , that he 
ſpent all that he had to ſerue hir, and 
would weepe lyke a childe whan he ſaw 
hir. It foztuned this lad ie fell ſicke of a 
feuer, and ſhe liſted to eate newe gra⸗ 
pes, and it was in ſpꝛyng tyme, whan 
there was none rype as than in Rome. 
Heſent fo2 ſome ta the field of Danu⸗ 
btus, thet was a. £9. and v. C. mple 
thenſe, and this was ſhewed to the Se- 
nate, and ozdeigned, that Noſana 
was cloaſed in with virgins Geſta⸗ 
les, and the old man was baniched per⸗ 
— dut of Rome, and his chyldꝛen 
iued in great pouertie, and the kather 
died infamed. I beleue chat pe haue 
heard of this. There were diuers that 
reputed foꝛ a great villany the deede of 
the olde loner , and p2ayſed the ſentence 
of the Senate. But J thinke if Guagin 
ad had as many poung perſons in his 
aniſhement, as there were olde amo⸗ 
rous perſons that toke by hym

I was his nephew, and ſon to his ſon, 
and ſapd to him: My loꝛde Fabꝛitius, 
7 are amoꝛous thus and thus. De an⸗ 
wered me, J do it but foz paſtime.Cer⸗ 
taynly Jhad meruaple to mete hym at 
that houre, and J was abaſhed of that 
anſwere that he gaue me. In them that 
be ſoꝛe aged, and ol ſadneſſe and — 
e cal⸗ 
led amours, but rather dolours, not a 
aſtime „but a loſte time, no mocke⸗ 
ut afolifhnes:fo2 in loue with mocke⸗ 
ry, folowpng the trouth of infamp.

J thinke well: thou 
baſt ſuſpecte, that haue ſo littell ſette 
by thee, ſich in thy pꝛofounde and — 
uous hurtes, my conſolacton hath been 
ſlouthkull. But J remember thy noble- 
neſſe, whichecan neuer faple : and my 
good will, the whiche hath neuer deſi 
redtalerue thee, I am in ſuretee r 
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death of ſuche an entierly de 
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Wes. And fith the houre that knewe, 
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thy great dertue Huld put away the ſu⸗ 


t. ugh A am the laſt to com⸗ 
= Ay L 2 the firſte that feoleth 


thy dolours, and ſhall not be the laſt to 


remedy thy troubles. And in caſe that 


ignoꝛante is the ende of all vertues, el⸗ 


perante fo2 all vices, as weil ſometyme

Foz as much hurteth the pll that 
is founde, as the good that is laſte. It 
is greatte peine to ſee theſe innotentes 
dye, and ſurely it is no lefle peine to 

ſee the malicious peeple lyue. But of 
that that neteſſitee muſte nee des teme, 
whan itcemeth we onght not to ſclan⸗ 
der it. Shew me Labinta, doeſt thon 
not knowe, ot how good conuerſacion 
the — be, to whom we hope ts goe, 
and how pll the men bee, with whom 
we are conuerſant, that as the vll are 
boꝛne to dye, iu lyłke wyſe the good dy⸗ 
eth to lyne:! Fo2 a good man alwaie ly⸗ 
ueth in diyng, and the vll alwaies di⸗ 
eth inliupng.

Foz fith we all reiovced of his lyfe, 
we ar than bound to wepe fot his death 
The greateſt ſoꝛow to aſpcke harte a⸗ 
monge al other ſoꝛowes, is to ſee other 
reis yte at his dolours, and contrarps 
wpeſe, the greatteſt eaſe among al gre⸗ 
nes of foztune , is ta ſee that other fees 
leth their ſoꝛo we. All that mv freends 
weplih foz me with his eits, and al that 
he keleth of mp ſozow, diſchargethſome 
what mpne in warde pepns. The bokes 
in time of Auguſt the emperdur ſhew 
eth how as he was nere to the river of 
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Danubius, he founde a maner of peg- 
» haupnge this cuſtome. The lame 
Foure whan a huſbande taketh a wyfe, 
oꝛ a louer, they woulde ſweare by they; 
goddes, neuer to weepe noꝛ ſoꝛow foꝛ as 
ny maner of foztune,but to foꝛget thepʒ 
an pꝛopꝛe troubles, and to die to reme 
die their louer, ę ſo in lpkewyſe eche to 
doe with other . O gloꝛious ws:lde, O 
right happy age, O people of cternall 
memozy, wherin the men wer ſo hum- 
le, aud their loners ſo trew that wold 
oꝛgette theyꝛ owne ſo2owe,and weepe 
2 others. DRome beynge Keme, O 
tyme pll ſpente, O lyfe pll applyed, O 
ſmall thought recheleſle in theſe daies, 
that hertes pꝛeſente ſeperate from wel⸗ 
th, and aſſured without remedy in e⸗ 
upll, that men fozgettyng that they be 
men, tourne theim ſelke to the bealſtes ?

nges ſhould not hurt me,tto2 thy 
C and wolull ſolttarineſſe of thyhuſs 
bande: but ſith thy remedie and my des 
firecan not be accomplyſhed, and that 
with death,noz with them that be dead 
we haue no power, than remitte it in⸗ 
to the handes of the Gaddes, who can 
muche better deliuer vs than we canne 
chooſe. We ſee by experience naturall, 
that ſome ſickeneſle is healed by wooꝛ⸗ 
des that bee ſayde to vs, and ſome by 
woozdes that be laped to vs, and ſome 
with woꝛdes do leaue other medicines? 
I ſay this, becauſe the heartes that bee 
in peyne make a ſeaof thoughtes, ſamo 
meconfo2ted with benefices dooen to 
eperſon, moꝛe than with woꝛdes ſpo 
ken in their eares: an other time the lo⸗ 
rowfull heart is moꝛe comfozted with 
woꝛdes of a freend, than with all other 
ſeruites of the wozld.Ohow ſo2owfull 
am J, fo2 in all theſe am I fautte, cons 
ſiderynge the highneſſe of the honoꝛa⸗ 
ble ladie Romapne, and the ſmall abf- 
litee of me, Marc of mount Celio: I ſe 
my ſelk ſo vnable to comfozt thee, and to 
remedie thee N lacke ſubſtance, Jhaus 
made the a ſoꝛe wound, the which wold 
be taken in woꝛth. N will not pay thee 
Dd tit with 
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wich inke and paper, en which I 
doo with my perlon : foz he that geue 

counſaple with wooꝛdes, map remedp 
with waoꝛkes, if be ſbew him Celfe a 
freend in time paſt, not taken in ſuſpect 
to be an enemie in time to come. It thou 
haſt reputed me hitherto foz thy neigh- 
bour, and parent to thy huſband, J pza( 
thee nowe to take me fo2 thy hulbande 
in loue, and foꝛ thy father in counſaple, 
and foz ſanne in ſeruice, and foz aduo- 
cate in the Senate, in ſuch maner, that 
Ahope thou fhalt ſaye, all that I haue 
loſte in many, I haue founde in Marke 
alone. And becauſe that is greuous con⸗ 
flittes, where as crafte and ſubtiltie is 
koꝛgotten, the vnderſtandyng is altered 
and the reaſon withdꝛawen, than there 
is as much neceſſitie of good counſaple 
as of a meane remedp. Claudine nows 
dead, was my freende, and N Marke a 
liue am his, and alſo by thy deſerupng, 
thou maieſt commaunde me what then

Fo: in 
all extremities licth the vice, foz all

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the goddes, and left them that be alſney 
and do no p2ofite to theim that be dead, 
but giue ſuſpection to them that be pll, 
as did Fuluius wife, the noble AJarke 
Marcello, ſhe ſeyng hir huſbande buri⸗ 


ed in ths feelde of Mars, ſcratched hir 


viſage, and tare hir heare, and bꝛake hir 
teeth, and at euery place ſowned, and 
two Senatours helde hir by the armes, 
becauſe ſhe ſhoulde not hurte hir ſelfe. 
Then ſaied Flauius Lenſoztus , let hir 
alone, fo: this day the wyll folowe the 
lournep of wpdowes,and ſo it was, foꝛ 
whyles that the boanes of Marcello 
were a bzennyng,ſhe was intreatynge 
tomarry an other huſbande, and pet 
moꝛe to be nated, one of the Senatours 
that ledde hir, gaue hir his hand, as one 
Komaine to an other by perpetuall ma⸗ 
riage. This caſe was fo foule, and ta- 
ken ol euerie man foz a great villanie, 
and all the Romans there pꝛeſent wer 
abaſhed,and wer in ſaſpect neuer after 
to beleue wpdaw in Nome.

Foz if thou 
be a widowe of ſolitarineſſe, that thou 
feleſt by hym that is dead, than comfozt 
ther ol the reputacion that is holden of 
thes by them that be liuyng. A will ſate 
no moꝛe to thee at this time, but that 
thy renoume may be ſuch with al men, 
Ew ſuche abzidell vpon theim that 
vll, to cauſe them to be ſtill, and to 
them that be good, to giue them ſpurres 
to ſerue thee.

She we me J pꝛap thee Cincinate, 
ſythe thou haſte euer founde me trewe, 
why haſt thou an ſuſpect of my defire? 
The greene leaues outwarde ſheweth, 
that the tree is not dꝛie in warde: and 
the good woozkes openly notifieth the 
in warde hearte ſecretelp . Where it is 
not pꝛofite, there is alwaies bꝛeakynge 
and faplyng in ſeruice : foz he that per- 
kectlie loueth , perpetually and fapth- 
fally ſerueth. Ind J am as much aſto⸗ 
nied of thy ſlonthe , in demaundynge 
ſomewhat of me, as of thy to wardiſe 
to waite.

Thou makeſt me ſoꝛe abaſſhed, to con- 
thyne ennemies as a Komapne, 
and no w to take on thee, the office, to 
perſecute thy freendes as a tyzan, Wilt 
thou dooe yll to thy neighbours, and 
leaue the ſtraungers: Wilt thou take 
away thelyupngfrom him that geneth 
vs liuyng, and take awaye death from 
him that taketh away our lyfe 2 Wylte 
thou to them that bemouers and ſtran⸗ 
gers giue moderation, and from them 
that be ſobꝛe take away they? reſte⸗ 
Thou wilt = to thepm that take a- 
wap from vs, and take from them that 
giue vs: delyner theim that bee con- 
demned, and condemne Jnnocentes, 
Thou wylts be tyꝛaunt to the common 
wealth, and not defendour of thy conn- 
trey.

J 
wWyll not hurt thee by thy pꝛedeteſſours, 
but J will aduertiſe thee of thy miſery 
and of thy pzedeccſſours . If thou 
thinkeſt that thy vertue ſhoulde holds 
to the ende ofthe woꝛlde, as the wozlde 
Holdcth to thee , and it ſeemeth by thy 
white heates, holde me erctiſedsf the 
tranaple in perſwadpng thee to heare 
me. Dowe be it, it is reaſon, that 
the gate of ſo greate a cauſe be knocked 
at, with the hammer of ſome warnin 
and to bꝛing it to good reaſon, ot᷑ nec 
fitce it muſte paſſe the mylle: and to 
make cleare the vnderſtandynge from 
time to time, ot very neede there requi⸗ 
reth counſell.

blaſte of wynde wyll cauſe it to ſhake, 
and a litrett heape ot᷑ pꝛoſperites will o⸗ 
pen it, and a littell rapne of aduerſitee 
will deuide it, and within a ſhoꝛt while 
oʒ ſpate, whan we leaſte take heede, it 
will tall all flatte on the earth. It the 
pillers bee of filuer , and benches of 
golde, and though the benchers be kyn⸗ 
ges, and continne a thouſand pere, and 
rule into the entraples of the earth: pet 
they can fynde no ſtedfaſte rocke noz 
mountapn, wherein to cloſe the goodes 
of their pꝛedeceſſours, and their eſtates 
perpetuail.

I meane that whan 
the kirſt ſeafon of youth is paſſed , whi⸗ 
che is the ſammer tyme, than tommeth 
age called winter, and putrifieth the 
fruite of the fleſhe , and the leaves of fa- 
nourfall, and the flowers of delite are 
withered, and the vines of hope dꝛied 
outwarde,than it is right, that muche 
better are the rootes of good woozkes 
within the goed. They t a 
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ancient, ought to pꝛaiſe their good woꝛz⸗ 


kes, rather than their white heares. Foz 


hono2 ought to be geue fo2 the good lifes 
aud not foꝛ the white head. Gloꝛious ia 
that common wealth, and foꝛtunate is 
that pꝛince, that is loꝛde of younge men 
to trauaple, and auncient perſonnes to 
tounſeli. As to regard the ſuſteinyng of 
the naturalitie of the lyke, in lykewilſg 
onght to be confidered the policte af go⸗ 
uernaunce, the whiche is, that all rye 
fruites come no2 dꝛie not al at ones, but 
whan one begpnneth, an other fapleth. 
And in this maner, ve that be auncient 
teachyng vs, and wee obedient, as old 
fathers and young pullettes, beeyng in 
the neſt of the Senate: Of ſome their ke⸗ 
thers kallyng, and other pong kethered, 
and where as the olde fathers can not 
flie , theyꝛ trauaples are mainteigned 
by theyꝛ tender chyldꝛen. Freende Las 
tulus, I purpoſed not to wꝛpte one line 
this pere, becauſe my penne was trou⸗ 
bled with thy ſlouth: but the ſmales 
neſle of mp ſppꝛyte, and the great perill 
ol myne offices alwatcs called on me to 
demaund thy counſell. This pꝛiuiled 
the olde wiſe men holde in their houſes

Thou haſt occaſion to thinks 
ſo, fo: many thynges renneth in tyme, 
thatreaſon can not helpe. But inthis 
caſe, cannot tell whiche is the great⸗ 
teſt, thy trumperte oꝛ my doloꝛ. wert 
to the by the gaddes immozcall, that the 
hungris wozmes in the entraylesof the 
vnhappie childe are not ſo puifſaunt, as 
are the cruell dolours in the heart of the 
kather ſoꝛe wounded. Ind it is no tom⸗ 
pariſon, foꝛ the ſonne is deade but one 
tyme, and the heauy father dyeth euery 
moment. What wilt thou moze that 
J ſhoulde ſate: but that one oughte to 
haue enupe of his death , and compaſs 
ſton of mp lyfe, becauſe in dying, he ly⸗ 
neth, and in liuyng J die. In yll foztu- 
nes incaſe of lyfe, and in the ſubtill ad⸗ 
uerſitees offo2tune , where as hir gyles 

zokyteth but little, and hir ſtrẽgth leſſe, 
0 thinke the beſt remedie is to kele it as 
à man, and diſſimule it as diſcrete and 
wiſe, Ik all thynges as they be felte at 
hert, ſheuld be ſhe wed outwards wed 
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the cong. I thynk that the windes chuld 
bieake the heart with ſighynges, and 
water all the earth with weeppng. O ik 
the coꝛpoꝛall eies ſa we ths hurte of thy 
heart with a true wounde, Jſweare to 
thee, there they ſhuld ſee moꝛe ol a don 
of bloudde lweatynge within, than all 
the weepyng that is made out warde. 
There is no tompariſon ofthe greatte 
dolours of the bodie, to the leaſt peyne 
that the ſpyꝛyte leeleth. Foz all trauails 
of the bodie, menne matic fynde ſome re⸗ 
medie, but it the heau ie hert ſpeake, it is 
not heard: if it weepe, it is not ſeene: if 
it complapne it is not beleued. What 
ſhall the pooze heart dode? Abhozre the 
lyfe, wherewith it dieth : and deſyzs 
death, whore with it lyueth. The high = 
bertues among noble vertuoas people, 
conſiſteth not alonely to ſuffer the paſ- 
fions of the bodye, but alſo to diſſimule 
them of the ſoule. They be ſuche that al⸗ 
ter the hu mours, and ſhewe it not out- 
ward: They bꝛynge a feuer without al⸗ 
teryng of the poulce: They alter the ſto⸗ 
macks: They make vs to kneele to the 
erth, to ſuffer the water vp to the mouth 
and to take death without leaupnge 
the lite: and finally _ lengthour = 
b 
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ts thentent that we ſhuld haue the moꝛt 
trauayle, and denieth vs our ſepulture, 
to tzentent that we ſhould not reſt. But 
conſideryng, if Y be troubled with try⸗ 
bulations, as well am J let with conſo⸗ 
lacions. Foz euer, J haue either deſire ot 
the one, oꝛ werineſſe ol the other. I take 
this remedy to diſlimule with the tong, 
and to wepe with the eies, and tofee 

it with the heart. I paſſe my life, as ho 
that hopeth to leſe all that he hath, and 
neuer to recouer that is loſt, I (ate this, 
though ve ſee me not now make fane- 
rall wepynges and wailinges, as J did 
at the death of my ſonne: vet thinke not 
but it dooeth bzenne my heart, ſo that 
with the in warde great heate is conſu⸗ 
med the humiditee of the eies outward, 
ſoꝛ it bzenneth all my ſpirites in warde. 
Thou maieſt know what an honoura⸗ 
ble father ſuffreth to leeſe a good child: 
In all thynges the goddes be lyberall, 
ercept in geuyng vs vertuons childꝛen. 
Where there is abundaunte of great e- 
ſtates, there is greatteſt ſtarcitie of good 
inheritours. It is a great hurt to heare, 
and greatter io ſee, howe theſe fathers 
climbe to haue richeſſe, and to ſee they; 
childzen diſtende to haue weten 
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To ſe the fathers honoꝛ their thildzen, 
and the childzen to inkame their ka⸗ 
mers: ve and the fathers to geue reſt to 
the childꝛen, and the childꝛen to geue 
trouble to they; olde fathers: yea and 
ſomtime the fathers dic fo2 ſazow that 
their childꝛen die ſo ſoone , and we ſee 
their childze wepe,bicauſe their fathers 
die ſo late. What hula I ſay moze , but 
that the honour and richeſſe that the ka⸗ 
thers haue pzocured with great thought 
the childꝛen loſe with littell care. Fam 
certapne of one thpng, that the fathers 
may gather richelle with ſtrengthe and 
crafe, to ſuſteine their childzen , but the 


goddes will not haue durable, that that 


is begonne with euill intencion, as is 
founded to the pzetudice of other, and 
is poſſeſſed with an euill heyꝛe. And 
though the heauy deſtinies of the father 
permit, :hat therichzfec belefte to their 
childꝛen, to ſerue theym in all their vi⸗ 
tes loꝛ their paſtime, at laſte actoꝛdyng 
to their merites the goddes wyll that 
the heyꝛe and 9 ſhould perpſhe.

Beleue me in one thynge An⸗ 
tigonus, and doubte it not, ił men lined 
lyke men, and chaunged not the rule ol 
conditours, the goddes woulde than bs 
alwates as goddes, , not to cauſe vs 
to bee bozne of our mothers, to gpue 
vs ſo cruell chaſtiſementes bp the hande 
ol monſtraus beaſtes.

J ſap to one thinge, 
the which ſeemeth a new thing to — 
and that is this, the puell perſonnes of- 
fende moꝛe by inkamp, than the goddes 
geue them peine fo2 it, rather tha foꝛ the 
bffente that is committed a 12 
As the Boddes naturalip be pitifull, 
and alwap haue the name therof,ſe we 
are al waies euill, and our euilneſſe and 
 thamefull wooꝛkes deſerue to haue ſoꝛe 
thaſtiſement. The ſpmple folkes call 
the goddes cruell, in that they ſee theyz 
iſement openly,and foz they ſenot 
our ſecrete plnefſe; Than the gods haue 
reaſon to complaine, bycauſe we with 
our ſinnes offende theym, and they by 
our cruelneſſe ar inkamed. An ineffable 
rule it is, that the pitifull goddes dooe 
not puniſſhe extremely with extreme 
thaſtiſementes, fith that firſt the vici⸗ 
ous men do extremeli with extreme vi⸗ 
tes. The time that Camillus was ba⸗ 
niſhed Capue, and that the French men 
—— „Aucius Clarus Lon- 
il was ſent by the Senate to the oꝛa⸗ 


cle of apollo, to demand counſell, what 
the Komapne people ſhould doo to bee | 
deliuered out of their great peryll. And 
there this conſule-was. xl, dates with |

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in the temple on his knees befoze pol⸗ 
(o,offeryng right ftrangeſacrifices; and 
ſhedde many teares with wepyng, and 
＋ he could haue none aunſwere: and 

with no ſmall inconueniences heres 
tourned to Rome. Than the holy ſenate 
ſente out of euery temple two pzieſtes, . 


and whan they were pꝛoſtrate on the 


erthe, Apollo ſaied: as one beginnyng 
is toꝛreſpondent to an other beginnyng 
and one plate to an nother, Meruaple 
thou not, though by the reaſon of an 
ertreme demaunde, J ſhewed my ſelke 
extreme to anſwere. Fe Komaines, ſith 
pe faple men, ve come to ſeke to the god⸗ 
des. Foz the occaſion wherof, we wyll 
giue pou no good counſel whan pe haue 
neede, noꝛ permitte that men ſhould fa⸗ 
uour pou, whan pe go to ſeke foꝛ theim. 
Regard my freendes. not foꝛ the ſacrift- 
ces, that pe haue offered to me, but foz

goddes doth moꝛe domage than the ini⸗ 


quitie ot all men. The tut. is, the god⸗ 
des neuer fozget a man at am time, but 


pk the goodes be foꝛgotten by menne a 


thouſand time. The. v. is, that the god⸗ 
des do ſuſtre, that one ſhalbe perſetuted 


by an other that is vll, oʒ they haue firk . 


ecuted one that is good. And there⸗ 
oꝛe pe are ſtriken with the feates of

gh The felow of Scipio Naſtca, tookes 
uls | Alerpent inthe mountaines of Egypt,

it was ſire ſcoꝛe foote of length. Hers 
culesof Thebes pꝛoued his fozce with 
the ſerpent Hyd2a, And in ſtrykyng of 
one of his heades, there ſpꝛange out ſe⸗ 
uen other heades. 
C Splon the gyaunte, to exerciſe his 
ſtrength was accuſtomed euerp dale to 
suertake a bul with renning a fote, and 
caſte him downe, and he made manie 
courſes with the bull, as it were an o⸗ 
ther naked younge man: and pet, that 
was moꝛe meruaile, he with one ſtreke 
of his fyff, ſle w the bull, and the ſame 
day would eate hym all together. 
¶ On mount Olpmpe Ceraſtus the gps 
auntofthe nacion of Greece , wꝛaſteled 
with mo than fifty. M. men, and none 
coulde ſtyze noꝛ ſhake hym. And if Ho⸗ 
mere begileth vs not in this gyaunt, he 
was ol luche fame and dedes, that eue⸗ 
ry foure peres, ther was a cuſtome, that 
al nations of the woꝛld went to wꝛaſtle 
at mount Olimpe. And therok came the 
reckenyng of the Olympiades. 
¶ In the ſeconde warre puntke among 
the taptines of ſazowfull Carthage, 
Stipion b;zonght a man, a loꝛd of jan 
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yitayne, right ſtronge and fierſe ts be⸗ 
holde: and in celebzatynge a ſpectaklt 
in the *— 7 of Rome, whiche was 
than ol great renoume, there were in⸗ 
numerable beaſtes runne at. This cap⸗ 
tine pꝛiſoner lept into the parke, and kil 


led too beares, and w2afficd with a 


lyon a great while: finally bepnge ſo:8 
art with the lyons pawes, he ſtrang⸗ 
led thelyon with his handes , Thys 
was a monſtruous thing to ſe, and now 
ft ſemeth incredible to be beleued. 
¶ In the pere. CC CC. xx. of the founda⸗ 
tion of Rome, Lucio Leden, a renous 
med capitapne compng from Tarent as 
gapnſt Pyꝛrs kyng of the Epirotes: he 
was the kirſte that brought. iii. Oly⸗ 
phantes to Nome, the dap ok his tri⸗ 
umph. Stages and plates were made 
foꝛ. xxx. M. men to ſee the rennynge of 
theſe Oliphantes, and in the middes of 
the paſtime,the plankes bꝛake andſlew 
ms than. v. M. perſones. And amonge 
them there was Numatian,the whiche 
bare vpon his ſhoulders a planke with 
mo than thꝛee hundzed men, till that he 
and they were ſuccoured. ; 
CSaius Ceſar beyng pong, fleyng the 


git pers 
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perteignyng to Martius, he being amog 
the Khodtens, wan his meat with tour 
ſyng and runnynge ok hoꝛſes, with his 
handes bounde behynde him. It was a 
monſtrous thyng to ſee, as the annales 
witneſſe, how he would guide the hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes with his knees ſo faſt, as though he 
had dꝛawen theim with the reynes of 
their bzidcls, bo 
(In the. xv. pere that the capſtaine of 
CLarthaginenſe entred into Italy, eur 
aunciente fathcrs ſent to the realme of 
Fxigie foz the goddes Berecinthia, mo⸗ 
ther ok the goddes, and whan ſhe arrp⸗ 
wed at the pozte Hoſtie, the ſhippe that 
ſhe came in, ranne vpon the ſande,and 
by the ſpace of.ii1i.dates-rr. . menne, 
t came in the armp, coulde not re- 
mone it: by chaunce came thither one 
of the virgynes Ueffales named Rea, 
whiche with hir gyꝛdell tied to the 
ſhyppe, dzew it to the lande as eaſylye 
as ſhe wold haue dꝛawen a thꝛede from 
the diſtaſle. Ind to the entent that we 
ould beleue ſuche thynges., as wee 
ere wer doen in times paſte, we may 
now it by deedes doen pꝛeſently in our 
dates. I remembze whan my loꝛde a⸗ 
dꝛian came fro Dacie, he did — 
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afpectacle in Kome, wherin there was 
mo than two thouſande wilde beaſtes, 
and the thyngo moſte notable that we 
haue (ene, there was a knight bozne by 
the riuer Danubio, who tooke a hoſe, 


and ranne into the parke,andſlewe ſo 


many wyld beaſtes, that there fled fro 
him Lyons, Leopardes, Beares, Olp⸗ 
antes, and we did fleefro them: and 
ſlew mo ok them then they did of me. 
Theſe ſtraunge thynges Fhane recited 
to thee, that of all theſe I am nat ſo as 
baſhed,as I am of thee, toſee the redie 
to dooe armes agaynſt the goddes, and 
agaynlt the Senat, t agaynſt koꝛtune. 
Thele thꝛee are gvantea in vertuous v4 


uauntiſe, and happie at all times: and 


they be ſuch as commaunde them that 
commaunde other. The goddes by their 
naturalitie and power,cloſe vp the fus 
ries, and gouerne the ſterres. And the ſe⸗ 
nate with their iuſtice ouercomethreal⸗ 
mes, and ſubdueth tyꝛantes: and Foꝛ⸗ 
tune with hir tiranny taketh them that 
they leaue, and leaueth them that th 

take, and honoꝛeth theim that they di⸗ 
ſhonour, and chaſtiſeth them that ſerue 
hir: ſhe begyleth euery perſon, and na 


perlg beguileth hir: ſhe pꝛomiſetch much, 
perlo beguileth h Sal ch — 
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and kulfilleth nothvng , hir ſong is wes 
pyng, and hir wepyng is ſong, to them 
that be dead amonge woꝛmes, and to 

m that lyue in foꝛtune: at them that 
be p:eſent , he ſpourneth with hir fete, 
and thꝛeatneth them that be abſent. All 
wiſe men ſhꝛink from hir, but thou like 
a kole che weſt hir thy face. Of one thin 
J am aſhamed ok thee, tocomplapne 
the ſenate, and pet J meruaile not: foz 
in concluſion they be but menne: pet of 
frouth in thynges of iuſtice they ought 
to be moꝛe than men. And to complain 
on Foztune, J meruaple not alittel:foz 
in thend foztune is fo2tune among mo; 
tall men. And all the hoauens is ol an 
auncient quarell, and whan we are be⸗ 
ſet with moſt greatteſt quarelles, than 
he ſtriketh vs with moſt greuous hur⸗ 
tes. I haue great wonder, that thou bes 
ng a Romain, complaineſt on the god⸗ 
des, as ik thou wers one of the Barba⸗ 
riens. We Komaines are not ſo muche 
renoumed amonge all nacions foz the 
multitude af realmes , that we haue 
guercome, as we are foꝛ the great chur⸗ 
ches and ſeruices that we haue made. 
Chou complayneft how the gods haue 


dzoben thy houles with an W 
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and haue llaine thy doughter, felow in 
thy banyſhement, and all in one date; 

But thou dooeſt not remember the of- 

fences that thau halt committed in dy⸗ 
ners caſes. O my freends Indtigonus, 

thou knoweſt not, that out of aur vll 

pzoceſſes commeth kooꝛth good ſenten- 
tes, and thou knowelt not, that our wic⸗ 
ked wooꝛkes are but awakyng of true 
iuſtice. Knowelt thou not that the fierce 
chaſtiſmetes,is but a p2efſe that hafteth 
the great comminges of our poung de⸗ 
fires: and knowelkt thou not, that it is 
nothyng that the goddes dooe chaſtyſg 
openlye, to that thei doediſſimule in ſes 
trete? Doeſt thou not knowe, that in 
concluſtan the goddes be goddes , and 
the moztals are mo2tals, and thei maie 
doe vs moze good in one daic, than we 
can do ſeruice in a.L.9.ycre. Doſt thou 
not know , that the leaſt yll doen by the 
handes of the pitifull goddes, is moꝛe 
goodneſſe than all the wealth that map 
come by the handes of the cruell men? 
Than wherof doeſt thou complayne : N 
pꝛaie the be (fill. And fith thou art amog 
ſtraungers, ſaffer , And thou wilt haue 
honour, diſhonour not the goddesof the 
YVamains, Foz thounialt men dae great 
8 Sg lilli ty 


© maneve "Ip 
inſalfice to ſpeke yll of them that be ſult, 


and ſpectally of the goddes, fo2 they are 
molt iuſt. Certainly as Cicero ſaieth, 
the greateſt laute in a man that is good 
is to appzoue the vll rather than the 
good , and the moſt greateſt eupl in an 
pl man, is to condemne the good foz the 

ll. Thou kno weſt not how iuſt the gode 

is be. Oftrouth they chaunge not foz 
any p2atcr,noz leaue not fe2 any thꝛeat⸗ 
nynges, noꝛ mocke not by woo:des,noz 


be not cozrupt with giftes. Great ought 


thins offence to be, fith the earth hath 
taken vengeance foz the goddes: and thy 
innocent doughter hath payed the faut, 
fo; the offence of hir father. O Antigo⸗ 
nus, dooeſt thou not knowe, that in all 
thynges the goddes maie woozke after 
thepz qwne opinion and wyll, except in 
iuſtice: fo: in that they be goddes of all, 
thei ought to be egall to all. And if they: 
bountie dooeth bynde them to re warde 
vs koꝛ goodnes, no leſſe their iuſtite cons 
treineth the ts chaſtiſe vs fo2 our ylles, 
It is a great cuſtome , and a righteouls 
tuſtice. De that willingly dꝛaweth to 
Anne, againſt his will is dꝛawẽ to pein. 
A ſafe it becauſe thy doughter bath left 
to doe ſome good openlie, oꝛ els ſhe — 
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ddenifome ſetrete pll, ſith in hir youth 


hir lpfe is bereued from hir father koz 
enſampleof chaſtiſement in other. And 
in the end of thy letter thou complaineſt 
that the pevne that men doe to thee, is 
moze greater than thoffences that thou 
haſt dooen to the goddes, And if it bee 
thusfreend Antigone , thou oughtelt to 
haue no diſpleaſure, but pleaſure, no ho⸗ 
uineſſe but toye, And Jſweare to the by 
the immoꝛtall goddes, I wouldgladly 
chaunge mp lybertee fo2 thy captiuitee, 
and the ſtate ol Rome foz the baniſſhe⸗ 
ment of Sicile. And I chal tell the why: 
De is honoured among them that be ho⸗ 
noured, that Foztune abateth without 
laute: and he is ſhamed among theim 
that be ſhamed, that Foztune enhaun- 
ceth without merite. Foz the ſhame is 
not in the inconueniences that are doen 
to vs by men, but it is of the offence that 
we commit agavnſt the goddes. And in 


lpke caſe, the honoꝛable honour reſteth 


not in the dignities that we haue, but 
in the good wozkes, wherby we merite. 
And thereby the woꝛdes ſeme true, that 


the. rt, Emperour of Nome bare wzit⸗ 


ten in a ryng on his fynger , which ſaid 
thus: Moꝛe is he tobe honoured, that 
Gg o de⸗ 
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deferueth honour, than he that hath it, 
and deſerueth it nat. Theſe woꝛdes are 
greatly to bee noted, and ſpoken by a 
great loꝛde. Than returne to the pour- 
poſe. Thou complaineſt of the wꝛonges 
and gricfes that men doe to menne, and 
leaue the goddes. Jhaus no meruaple, 
fo2 as the goddes doe neuer vniuſt thin- 
ges, ſo the men neuer lightlydooe anp 
thynge iuſte. Note this that I ſaie, and 
foꝛget it not. The ſenate geueth an o⸗ 

en pein, and publiſheth the ſecrete faut 

n ſuche maner, that with the peyn they 
hurte vs, and with the faut they ſhame 
bs. The goddes are moze pytyfull: fo 
though they geue vs peine. pet thei kept 
the kaute cloſe. A my freende Antigone, 
though the goddes gather together the 
flouth and wickednes, that we tommit 
ſetretlie. Beleue me, and doubt not, the 
goddes geue lyle to many , the whiche 
men bereneth. Therefoze J thynke, that 
thou ſhuldeſt thinke and wiche, that ſith 
the goddes haue ſuffered the plles that 
thou haſt doen ſecretely, that thou muſt 
ſuffer open chaſtiſement, that men haue 
geuen to thee. Foꝛ other wyſe thinkpng 
to put awaie the peyne, thou ſhalt abide 
charged with inkamte. I haue win 
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to thee this long cpiltle, to thentent that 
thou ſhouldeſt haue ſome thyng to palle 
the tyme with . Certaynly the greateſf 
eaſement to eaſe him that is in trauail, 
is to exertiſe the waueryng heart with 
fome good occupactons. wyl wꝛite ng 
moꝛe to thee at this tyme, but as tous 
c<hvng thy banichement, truſt me Xſhal 
bzynge thee at one with the Senate. X 
ſende Panuttus my ſecretarp to thee, 
geue as muche credence to his wooꝛdes 
as to my letter, and he bꝛingeth a goun 
to thee. And ther with my herte and wil 
fo: tocomfozte thee .

To eſchewe 
Ache enutoustrauatles of 
Sande iome,and to ſee certain 
bookes of Hebꝛewe, that were bꝛought 
to me fro Helia, Icame hither to Sa⸗ 
nia: I made great haſt in my iourneies 
how be it at Salon the feuer tooke me: 
and the. xx. day of June J reteiued thy 
ſecond letter, and the ſame houre the fe- 
ner quartein tooke me. Athinke none of 
vs both had the better hand. Foz neither 
mp longe letter did put away thy tra⸗ 
uatle, noz thy ſhoꝛt letter did put away 
my feuer. And though as now the kee⸗ 
lynge ol thy trauayle miniſheth that A 
had, the moꝛe bꝛenneth the deſire to res 
medy thee .

d men,therbp tobe called a good ces

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tellarp, and his good lyfe fo2 pꝛintipall: 
in ſuch maner, that by the rectitude of 
bis iuſtice, the pli ſhould feele the exetu⸗ 
cion therof . All that haue auctozitee 
ſhuld tempꝛe it with wildome and pure 
nes ot liuyng. It is a great goodnes to 
the common welth, and great confuſion 
to him that is chaſtiſed with peyne, 
whan the miſerable that is chaſtiſed, 
ſeeth nothynge in hym that chaſtiſeth, 
wherby he hath deſerued to be thaſtiſed.

wooꝛdes, O fathers conſcripte, © haps 
pie people, your katall deſtenies permit, 
ànd our Bod leaueth vs with Feruſa- 
lem, ladie of all Aſie, and mother to the 
Ebꝛues, to be in ſeruage ot Rome, and 
to the Komaines ,certapnly great was 
the power of Bompep, and much moꝛe 
the fozce of his armp to take vs, But 
therfoze N ſay, that greatter was the 
pzeofour god, and without compariſon 
the multitude ol our ſinnes, wherby we 
did merite to be loſte. I would ye knew 
one thynge , and it ſoze diſplealeth me, 
that ve Romains haue not p2oued it by 
experience: That is, our god is ſo iuſte, 
that if among vs there had ben. x. tuſte, 
men, and among fiftte thouſand pll, one 
good, he would haue pardoned all the 
ll; And than pe Romains ſhould hause 
een as the Egypciana did, how our god 
alone may do much moꝛe than all your 
goddes together. And certeynly as long 
as we be lynners, ſo longe pe ſhall be 
dur loꝛdes. And as long as the pꝛe of the 
Bebzues God dooeth endurs, ſo mal 
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ſhall the power of the Komaſnslafts, - 
Ind becauſe in this caſe J folow ong 
wape, and by pour ſecte pe folow an os 


ther wap, ye can not returne to honour 
ene god onelp, no; J to honour diuers 
goddes. J wyll leaue this matter to the 


god, by whole power we haue ben no⸗ 
riſted, and by whoſe bountte we be go⸗ 
nerned, and retour ne to the taſe ot our 
baſſade. Ye know what peace hath 
been betwene Nome and Judee, and de⸗ 
twene Judee and Rome, we with you, 
and pe with vs. In all thynges we haus 
sbeped pou, and pe vs. No ſult thing we 
haue denated you, Ind becauſe there is 
nothyng moze deſired of the people, and 
leſſe put in operacion than is peace, and 
there is nothyng moꝛe abhoꝛred, by the 
whiche abhozrynge euerp man liueth, 
than is warre: I doe warne you of this 
with truth, pꝛouide therfoꝛe fuſtice, put 
them away that folow pour willes tg 
dooe vs pll. And let vs haue no ſuche 
malicious folke, as intice vs torebell, 
The greattelt ſigne and ſtrongeſt pyller 
pf peace is to put away the perturbers 
of peace. What pꝛokite is to ſay peace 
eace, and in ſecret to ſay warre warre⸗ 
ſap this becauſe ye haue _—

Lyon foz the demerites, and pe haue 
ſent in his ſteede Lampanius, Martus 
Nuſtus, and Valerius Gratcus fo2 pꝛe⸗ 
ſidentes. Thei be foure plagues, oz . tiff, 
ſtilences, ſo that the leaſt of theim 
ere ſuffictent to enpoyſon the hole cm» 
pire of Rome , than muche ſooner our 
miſerable realme of Paleſtine. What 
thing tan be moꝛe monſtrous, than that 
the iudges ol dome ſhould ſend menne 
to put awate ll cuſtomes fro them that 

bell, and they them ſelues are the in⸗ 
nentours ot newe vyces 2 What greats 
ter ſhame and incouentence is iniuſtice, 
than they that haue auctozitee to cha⸗ 
ſeiſe wanton pouthe, to Halen 1h chem 
ſelfe to be captaynes of thetm that bee 
wylde 2 what greatter infamie tan be 
in Rome, than thei that ought to be vers 
tuous and iuſte, to geue exaumple to o⸗ 
ther, to be vll and vicious? Ilye ik they 
haue not ſo wꝛithe and enlarged the 
diſcipline of Juſtice, that they haue 
taught the youth of Judee fache vices , 
that haue not beene hard ol by our fa- 
thers, noꝛ red in no bok?,no2 ſene in our 
time. O Romaus beleue me in one thing 
what counſaplles Indee hath taken 
: Ph iin of 
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of Nome at this houre , let Nome take 
Judee. Manp realmes are gotten with 
mightie capitaines, and muche ſhea⸗ 


ding ol bloud, and ought ta be obſerued 
with 


vith a good Judge, not in ſheadyng of 
bloud,but in gettpng ol hertes. Lerten- 
lie the fudge that wynneth moe good 
willes than moneye, ought to be belo 
ned, and he that ſerueth foz money, and 
loſeth the good willes, foz euer ought to 
be abhozred as peſtilente.

Ilweare to the Alexander, if toꝛ⸗ 
tune were asfanourable to me, and the 
goddes as extreme agayntt the: they 
woulde gene me thyne Emppꝛe, and 
geue the my lyttell ſyyppe , and than 
aduenture ſhoulde bee a better 
png than thou art, and thou a = 
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thefe than Nam. 

C Theſe were high woozdes, and well 
recepaed of Alexander: and of trouth,

C Ip2omyſe thee Catulus, Alexander 


dyd right well therein, and Dionides 
was to be pꝛayſed greatly, foꝛ that he 
had ſaied.

= hiſtoꝛies. l weare to the by the im⸗ 
oꝛtall goddes, that all the Decade 
was wzytten with blacke pnke, and 
theſs woꝛdes with redde vermilion. X 
tan not tell, what woꝛdes Jſhuld ſend 
the , but that enerp thynge is ſo ne we 
and ſo tender, and is ioigned with ſo yl 
ſement, that J feare me, all wyll fall ſo⸗ 
— to the playne earth. Itell thee, 
that ſome are ſodeynly ryſen wythin 
Rome vnto valour, to whom J will ra⸗ 
ther allure their fall „than theyz lpfe. 
Fo: all buildyng haſtely made, can not 
eſure. The longer a tree is kepte in 
his kynde the longer it wyll be er it be 
vide: The trees, whoſe fruſte we eate 
in ſommer, do warme vs in wynter. O 
we many haue we ſeene, wherof we 
aue meruapled ot ere ryſpng, and 
abaſhed of their kalles. Thei haue 
growen as a hole peece; and ſodeynliye 
9 bh walted 
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waſted as a ſkumme. Their felcſtes 
bath bene but a ſhoꝛt poinct, and their 
inkoꝛtune as a longe lyfe. Fynally thei 
haue are died the mylle, and armed it 
with ſtones ol encreate, and after a lit- 
tell grindyng, left it in vtile all the hole 
pere after Thou knoweſt well myfrend 
Fatulus, that we haue ſcene Cintius 
Fuluius in one pere made conſule, and 
his childꝛen tribunes, and his wyfe a 
matrone foꝛ younge maydens , and be⸗ 
ſyde that, made keeper of the Capitoll, 
and after that not in one pere, but the 
ſame dais we ſaw Cincius beheaded in 
the lace , his childꝛen dꝛowned in Tp- 

ze, his wyke banyſhed fro Rome, his 
houſeraſeddowne to the grounde, and 
all his good confiſked to the comon tre⸗ 
ſoꝛp. This rigoꝛous exaumple we haue 
not redde in any booke,to take a copy sf 
it, but we haue ſene it with our eyes to 
kepe it in our myndes. As the nacions 
of people are variable, ſo are the con⸗ 
dicions of men dyuers, and appetites 
of moꝛtall folke: and me thinketh this 
ts rus,ſepng that ſame loue, ſome hate, 
and that that ſome ſecke, ſome eſche⸗ 
weth: And that that ſome ſetteth lyttell 
by, other make of, In ſuche wyſe, that 
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all can not beconcente with one thyng, 
no2 ſome with all thynges cannot be ſas 
tiſfied. Let euerp man chooſe as hym 
lyſte, and embꝛate the wozide whan he 
pll, I had rather mount a ſoft pace to 
thifaiipng, and it I can not comethers 
to, J wyll abpde by the way, rather 
than with the weste to mount haſtily 
and than totumbledowne headiyng. 
In this caſe ſytche mennes hear tes vn⸗ 
derſtande it, we nede not to wzite fuͤr⸗ 
ther with pennes: And of this matrier- 
regarde not the littell that J dos ſape, 
but the great deale that J wyl ſay» Ind 
ſyth haue begun, and art in ſtraunge 
landes, I wyl wꝛite thee all thenefves- 
frohens.

is nothyng, wherof Jcomplapne, but 
I will holde my peace, ſaue to pour let⸗ 
ter and demaund 3 will aunſ were. and 
fith there hath bene none fo2 te aſke the 
queſtion , J p2oteft, that to none other 
but te pon amozous women of Nome, 
IAſende mpne anſwere. and if any other 
honeſt lady will take the demaunde of 
pon, it is a token that ſhe hath enuy of 
the office that ve be of. Certainlp if anye 
ladie ſheweth hir ſelke enisped with

Now to aunlwer 
the queſtion, to know wherofthe kyꝛſte 
women were made, J ſap, that accozs 
dyng to the dfuerſitie of nations, that 
be in the wozlde, dyuers opinions J 
fpnde in this caſe. 

CThe Egypcians ſay, that whan the 


dludde o ple ranne abꝛode, and was 


tred the earthe, there abode tertayne pes 
tes of earthe, cleaupnge together lyks 
greate, and than the heate commyng in 
them, created many wilde bealies, and 
ſo amonge theim was — 4 — 
woman. Note pe ladies, that it was 
neceſſary , that the flud of Nple ſhould 
flowe ouer his bzymmes, that the fp:ff 
woman might be made on the earth. al 
creatures ate bꝛedde in the entrailes of 
thepz mothers, extept the woman that 
was bꝛed without a mother. And thys 
ſemeth trewe,that without mothers pe 
wer bozne,becanſe witheut rule pe lius 
and without o2der pe die.Wzrelt he puts 
tethhim ſelfe to many trauatles, and 
bath many wyles tofpnde , and many 
tymes to thpnke , and to aſke manys 
fuccoures , and to abpde manye peas 
res, and to chooſe amonge many wo⸗

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men that wyll rule one onel 
oil 


reaſon , Bethe beaſtes neuer | 
and fierce, at the laſte the lyon is ledde 
of his keper without any bande. The 
bullis cloſed in the parke : the bꝛydell 
ruleth the hozſe , a littell kooke tat 
chcth the fiſſhe, and the woulfe ſuffreth 
to be tyed: onely a woman is a beaſte 
vnable to be tamed, and neuer leeſeth 
hir boldnes foz any thynge that is com⸗ 
maunded hir, noꝛ the bꝛydell, koꝛ not 
beyng commaunded. The goddes haut 
made men as men, and beaſtes as bea- 
Mes, and the humaine vnderſtandynge

uer ſo ſtrong. But J ſap to pcu my ladi⸗ 
es: There is no ſpurres that can make 
pou goe, noꝛ raines that can holde pou, 
noꝛ bꝛidell that can refayne pou, na; 
angle oꝛ nette that tan take you: and fi⸗ 
nally there is no la we can ſubdue yon, 
no: chame refrayne vou, noꝛ feare a- 
bathe you, noz chaſtiſement amend yon 
O ts what an pll aduenture putteth he 
hym ſelfe , that thynketh to rule and 
cozrect pou . Foz if pe take an n 
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| in hande, all the woꝛlde ſhall not dzaw 


pon from it: it a man tell oz warne you 
of any thyng, ye will neuer beleue him: 
A one giue you good counſell, ye wyll 
not take it: i one thꝛeaten pou, anont 
pecomplayne: it one flatter you , than 
pe ware pꝛoude: if one retoyce not in 
vou, ve are ſpitefull: if one fozbeare 

u, it maketh pou bolde: if ye becha- 

iſed, yetourne fs Serpentes: Finally 
a woman will neuer fozgeue any iniu⸗ 
ry,no2 giue thank? fo2 any good deede, 
Now a datesthe moft ſimple of al wo- 
men, I \weare, will ſweare, that ſhe 


knoweth leſſe than ſhe dooeth; and of

trouth, the molt wiſeſf mans wit ſhall 
— in their reaſons: and pet the wp- 
ſeſt ol them ſwarueth from al wiſdom, 
Wyll ye know my ladies, how littell 
ve knowe, and how muche pe be igns⸗ 
rant: That ts, ve determine ſodenly in 
harde thynges of grauitie, as if ye had 
ſtudied fo21t a thouſand peres: and if a⸗ 
ty gapnlay pou,ye take him as a moꝛ⸗ 
tall enemy. Bardp is that woman, that 
dare giue counſayl to a man, but he is 
moꝛe hardie that taketh it of a woman. 
But J ſay , he is a foole that taketh it, 
andhe mozefoole that I it, and 2 
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is much moꝛs foolifh, that fulfilleth it. 
Wine opinion is, that he that will not 
fall among ſo many ſtoanes, nes pꝛicke 
among ſo many thoznes, ay bly- 
hym amsnge ſo manpnettyls , let 
him heare what J wpll ſay, and doo as 
—— ſee: ſpeake well and wozke pll; 
—— * pꝛomiſe muche, in fulfils 
tynge fulfill nothynge, and finally als 
low pour woꝛdes, and condemne pour 
-counlelles . If one ſhould demaunde 
now a dayes of diuers right renowmed 
perſons, that ben dead, how they dyd 
with the counſell of women whan they 
liued: I am ſure, they woulo not haue 
rplen than to beleue them, noꝛ at this 
houre to bee reupucd agayne to heare 
theim. Dow was Kynge Phylip of 
Macedon wpth Olympias : Paris 
with Helena :? Alexander with Koſaz 
na: &neas with Dido 2 Hercules with 
Depanira: Haniball with Thamyza? 
Nero with Agrippine ? and it ve wyll 
not belene , what they ſuffered wyth 
theim , demaunde of me how I dooe a- 
monge other. O pe women, Jremems 
b2pnge that Jam boꝛne of one ol pou, 
abhoꝛre mp lyfe : and I thinkynge that 
Ilfuc with pou,delire death, Foz hos 
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{snone other deathe as to treate with 
pau , and no better lyfe than to flee from 
pou-It is a common ſaiyng among wo 
men, that we men be bnkynde, becauſe 
we beyng boꝛne in pour entraples, daoe 
entreate you as bonde women and ſer⸗ 
nantes:and pe ſaie.ſith ye bere vs with 
perill, and nouryſhe vs with trauaple, 
that it were conuentent and iuſte, that 
we alwaies ſhould be occupied in your 
ſeruices. Oftentymes Nhaue ſtudped, 
why men deſtre women lo much. There 
is no epes but they ought to weepe , no 
— but it ſhoulde bzeake, no ſpirite 

ut it ould be ſo2zowfull toſes a wiſe 
manne lolte by a foolyſhe waman. The 
fooliſhe louer paſſeth the date to ſatil⸗

kes. In hatyng pe keepe a dilozder, ex⸗ 
treeme to loue, auaricious to geue, vn⸗ 
ſhaniefaft to take, and J ſaie pe are a 
reteite of feare, where as wyſe men find 
perill, and ſymple men ſuffre . ml "le

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wie men holde their renoumes diſa⸗ 
— x the ſymple men they; lyfe in 
nurte. 
"Let vs leane the opinions of the E⸗ 
gppcians, Ind come to the Greekes, 
whiche ſate , that in the deſertes of A⸗ 
rabie, the ſunne ſhyneth moſt hotte, and 
they ſate, that at the begynnyng , there 
appeared a woman alone, with a byꝛde 
called Phenix, the whiche byꝛde they 
ſaie, was created of the water, and the 
woman of the great heate of the ſunne, 
and of thecozrupcton of the pondze that 
falleth fro the trees, whiche the woꝛmes 
doe eate. In this wyſe theſe was a tree 
ſoze eaten with woꝛmes, and it chanced 
by heate ol the ſunne, and d2ythe of the 
owder , that a fyꝛe kendeled, and ſo 
zent it, and than of the kyꝛe and pow⸗ 
der of the ſaied bzent tree, the kyzſt wo⸗ 
man was made. Ind though A be a phi⸗ 
loſopher Romane, I wyll not ſaie that 
the opinion of the Philoſophier Greeke 
was pll. Foz of trouthe ye Ladies that 
be amoꝛouſe, haue pour tongues of the 
nature ol fvꝛe, and pour condicions of 
the rottennelle of the powder of wood. 
Akter the diuerſitee of beaſtes, nature 
bath bat ſome e in diuers partes 
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of cheir bodies, as the egle in the beake, 
the vnicozne in hir hoꝛne, the ſerpent in 
the tayle, the bull in the head, the bears 
in the armes, the hoꝛſe in the bꝛeaſt, the 
dog in the teeth, the hogge in the groin, 
the wood doue in hir whinges, and wo⸗ 
men in their tonges. Ok trouth the fligbt 
sk the wood doue is not ſo high, as the 
— of pour folies, noz the catte 

atcheth not ſoſoze with hir nayles, 
aspeſcratchefooles with pour impoꝛ⸗ 
tunitees: noꝛ the dog hurteth not them, 
that he renneth at, as ve dos the ſoꝛow⸗ 
full louer that ſerneth you : noz he is 
not in ſo great peryll ofhislife that cat- 
cheth the Bull by the hoarnes, as the 
fame of the loner is, that falleth 
topourhandes.

Ofall ſu⸗ 
che my letter ſpeaketh not, noꝛ my pene 
wꝛyteth not ol theim, but of other: I 
ſreake of women that be ſuche, that all 
venemous beaſtes haue not ſo mnche 
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their tongues.Ind fith that the goddes 


doo permit, that the lite of men tan not 
paſſe without women: therfoze J ads 
uertiſe theſe young people, and pzays 
them that be old, and awake wiſe men, 


nnd teache the ſimple,toflee away from 


women ol vll name, rather than krom a 
common peſtilence. 


: Ceadyng the auncient la wes of Pla⸗ 


fo, I find wzitten thus: wecommaund, 


tat all women openly inkamed, be o⸗ 
penlp put out of the citie, to the entente 


that other 19 00 their finnes not vnpu⸗ 
niched, may abhoꝛre the ſinne koꝛ feare 
to fall into the ſame pein, Alſo the ſame 
law ſaith: We commaund, that pardon 
be geuen to a woman of all the fautes 
tommitted 11 own body, pf anp a⸗ 
mendement be ſene in hir: but neuer to 
ardon them that haue comitted ſinne 
ich their tonges.
